Many other people have heard this cat 
in the Vancouver zoo, and we can all 


attest to the fact that mountain lions

LIFE. 

“The American Humane Associa- 
tion hereby honors Frank Conibear,”’ 
the citation reads, ‘“‘who by his crea- 
tive accomplishment in inventing 
the Conibear trap, which alleviates 
cruelty and suffering in the trapping 
of muskrats, has made a valuable 
contribution toward the ultimate at- 
tainment of devices for the humane 
trapping of all animals.” 

This was the first award of its 
kind ever made by the association.

Incomplete Albino 


I was interested in the item “You 
Name It” in the March What’s On 
Your Mind, Wayne Hashiguchi’s letter 
and picture about a brown-and-white 
deer.

I am 
a professor of zoology at Kansas State 
College, and I’d guess that Mr. Hashi- 
guchi’s deer shows a condition known 
as incomplete albinism. Albinos occur 
in nearly all types of birds, mammals, 
and even reptiles. They usually are de- 
void of pigment—even in the eyes. 
Incomplete albinism is a much rarer 
condition, however. In these animals 
pigment shows up in any amount and 
in any place. The condition is well 
known, and shows up quite typically in 
the photo of this deer._-E. H. Herrick, 
Manhattan, Kans.

More New Bullets 


ss Spe useful new bullets have been an- 
nounced by Hornady, Grand Island, 
Nebr. One is a .303 caliber weighing 
174 gr. for use in the .303 British Short 
Lee-Enfield, the 7.7 Jap, and the 7.65 
Belgian and Argentine Mauser. The 
other is a 150-gr. spire-point .270 bullet 
which will serve as a running mate for 
the round-nosed 150-gr. bullet of that 
caliber which Hornady has long made. 

Speer Products, Lewiston, Idaho, is 
now delivering a 165-gr. .30 caliber bul- 
let which the firm claims is the most 
efficient weight in that caliber. Sec- 
tional density is similar to that of the 
time-proved 130-gr. bullet in the .270. 

The 165-gr. can be loaded to higher 
velocity than the 180-gr. .30 caliber bul- 
let. It gives 2,885 ft. seconds with 59 
gr. of No. 4350 powder in the .30/06, 
3,095 with 68 gr. of the same powder 
in the .300 H. & H., and 3,300 with 80 
gr. in the .300 Weatherby Magnum. At 
all ranges the bullet shoots consider- 
ably flatter than the 180-gr. 

A 300-gr. blunt-nose .375 bullet is a 
new addition to the list of Nosler Par- 
tition Bullet, Bend, Oreg., along with 
two bullets for the new .264 Winchester 
Magnum and other 6.5 mm. rifles—one 
weighing 125 gr. and one weighing 139.

custom-made super-grade Model 70 

Winchester rifle in .270 caliber 
was presented to Mohammed Zahir 
Shah, ruler of Afghanistan, along with 
500 rounds of .270 ammunition loaded 
with the 130-gr. bullet, by President 
Eisenhower on his recent tour of the 
Middle East. It was equipped with a 
Lyman 4X All-American scope on Grif- 
fin & Howe side mount. 

With its light recoil, flat trajectory, 
and good accuracy, the .270 is achiev- 
ing considerable popularity among hun- 
ters of wild sheep and goats in the 
Middle East. I know of several Iranian 
hunters who have .270’s, and now and 
then I have heard from .270 fans in 
Turkey. The late King Fiesal of Iraq 
was likewise a .270 user. Some of the 
.270’s I have run into in the Middle 
East are Model 70 Winchesters, but 
others were made in Czechoslovakia on 
Mauser actions and fitted with 4X 
Czech scopes.

For Big Stone Rams 


he Stone-sheep country close to the 

Alaska Highway is being hunted 
hard, Frank Golata, OUTDOOR LIFE Con- 
tributor and dean of the Stone-sheep 
guides in northern British Columbia, 
writes. Whereas hunts in that country 
used to run from 40 to 60 days, most 
hunts today are booked for two weeks, 
and even a three-week hunt is consid- 
ered a long one. 

As a consequence, few hunters get 
back into the wonderful ram country 
around the heads of the Prophet and 
Muskwa Rivers, where most of the 
finest heads come from, and where the 
famous Chadwick head, the No. 1 Stone 
and probably the most outstanding 
trophy taken in America, was taken. 

Frank and I hunted this country in 
1946, and on the trip I shot the ram 
which ranks 10th on the record list for 
this species in the 1958 edition of the 
Boone and Crockett Club’s Records of 
North American Big Game. It was a 
14-day pack from where we left the 
highway at Bucking Horse Creek to 
where we turned around near the head 
of the Muskwa. We were out 45 days. 

The ambitious sheep hunter with 
enough time to take a 40-day shoot 
will find big rams up there on the 
lofty ridges and high benches above 
the Muskwa and the Prophet. He'll also 
find some sensational moose, as well as 
grizzly bears and caribou. But Frank 
Golata, one of the best sheep hunters 
and one of the nicest guys that ever 
lived, is retiring. I'll never forget the 
time he and I went into the willows 
after the wounded grizzly, nor the day 
we saw 80 rams on one mountain—J.0.C.

HAT are you up to, mister?” 
asked the genial native Oregon- 
ian who'd been watching me for 


several minutes. “Getting your morn- 
ing exercise, or are you _ practicing 
distance casting ?”’ 

“A bit of both,’’ I replied, lifting my 
metal squid out of the swirling Pacific 
surf. “I’m also aiming to catch a 
striped bass.”’ 

“Catch a striped bass?” he laughed 
“Mister, you'd better take that hard- 
ware off your line and use a chunk of 
sardine. I’ve lived here all my life 
and never heard of anyone catching a 
striper on anything but fresh bait.” 

“That’s only because artificial lures 
haven't been given a fair trial on this 
coast. I know stripers will sometimes 
take them in these waters.” 

“Where you from, mister?” 

“The New England area.” 

“So that explains it,” the old-timer 
said. “I’ve heard about fishermen 
catching stripers in the East with plugs, 
spoons, and things like you're using. 
But the fish are different here. Take 
my advice and switch to bait.” 

My next cast sent the metal squid, a 
Belmar with a white bucktail trailer, 
200 ft. through the air to the uptide 
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edge of a deep hole between foaming 
breakers. I gave my medium-light 
surf rod a couple of sweeping jerks 
which drew the lure into the hole at a 
fast, erratic pace. This was an ap- 
proach I hadn’t tried since I'd begun 
fishing that hole nearly half an hour 
before. 

To my delight, a striper swirled be- 
hind the squid a few seconds after it 
had entered the hole. I’d known he was 
there, however, for this was the third 
time he’d surfaced after spotting my 
high-riding lure. Before, he’d merely 
trailed it across the hole, each time 
veering off as I was about to draw it 
into surrounding white water, the very 
moment when wary Atlantic stripers 
often strike. This time I had planned 
on using different strategy. 

Just as before, the striper followed 
the squid at a short distance, timing 
his pace with that of the lure as it 
rode across the hole. When the squid 
was halfway across the hole, I sud- 
denly stopped reeling and let it sink 
about a foot before I snapped it back 
into action. 

The striper rushed the squid angrily 
the moment I jerked it back to the sur- 
face, but he missed by a hair’s breadth.

I dropped the lure again, a little deep- 
er than before. Whirling, the striper 
flew at it again. I felt my shoulders 
jar under his strike, and at the same 
moment I saw spray fly as he rolled 
into his get-away. Fifteen minutes 
later I beached him, a 25-pounder. 

“If I hadn’t seen you do it, I’d never 
have believed a striper could be caught 
on a piece of hardware in these waters,” 
said my observer, scratching his head. 
“T didn’t think it was possible.” 

“It’s more a matter of attitude than 
anything else,’’ I said. “I probably 
wouldn’t have tried artificials on 
stripers if I hadn’t caught a lot of them 
that way back East. I couldn’t under- 
stand why it wasn’t possible here. 
Your stripers came from Atlantic 
waters originally, you know.” 

The history of striper fishing on 
the Pacific coast dates back to 1879, 
the year a fish culturist named Living- 
ston Stone brought 162 bass from New 
Jersey in tanks cross-country by rail 
along with a shipment of Eastern lob- 
sters. Stone arrived at his destination 
with 132 stripers still alive, and these 
he released in California’s Carquinez 
Strait at Martinez. The next stocking, 
also from New Jersey, came _ three 
years later. Acting under the authori- 
ty of the California fish commission, 
J. C. Woodbury brought 300 stripers 
to Army Point, about three miles above 
Martinez. 

Since the Stone-Woodbury plantings, 
stripers from the San Francisco Bay 
area have been stocked in other West 
Coast waters. These experiments were 
made between 1899 and 1919 in waters 
including Humboldt Bay, the Santa 
Anna River, the San Diego River, 
Morro Bay, and even in the vicinity 
of Honolulu, Hawaii. But it is gener- 
ally conceded that these attempts to 
introduce stripers beyond San Fran- 
cisco Bay met with failure. 

The original striper plantings, how- 
ever, were successful beyond expecta- 
tions. Within five years, fish weighing 
more than 15 lb. were being hauled 
out of such places as the Sacramento 
River and Monterey Bay. Ten years 
later, the first lunker bass, a 45-pound- 
er, appeared on the San Francisco 
market. More giant bass also came out 
of the Merced and Feather rivers. 

So prolifically did stripers multiply 
that, between about 1890 to 1935, the 
commercial fishery of California fluc- 
tuated between half a million and a 
million pounds annually. In 1935 legis- 
lation was enacted which reserved 
California stripers for gamefishing, and 
according to U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
figures, sportsmen have caught be- 
tween six and 10 million pounds of 
stripers a year since then. Strict Cali- 
fornia law forbids selling, exporting, or 
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Be sure to specify Ray-Ban...made by 
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importing striped bass, and commer- 
cial fishermen, whose salmon nets 
capture stripers, are required to return 
all but one to the water. California, 
incidentally, was the first coastal state 
to require salt-water anglers to obtain 
fishing licenses, and she also set a daily 
limit on stripers: five fish per angler. 

The main striper fishery of California 
is confined to the San Francisco area. 


| This area is known as the Delta Coun- 
'try, and it includes San Pablo Bay, 


San Rafael Bay, San Francisco Bay, 
and Lower Suisun Bay. A vast net- 
work of rivers flows through the low- 
lands which surround these _ bays. 
Stripers move in and out of the streams 
of the Delta Country from spring until 
fall, offering fishing year around—in 
open bay and lower river waters dur- 
ing the warm months, and in sheltered 
upper reaches of streams during the 
colder ones. Fresh bait fished on bot- 


;tom accounts for most of the catch, 


though trollers get limits with plugs, 
spoons, and jigs like those used on the 
East Coast. (See “Get Those Stripers,” 


page 64). 


The central coast also offers Cali- 
fornia’s best surf fishing. Surf casters 
work about 100 miles of Pacific shore 

from Pescadero, 37 miles south of 
the Golden Gate, to Jenner 60 miles 
north. Occasionally, large concentra- 
tions of stripers appear off the shores 
of Mendocino and Monterey counties. 
As in the waters of the nearby Bay 
and Delta sections, most Californians 
who fish the surf use fresh bait on bot- 
tom rigs. 

Sardines are the favored baits in 
California waters. It was with a sar- 
dine that Wendell Olson, in 1951, 
caught a 65-lb. striper, which became 
the state’s rod-and-line record, out. of 


| the San Joaquin River at Crows Land- 


ing. This fish was 52% in. long and 
had a 32-in. girth. Reliable reports in- 


| dicate that the world record striper (a 


73-pounder taken in Massachusetts 
waters back in 1913) could be topped 
on the West Coast. Commercial nets 
in the San Francisco area have taken 
stripers ranging between 75 and 90 Ib. 
All of these out-size bass came from 
rivers and bays. On average, however, 
stripers from the California surf run 
larger than those from the bays and 
rivers—between 8 and 30 Ib., instead of 
between 8 and 12. 


Bt months for surf fishing in cen- 
tral California are May, June, and 
July. According to veteran casters, 
the best tide on most beaches is the 
second half of the flood, but on some 
beaches it’s the first half of the ebb. 
Like their Atlantic kinsmen, Pacific 
bass gather when and where tidal ac- 
tion concentrates such natural foods as 
minnows and seaworms or exposes 
shellfish and crustaceans. 

As an Easterner accustomed to the 
nomadic journeys of stripers up and 
down hundreds of miles of the Atlantic 
Coast, I found it difficult to believe that 
some schools of Pacific stripers didn’t 
travel similar distances. I couldn’t ac- 
cept the idea that all striper move- 
ments there were localized. Before 


leaving for the West Coast, I studied 
all the data on the striper fishery that 
I could lay my hands on. 

It was what I read about Coos Bay, 
Oregon, 600 miles north of the San 
Francisco Bay and Delta country, that 
appeared to confirm my belief that at 
least some stripers undertake exten- 
sive migrations along the Pacific Coast. 
Coos Bay has become famous as one 
of the West Coast’s leading striper 
hotspots. In fact, the bass populations 
became so thick by 1923 that a com- 
mercial fishery was established there. 


S° far as anyone knows, no stripers 
have ever been stocked in Oregon's 
waters. And yet two annual migra- 
tions of bass enter Coos Bay and its 
inland tributaries to offer some of the 
finest fishing on that side of the conti- 
nent. The first is a spring spawning 
run which comes from the ocean to 
up-bay and upriver grounds. All 
sources I read reported that these fish 
disappear shortly after spawning, ap- 
parently back into the Pacific. The 
second wave of stripers appears in 
Coos Bay in the autumn. These are 
adult fish that apparently enter Coos 
Bay to spend the winter in the back 
rivers and sloughs. 

Arriving in Coos Bay near the end 
of September, I caught my first Pacific 
bass in the Coos River by bottom-fish- 
ing with live bullheads. Until your 
bass has actually been hooked, this is 
slow fishing. Your bullhead is allowed 
to swim around bottom until it attracts 
a striper. Then, worrying the bullhead 
as a cat worries a mouse, the striper 
picks it up gingerly before swallowing 
it headfirst, so as to protect his innards 
from the bullhead’s lethal spines. I 
also caught stripers on pieces of frozen 
pilchard, sardinelike fish. This is slow 
fishing, too, but highly productive. 

After nearly a week of fishing the 
inside waters of Coos Bay without 
raising a fish on an artificial lure, I 
was almost convinced that fresh bait 
was the only thing to use. It was then 
that I met Harley Willett, a_ steel- 
muscled lumberjack. Harley carried a 
slender, 9-ft. spinning rod and a line 
testing at 12 lb. “I'll take you over to 
North Bend tonight,’”’ he said, ‘and 
show you that stripers will take arti- 
ficials.” 

Harley and I arrived at the edge of 
the inlet at North Bend, the town next 
to Coos Bay, around dusk. He tied on 
a floating plug, and we waded across 
a muddy flat to the edge of deep water. 
Here we stood and listened. 

A few minutes later, I heard a sharp 
slap. It was followed by splashes and 
gurgles, then another smack. 

“That’s a bass,” said Harley, cast- 
ing his plug toward the sound. 

He rested his plug for a fuil minute. 
When the bass sounded again, he 
jerked his rod tip in sharp sweeps, 
cranking the reel as he did so. Harley 
grunted happily when, a few moments 
later he hooked the first striper of the 
evening, a 15-pounder. He later landed 
two more. 

“Well at least that proves Pacific

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IKE WILDERNESS fishing, and itching to try it 
without too big a layout of time and money? Then 
here’s news for you. Bulldozers don’t always benefit 
fishermen, but they’re doing just that on a big scale 
in Ontario and Manitoba this summer. Roads now 
being slashed into wilderness areas in the northern part 
of both provinces will open up, when finished (some 
this year, others not before 1966), some of the best 
hitherto almost inaccessible fishing water in North 
America—lakes and streams teeming with speckled 
trout, lake trout, northern pike, and walleyes. Up to 
now these waters could be reached only by flying in or 
making long, tough trips by canoe and portage. 

At the top of the list is the road Canadians call the 
Gap, last link in a new highway around the north shore 
of Lake Superior, connecting Sault Ste. Marie and Port 
Arthur. It will be open by September, ahead of sched- 
ule. That’s too late to be of much use during the 1960 
fishing season, but it’s worth a big place in your plans 
when the spring of 1961 rolls around. 


> This is the new road | mentioned in “Mile 246” 
in OUTDOOR LIFE last month. The final section, now 
nearing completion, runs north and west 110 miles 
from the mouth of the Agawa River to the town of 
White River, though fabulous fishing country. It’s 
trackless bush, rough and rugged, dotted with lakes, 
veined with streams, and a top area for speckled trout, 
walleyes, and pike. Guides and flying service are 
available at White River. Ten or 15 minutes in the 
air from there will put you on virtually unfished 
lakes where Jack Hambleton, Ontario outdoor writer, 
tells me walleyes run heavy as 18 pounds, northern 
pike to 25. 


This road will be made easier of access for fishermen 
driving north through Michigan (the most direct route 
if you live between St. Louis and Pittsburgh) by a new 
$18,000,000 bridge now being built, that will connect 
Sault Ste. Marie, Michigan, with its Canadian twin, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario. The bridge, scheduled for 
completion in the fall of 1961, will replace the small 
auto ferries that now ply across the St. Marys River. 

Meanwhile, Big Mac, the Straits of Mackinac bridge 
between Michigan’s upper and lower peninsulas, has al- 
ready cut an hour off the driving time for the trip. 
When the new road around Superior is opened this fall, 
the wilderness water north of the Canadian Soo (excel- 
lent moose country, too) will be within a day’s drive for 
sportsmen living in Detroit, Toledo, or South Bend, less 
than two days from Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis, or Chicago. 

A branch road now under construction, leading off 
the Gap highway in the Lake Superior Provincial Park 
20 miles south of Michipicoten, will provide access to 
Lake Mijinemungshing and a chain of other lakes near- 
by. The park is open for use this summer, with ac- 
commodations for about 70 trailers or tents. 


da big secondary-road building program, in ad- 
dition to this major highway, now under way in both 
Ontario and Manitoba promises to be the greatest 
boon that has befallen fishermen in a blue moon. 
Costing $30,000,000 in the two provinces and known 
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New Roads to Fishing 


as the “Roads to Resources” program, it is aimed 
basically at opening up important mining areas. But 
the roads will also provide access to some of the 
greatest fishing country in Canada. 


The Ontario program, to cost $15,000,000, calls for 
the construction of 335 miles, divided among six major 
projects. I asked the Department of Lands and Forests 
for the timetable, and what these six roads will mean 
to fishermen. Here’s the dope: 

1. Foleyet to Chapleau, 60 miles. Will provide a direct route from 
Thessalon to Timmins, and will cross or run close to the Nemego- 
senda and Goose rivers, famous trout streams, and the Ivanhoe 
River, which is top pike and walleye water. Will also make acces- 
sible Borden, Emerald, Leblanc, West, Serviss, and many other 
good pike and lake-trout lakes. Now under construction, it may 
be open to travel at each end by this fall, although not completed. 

2. Nakina to Druer Lake, 50 miles. Now mainly completed to Terrier 
Lake, opens up O'Sullivan Lake, good pike and walleye water. 

3. Spruce River, 70 miles north from Port Arthur to Cheeseman 
Lake. About 20 miles now completed. Fishermen will have to 
wait for the job to be finished to get into good fishing country on 
this one, but it will be worth it. 

. Savant Lake, on the Canadian National Railroad east of Sioux 
Lookout, south for 90 miles. Not open this year, but it will be 
very good for pike and walleyes when finished. 

5. Goldpines to Uchi Lake, 50 miles, through virgin pike and wall- 
eye country. Construction not yet begun. 

. Minaki south to Highway 17 west of Kenora, 15 miles. Probably 
open this fall, this one will make it possible to drive into the 
English River watershed, a great pike and walleye area. 

If in the future you want up-to-date information on 
these roads and their fishing potential, write the De- 
partment of Lands and Forests, Toronto, Ontario, 

In Manitoba, W. E. (Wilf) Organ, director of travel 
and publicity, tells me that the ‘Roads to Resources” 
program, calling for the building of 723 miles and 
matching the Ontario program in cost, will provide di- 
rect road access to some of the greatest fishing waters 
in the province. 

The three major projects, so far as fishermen are con- 
cerned, are the Gypsumville-God’s Lake road, 475 miles 
long; the Simonhouse-Thompson, 175 miles, and the 
Bird or Oiseau River road, a shorter link near the On- 
tario border. 

Although the least important of the three, the Bird 
River project will give access to a score of good lakes, 
roadless up to now, to the east of Lake Winnipeg. The 
first eight-mile stretch is due to be completed this 
summer. 

The Simonhouse-Thompson road, 100 miles of which 
will be finished this year, will fork off Highway 10 
about 45 miles north of The Pas. It will make accessible 
some terrific pike, walleye, and lake-trout water, in- 
cluding Simonhouse, Cranberry, Iskwasum, Reed, 
Tramping, Wekusko, and other lakes extending in a 
great chain east of Highway 10. 


> Dream road of the whole program, for 
anglers, is the one running to God’s Lake. It will 
start at Gypsumville, at the end of present Highway 
6, 158 miles northwest of Winnipeg, and go north 
between Lake Winnipeg and Lake Winnipegosis to 
Kiski Lake, then east to God’s Lake and south to 
Island Lake. It will open up a vast country of good 
lakes and streams north of Gypsumville, and at 
God’s Lake and Island Lake will penetrate a region 
fabled among fishermen as one of the greatest on

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the continent for big speckled trout, lake trout, pike, 
and walleyes. 


In two OutTpoor LIFE stories, ‘Pike Carnival” in 
March and “Giants of God’s River” in April, Tom Mc- 
Nally told what pike and trout fishing is like in waters 
that will be made available by the Simonhouse and God's 
Lake roads. 

He took an 18-pound northern on a fly rod in First 
Cranberry Lake, just off Highway 10 at the western 
end of the Simonhouse-Wekusko chain. He reported 
three to 10-pound pike a dime a dozen in First Cran- 
berry, 12 to 14-pounders not uncommon. The more re- 
mote lakes, to the east, are as good or better for pike, 
all teem with walleyes, and many have lake trout. The 
Simonhouse road will open up that whole chain. 


As for the God’s Lake country, McNally caught 
speckled trout up to five pounds in God’s River below 
the lake and reported them up to 74; he also told of 
lake trout up to 50 pounds in the lake, which is 80 
miles long and 25 wide. Island Lake and Island Lake 
River, which also will be reached by the new road one 
of these days, are about as good. 

This road is still in the early stages of surveying and 
construction. On the 219-mile lap from Kiski Lake to 
God’s Lake only aerial studies have been made, and 
ground survey parties have not yet gone in to pick a 
route. So don’t plan on parking your car on the shore 
of God’s Lake for a while yet. But the job is under way.

Wanted: Salmon Anglers 


T’S HARD TO BELIEVE, but there is good fishing 
for Atlantic salmon, to me the grandest gamefish 

of all, going to waste in Maine’s Machias River within 
a few yards of where U.S. 1 crosses it at the town of 
Machias, 300 miles east from Boston. 

In the past 10 years, the Maine Atlantic Sea Run 
Salmon Commission has stocked 400,000 salmon fry and 
parr in the Machias. In 1953 the first of these fish that 
returned from the sea to spawn were able to enter the 
river by way of the rebuilt fishway over the dam at 
Machias. Each year since then the spawning run has 
grown. Two years ago it was 600 fish, last year more 
than 800, this year about 1,000 are expected. 

But catches haven’t increased in proportion with the 
size of the runs. Last year only 53 Atlantics are known 
to have been taken in the Machias—not because salmon 
were scarce, but because salmon fishermen were. 

“We are trying to do something about that,’ Jim 
Fletcher, commission fishery biologist at Machias, told 
me. “Unfished waters containing Atlantic salmon are 
a definite drawback to our restoration effort, which 
must have sportsman support. Uncaught salmon, of 
course, have value for providing runs for future years, 
but they provide no present-day evidence that our 
restoration efforts are proving successful—which they 
are. To achieve our objective of restoring salmon and 
salmon fishing in several Maine rivers we need fisher- 
men as much as we need salmon. Neither can do the 
job without the other. That’s why we are co-operating 
with the Machias Valley Sportsmen’s Club in trying to 
entice more anglers to fish the almost virgin salmon 
waters of the Machias.” 

The sportsmen’s club considered promoting a salmon 
derby to increase the catch, but ditched the idea when 
it was realized that many anglers fishing for prizes over 
a short period would almost certainly put the fish down 
for several days and so defeat the derby’s purpose. 
Atlantic salmon have a built-in safeguard against being 
over-fished in their almost invariable habit of refusing 
the rise to any fly when too many are cast over them. 


Pinstead of offering prizes, it was decided to 
make it easy for anglers to take a sporting chance 
of catching an Atlantic (which every fly-rod man 
owes it to himself to do at least once), with the 
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added incentive of having a voice in naming of the 
pools, runs, lies, and other salmon-fishing features 
of the river. 


A 16-inches-to-the-mile wooden map will be set up 
in Machias, and each angler who takes a salmon, or 
even gets a rise, will be asked to locate the spot on the 
map and suggest a name for it. At the end of the sea- 
son a committee will review the suggestions and from 
them select names. Each suggestion-maker will receive 
a map showing the names selected. 

To date, nearly all Machias salmon fishing has been 
in the half a mile of water between the St. Regis 
Paper Company dam in Whitneyville (easily reached 
by Alt. U.S. 1) and the railroad trestle downstream 
from that village. But rod-in-hand exploration by a few 
anglers has shown that much of the five-mile reach of 
river from Whitneyville down to the dam in Machias 
is good salmon water. 

Fletcher says the best way to fish it is from a canoe, 
because a canoe puts you in the best position to cast 
to the pools. Unless you carry your own canoe—and 
know how to handle it in fast water—this is likely 
to be impracticable because there are few for-hire craft 
in the area. To increase interest in canoe fishing, and 
to show that it is safe as well as exciting, the sports- 
men’s club will run its second Whitneyville-Machias 
race on July 4. 


P second best way to fish the Machias, Fletcher 
says, is by wading it. Most of the good water can be 
covered that way. Much of it also can be fished 
from the banks—a number of trails lead to them 
from U.S. 1 and Alt. U.S. 1, Last season excellent 
salmon water only a short walk from the town of 
Machias went unfished, Camping is permitted at 
some places near the river. Guides are not necessary. 


Fletcher thinks that pioneering fishing above the 
Whitneyville dam would pay off. One area worth ex- 
ploring is Great Falls, a few miles from the dam. Last 
season numerous Atlantics were seen jumping in the 
pool there. 

A good river-access map is included with other useful 
information in a leaflet which may be obtained by writ- 
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ing to the Machias Valley Sportsmen’s Club, care Post- 
master, Machias, Maine. On-the-spot dope may be had 
from club members and at the office of the commission, 
72 Court Street, Machias. 

The Machias salmon run normally peaks in mid-June. 
Fletcher says that nearly all of the fish expected will be 
in the Machias-Whitneyville stretch of river until mid- 
July. The Narraguagus River, 30 miles west of the 
Machias, and the Dennys, 30 miles east of it, have 
earlier runs, but usually their fishing holds up until the 
Machias run is in the river. There is good smallmouth 
bass and landlocked salmon fishing near Machias. 

Specialized salmon tackle is not necessary for any of 
the Maine rivers. On the Machias, only conventional 
fly fishing is permitted below the Whitneyville dam; 
there are no tackle restrictions above it. Any good 
trout rod will do the job in canoe fishing; most casts 
are short. For wading, or fishing from the bank, a nine- 
or 914-foot rod of about seven ounces will give you 
enough distance to fish most of the promising water. 
Traditional salmon flies are the best bet—No. 6 and 
No. 8 Black Dose, Durham Ranger, and Silver Doctor, 
and a few small Blue Charm for low water. 


Maine’s 1959 salmon catch was the best since 
runs of Atlantics were restored in several rivers. A 
total of 565 fish are known to have been taken on 
the rod, and probably the actual number was at 
least 700. Biggest fish was a 26-pounder taken in the 
Narraguagus by Harry Smith, a veteran salmon fish- 
erman, Most-productive rivers were the Narraguagus 
with 167 fish, and the Dennys with 132. This year, 
if enough fishermen turn out, the Machias should 
be right up with them. 


A Piece of Duck Marsh 


HREE BUCKS will buy a tenth of an acre of duck 

marsh, and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service is 
asking waterfowl hunters who didn’t buy a 1959-60 
duck stamp last fall—and even those who did—to in- 
vest that amount in the future of our waterfowling by 
buying one before June 30, 


If you respond to this appeal by sending your check 
or a money order for $3 to the Bureau of Sport Fish- 
eries and Wildlife, Department of the Interior, Washing- 
ton 25, D.C., the stamp that you will receive in return 
won’t be worth a darn for shooting ducks. But it will 
be mounted on a certificate, signed by Secretary of the 
Interior Fred A. Seaton, proving that you bought it “as 
a contribution to the essential management and pro- 
tection” of our waterfowl. 


p> Receipts from the sale of duck stamps were 
used by the Service, until recently, for such purposes 
as law enforcement and research as well as for ac- 
quisition of waterfowl refuges, feeding and resting 
areas, and wintering grounds. Then Congress in- 
creased the price of the duck stamp to $3, and ear- 
marked stamp-sale receipts for the single purpose of 
buying wetlands for waterfowl—with the under- 
standing that they would be the only funds provided 
for that purpose, This became effective for the fiscal 
year which ends this June 30. 


Then came the third successive year of drought on 
Canada’s prairie breeding grounds. The Service pre- 
dicted honestly and accurately drastically-reduced duck 
production and a skimpy shooting season. Later it se- 
verely curtailed both open seasons and bag limits on 
the most seriously affected diving ducks. Many hunters 
were “scared off.’’ There was a 25 percent decrease in 
the sale of duck stamps. Unless it is made up for by 
sportsmen buying stamps now too late to use, it will 
slow down the acquisition of suitable wetlands. 

Nationally, the duck population is the smallest in 
many years. Redheads are in an especially precarious 
situation, there being only about a quarter as many 
of them as there were last spring. Canvasbacks, both 
teals, mallards, ruddy ducks, and pintails all are in 
real danger. 

We can’t have ducks unless we provide wetlands for 
them to live on. The tenth of an acre of marsh that 
$3 will buy isn’t much wetland, but it will help to keep 
duck shooting alive.

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Tennessee 


AST SEASON, Harry Gillam of Tennessee’s Game 
and Fish Commission made a survey for us on the 
best lakes in his state for bass fishing in June, On 
the basis of his own experience and suggestions from 
the commission’s field personnel, here are the bass 
waters he recommends, 
Reelfoot, located in the northwest corner of the state, 
is as noted for its fishing as for its scenic beauty. A 
unique type of fishing called “go-deviling’’ produces 
good results there at this time of year. It requires a 
special propelled spinner, which is skittered across 
grass beds and around stumps. Another favorite tech- 
nique is skipping a weedless spoon across moss beds. 
Deep-running lures usually pay off around logs and 
stumps. Old-time anglers on the lake keep a sharp eye 
out for what they call “bass-wallers,” a concentration 
of bass, located around a submerged log, which fre- 
quently burst to the surface to feed on shad. 
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Hotspots 


Huge Kentucky Lake, running north and south on the 
Tennessee River in the west-central part of the state, 
provides good largemouth fishing, as well as top 
“stripe’’ (white bass) water. Largemouths take top- 
water lures early and late in the day during June. Dur- 
ing midday, trolling with deep lures is the best bet. 
Often fishermen troll a small silver spoon behind a deep- 
running plug, catching a white bass on the spoon and, 
occasionally, a largemouth on the plug. 


Old Hickory Lake, slightly northeast of Nash- 
ville, is in its fourth year of impoundment. Last 
year, many eight to 10-pound bass were taken out 
of it, and this year even larger ones are expected 
to be caught. Divers and bombers are popular deep- 
water lures, and crippled baits and similar top-water 
artificials account for good catches. Since Old Hick- 
ory is so close to Nashville and is a popular area for 
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all water sports, fishermen get considerable compe- 
tition, especially on weekends. It’s best to fish on 
weekdays if possible. 


Cherokee Lake, northeast of Knoxville, is the best of 
east Tennessee’s waters for largemouths during June. 
A variety of top-water lures bring good results. Troll- 
ing pays off later in the summer. 

In the east-central part of the state, Center Hill and 
Dale Hollow lakes are tops for bass. Lead-headed jigs 
are successful lures fished around rocky bluffs and 
stumps; the most popular color is black, garnished with 
black pork rind. Crippled baits and popping bugs ac- 
count for good strings when fish are feeding on top. 
Fishing with surface lures is popular here on moonlight 
nights. 

Biologists made a census study at Center Hill last 
fall and winter. Covering 11.5 acres, samples were 
taken on Big Hurricane, Falling Water, Indian, and 
Mullican Hollow creeks. Results indicated that both 
largemouth and crappie populations were down, but 
that both smallmouths and bluegills were plentiful 
enough to promise good catches this spring. Center 
Hill has also turned up some monstrous walleyes in 
the past few years. 


> Since the survey indicated «a high population 
of rough fish, a control program was inaugurated to 
eliminate them. In addition to Center Hill, Norris 
and Dale Hollow lakes were included in the rough- 
fish operation. 

Commercial fishermen, under contract with the 
fish and game commission, netted approximately 
291% tons of rough fish from the three lakes, mostly 
paddlefish, carp, suckers, and flathead catfish. The 
few gamefish taken were returned unharmed. 


At Center Hill, 50,000 rainbow trout were to be 
stocked in an effort ‘to make use of habitat not pres- 
enty being used by other species.’’ These trout will be 
an added attraction for anglers who now line the banks 
at the upper end of the iake and fish the headwaters 
of its cold tributaries. 

Last June the Tennessee commission opened a suc- 
cessful season on bullfrogs in lakes it owns or controls. 
I asked Harry Gillam whether a similar season was 
planned for this June. 

“We plan to hold the season again this year on state- 
owned lakes,” he said. “The dates will be every Friday 
night in June, and nine state lakes (not including 
Laurel Hill) will be open.” 


Hatteras Billfish 


IG-GAME fishermen operating off the North Caro- 

lina coast report that more large billfish are taken 

in the waters around Cape Hatteras than “any other 
fishing spot on the Atlantic coast.”’ 

Last year the Outer Banks accounted for 162 blue 
marlin, the run beginning the latter part of May and 
continuing into the fall. This more than doubled the 
catch of the previous season. The largest blue marlin 
taken weighed 459 pounds, and was caught off Cape 
Hatteras. 

The over-all catch, consisting largely of sailfish and 
blue and white marlin, but including two broadbills and 
one spearfish, totaled 548 fish. 

The state’s Department of Conservation and Develop- 
ment predicts an even bigger take of billfish this season. 


South Carolina Trout 


OUTH CAROLINA’S Wildlife Resources Depart- 
ment has announced that its mountain trout 
streams will be stocked with 43,200 legal-size trout this 
spring and summer, under a joint federal-state pro- 
gram. This represents an 8 percent increase over last 
year’s stocking. 

Suitable streams of Greenville, Oconee, and Pickens 
counties, under the supervision of the department and 
with co-operation of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice, will receive 33,500 rainbows, 6,300 brown, and 3,400 
brook trout. 


Gigging for Rough Fish 


ROM Andrew Hulsey, chief of Arkansas’ fisheries 

division, comes word that his department has 
“adopted a new tool for rough fish control’”’ on some of 
the state’s larger lakes. 

The commission has made it legal for anyone with 
a fishing license to take scaled, rough fish with a gig, 
longbow and/or spear, including the use of skin-diving 
equipment, from Norfork, Bull Shoals, Table Rock, Blue 
Mountain, Nimrod, Ouachita, Hamilton, Catherine, 
Greeson, Conway, and Harris Brake. The use of the 
equipment is legal the year round, but is restricted to 
the hours between sunrise and sunset. Other restric- 
tions on gigging are still in effect. 

Hulsey said that if results of the plan come up to 
expectations, the commission may later extend its cov- 
erage to other public Arkansas waters.

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Early Summer Fishing 


EST TIME to fish Mexico’s fabulous Gulf of Califor- 
nia, or Sea of Cortez as most Western and South- 
western anglers call it, is generally agreed to be June 
and July, even though the sun during those months is 
likely to be as hot as the fishing. I asked Ray Cannon, 
author of How to Fish the Pacific Coast and who knows 
the Gulf well from San Felipe to Cape San Lucas, for 
his best bets. Here’s what he told me. 
The last heavy run of totuava, Mexican version of 
California’s white sea bass which run 100 pounds and 
more, can be expected between June 14 and 18 at San 
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Felipe. This town, on the peninsula, is accessible by 
paved road from California. Halfway down the Gulf, in 
the ‘‘Midriff,’’ there will be totuava fishing all summer. 
Off Punta Penasco, on the mainland at the head of the 
Gulf and reached by paved highway through Arizona, 
there will be a few sailfish and marlin in June, more 
in July. Weather is likely to be hot but dry. 


® Best fishing of the year is expected in the Mid- 
riff area. Giant yellowtail should be abundant, also 
garropa (grouper) that usually run 40 to 50 pounds, 
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cabrilia, bonito, marlin, sailfish, yellowfin tuna, and 
dolphin along the south rim. Best approach to this 
area is from Kino Bay. The water and climate here 
stay cooler than anywhere on the Gulf. 


Below the Midriff, off Guaymas on the mainland and 
Mulege and Loreto on the peninsula, you'll get marlin, 
sails, dolphin, and a great variety of small gamefish. 
The snook season won't start until October. 

Near the tip of the peninsula, at La Paz and Las 
Cruces, this is the best season of the year for all big- 
game fish. Rancho Buena Vista is another hotspot, and 
here you can add 200-pound yellowfin tuna, black mar- 
lin up to 800 pounds, 100-pound amberjack, wahoo, and 
needlefish to your list. At Palmilla, you’ll catch sailfish, 
marlin and dolphin and find the sea breezes cooling. 
At Mazatlan on the mainland, the marlin may be scarce 
but sails and dolphin should be abundant. 

Ocean fishing off our West Coast will be nearing its 
seasonal peak this month except for salmon trolling, 
which usually is best in August. 

Here are forecasts compiled from reports by skippers 
of charter boats, landing operators, fishery officials, 
and outdoor writers: 


» Excellent yellowtail fishing is expected off the 
Coronado Islands, and San Clemente and Catalina 
islands. Water temperatures lower than those dur- 
ing record seasons the past two years may curtail 
yellowtail runs, but might bring albacore in closer. 
King-salmon trolling off California’s Golden Gate, 
Humboldt Bay, Klamath and Smith rivers, perhaps 
off Santa Cruz and Monterey. Big striped bass off 
Rockaway and Ocean beaches near San Francisco. 


In Oregon, best bets for king salmon are out of Depoe 
Bay, Newport, Winchester, and Coos Bay. Tag end of 
the salmon run in the Wiliamette River, and there may 
be good runs in the Lower Deschutes and at the mouth 
of the Rogue. 

In favorable weather, look for heavy catches of king 
and silver salmon off the Washington coastal towns of 
Westport and Neah Bay and in the Hood Canal and 
Puget Sound around Hope Island. Advance reservations 
on boats are a must during height of season. 

British Columbia: King salmon (spring or tyee) are 
taken by trolling from the south end of Vancouver 
Island north to the Campbell River with the peak com- 
ing in late July or early August. Silver (coho) salmon 
trolling with flies is hot off Qualicum Beach. Queen 
Charlotte Islands are a good bet with stream fishing 
superb in Tlell River. There’s very little steelheading 
in summer but the Alberni, Somass, Ash river system is 
best. Silvers, of course, off most river mouths. 

Reservoir and lake fishing for trout and other fish 
in warmer waters should be fine until the tailing-off 
period in midsummer when the fish go deeper. 

In California, Shasta and Clear Lakes should produce 
lots of bass on plugs and bait. Though not as highly 
publicized as most waters, Clear Lake is tops for family 
vacationing and has ample accommodations at reason- 
able cost. Estimated catch of bass last year was 500,- 
000, with six to eight-pounders not unusual. The lake 
is popular with boat fishermen. The lower Colorado 
River reservoirs which border on Nevada, Arizona, and 
California will be productive right into hot weather, 
with Mead, Mohave, and Havasu lakes all good for 
bass and crappie. 

San Diego city water reservoirs open for fishing in- 
clude E) Capitan, Morena, Sutherland, and Barrett. All 
open on weekends; Sutherland also Wednesdays, El 
Capitan on Thursday, and Morena on Fridays. Best bets 
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are bluegills and bass in El Capitan, rainbow trout in 
Morena, bluegills and bass in Sutherland and Barrett. 
Other good bets in California are such private lakes 
as Henshaw for bass and crappies, and Irvine for trout 
and bass. Lakes Isabella, formed by damming the Kern 
River, and Cachuma, a reservoir on the Santa Ynez, 
are open year round. 


Reservoir fishing has been given No. 1 priority 
by two Western states usually considered as tops in 
trout waters. Oregon’s Game Commission recently 
selected a list of 14 future lake sites to meet demands 
of an expanding population in areas where natural 
lakes don’t exist. 


Colorado has a million-dollar reservoir and lake pro- 
gram in the works. Stream improvement also will be 
emphasized. Experimental regulations that would set 
aside certain lakes or streams for fly fishing only or 
barbless lures and size limits also have been proposed. 

Wyoming’s Glendo reservoir, in less than three years, 
has gained recognition as one of the West’s hottest 
trout waters. Almost as famous as California’s Crowley 
Lake, which is stocked annually with about 800,000 
trout and gives up more than 36 tons of fish on the 
season’s opening weekend. Glendo doesn’t have the 
pressure Crowley does, but several hundred anglers fish 
it each weekend. Open year-round, Glendo should be 
good this summer. It’s loaded with two and three- 
pound trout, some bigger. Bag limit is six fish or 10 
pounds and one fish. 

Montana’s rehabilitation of Hebgen Lake, formed by 
damming the Madison River and scene of the earth- 
quake last August, is progressing nicely. 


+ A total winter kill was suffered by Arizona’s Big 


Lake in the White Mountains due to heavy ice and 
snow cover. Fisheries Chief A. W. Yoder told me 
the cause was a chemical “turnover” of the water 
due to gases formed by decaying vegetation. Yoder 
said 25,000 creel-size rainbows would be planted in 
Big Lake as soon as water and road conditions per- 
mit. Added to these will be thousands of four to 
six-inch trout and the normal plants of fry. 


San Carlos reservoir east of Globe will be stocked 
with adult bass and crappie spawners which Yoder said 
should form the nucleus for a new gamefish population. 
Other trout hotspots are Ashurst and Kinnikinick lakes 
near Flagstaff and Concho and Nelson lakes in the 
White Mountains. 


Idaho Says No 


PIRITED and virtually unanimous opposition by 
Idaho farmers, sportsmen, game officials, and citi- 
zens to proposals by California promoters to lease farm- 
lands for pheasant shooting by club members, revealed 
here in May 1960, seems to be spreading like a prairie 
fire. Among the communications I’ve received is a letter 
and a batch of newspaper clippings from Carl Davis, 
Hansen, Idaho. Only one farmer, Dave Anderst, of 
Hazelton, Idaho, likes the idea, He was quoted, “I’d like 
to be the first to sign up. There will be a slight fee of 
$600 an acre. That would include a few items of ma- 
chinery in case they would find farming more profit- 
able.” 

Gov. Robert E. Smylie said the Idaho Fish and Game 
Department’s view that the leasing plan is “unsound 
and a threat to proper conservation of fish and wildlife 
resources,” has his full support.

bass will take cast artificial lures,” I 
told Harley later. ‘‘“Now I’m going to 
try Eastern methods in the surf.” 

My original time-table called for 
completing the drive down the coast- 
line from Coos Bay to the Golden Gate 
in about a week. That week, however, 
turned into nearly a month. It was the 
striped bass I found en route that de- 
layed me. Whether these fish were on 
long migrations or on short runs, travel- 
ing north to south, or south to north, I 
can’t say. But the fact remains, they 
were there. 

I found my first bass school in the 
surf off Oregon’s Humbug Mountain 
State Park. They were moving in and 
out of a foam-topped hole after surf 
smelt, and I took my first striper, a 
23-pounder, on a silver spoon. The 
spoon then lost its magic, so I switched 
to plugs, which also had no appeal. 
But one of the plugs snagged a 7-in. 
surf smelt, and this gave me the idea 
of using a high-riding metal squid with 
a bucktail trailer whose feathers simu- 
lated the coloring of a smelt. My 
hunch was right, for I continued to 
catch bass until a herd of seals ap- 
peared. 

It was while prospecting a stretch 
of beach at dead low tide between 
Crescent City and Eureka, in northern 
California, that I learned one of the 
major secrets of catching West Coast 
stripers in the surf. That was the day 
I came across a long, deep depression 
in the ocean floor which resembled a 
gully on an eroded hillside. Nearly 50 
ft. long, it ended by a tall boulder. 
Underneath the boulder was a large hole 
that had been scooped out by the tide, 
and all around this were shell piles and 
wash-back furrows. It was a spot that, 
come flood water, had all the earmarks 
of a striper hide-out—that is, if I could 
reach it with my casting rig when the 
tide rose. 

I found that I was able to wade to 
within 300 ft. of the hole when the tide 
came in. A cast of this distance with 
a clumsy live-bait rig is nearly impos- 
sible, but with a long, whippy surf rod 
and a streamlined metal squid, it was a 
cinch. I was fast into a 17-lb. bass in 
short order. 

The coast of Oregon and northern 
California is full of similar bassing 
holes, and many of them can be 
reached from the beach if you use the 
right lure.—George Heinold. 
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CRISIS in camping 


All across the land, hosts of would-be campers find no place to camp

LONG with millions of other 
Americans, my family and I 
started out this past summer 

to have a camping vacation. We 
camped from one end of the country 
to the other and back again, cover- 
ing 8,240 miles and visiting 16 
states, eight national parks, three 
national monuments, and one na- 
tional recreation area. We also 
checked many state and roadside 
campgrounds along the way. 

Our party consisted of my wife 
Lila, our son Fred, 17, (both veteran 
campers) and myself. What hap- 
pened to us during this trip hap- 
pened to a great many other camp- 
ers and intended campers: we had 
trouble finding places to camp, and 
the problem got worse as the season 
progressed. Several times we had to 
give up the idea of camping and stay 
in cabins. 

Everywhere we stopped, we spoke 
with campers and camp Officials, and 
almost everywhere the problem was 
the same--too many campers for New Lake Mead area (foreground) had tables, grills: was unexplainably closed

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the available campsites. Everyone 
seemed to agree that the situation 
is rapidly growing worse and will 
continue to do so unless fast action 
is taken. 

We had one of our saddest experi- 
ences when we tried to sign up for 
a tent site at one of the largest 
camping areas in Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park. The harried gateman 
shook his head and said he’d have 
to send us to the overflow area some 
miles away. This turned out to be a 
grove along the bank of the Yellow- 
stone River and was already jammed 
with tents and a few trailers. There 
were only two crude and violently 
malodorous privies for several hun- 
dred campers, no water except from 
the river, and no firewood unless you 
wanted to hunt for it along the road 
for half a mile in either direction. 

During the night more campers 
arrived, pitching their tents between 
others that were already too close 
together. Trailers clanked through 
the darkness, and by morning even 
the forbidden field around the grove 
was filled with desperate campers. 
They were ordered to be out of there 
by noon or face arrest. 

As we broke camp a day later and 
moved out, we saw many campers 
who had slept in their cars by the 
road, and others lined up for half 
a mile waiting to get into an already- 
crowded camping area. We also saw 
many cars filled with camping gear 
and parked by hotels or cabins where 
would-be campers had finally found 
a place to sleep. 

At Deer Ridge Junction in Rocky 
Mountain National Park in Colorado, 
a frantic father with a car full of 
crying youngsters came to our cabin 
at midnight to see if we could direct 
him to any place where they could 
spend the night. The nearest camp- 
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We often found tents pitched so close together they nearly 
touched. These were at Cascades Campsite, Yellowstone Park 


My wife, son put finishing touches on our Bryce Canyon camp, 
a splendid exception to the generally overcrowded conditions 


site Was several miles away, and we 
had already been turned away. 

Other campers we talked with 
there (also in cabins) were pulling 
out for home, They’d been unable 
to find a place to camp, or couldn’t 
find ice, milk, water, food, or fuel, 
within driving distance of any camp- 
site. Almost everywhere we drove 
on our nation-wide tour, conditions 
were the same. 

Camping as a national recreation 
has grown tremendously during the 
past 10 years. Among the most im- 
portant reasons for this boom are 
the increase in leisure time, more 
and better camping equipment, more 
(but not enough) camping areas, 
more folk talking and reading about 
camping. In many areas the result is 
almost chaos. 


was frankly startled by the con- 

ditions we encountered face to 
face in the 16 states we visited on 
this trip—Michigan, Illinois, Iowa, 
South Dakota, Wyoming, Utah, Ne- 
vada, Arizona, New Mexico, Colo- 
rado, Nebraska, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
New York, Idaho, and Indiana. I 
was equally startled by the replies I 
got after returning home and writ- 
ing to officials concerned with camp- 
ing in many of these states, and in 
other popular camping states that we 
did not have a chance to visit on this 
trip—Wisconsin, California, Ver- 


mont, Maine, New Hampshire, and: 


North Carolina. 

As an example of how fast camp- 
ing has caught on, take the situation 
in Pennsylvania. Back in 1949, the 
state had accommodations for about 
350 campers, and a total of 8,000 
campers using them during the year. 
By 1959 Pennsylvania had accommo- 
dations for 2,000 campers, or rough- 
ly six times the 1949 number; but by 


1958 (latest year for which figures 
are available as this is written) the 
number of campers had already in- 
creased to 528,872, or about 66 times 
the 1949 number, 

Michigan reports that it had to 
turn away 40,247 camping families 
—not just individuals—from state 
parks this past season. New Hamp- 
shire has turned away as many as 
200 parties in a single day. New 
Mexico had 5! times as many camp- 
sites in 1959 as it did in 1949, but 
more than 10 times as many camp- 
ers, 

New York is another state with 
serious camping problems, 

“Camping is the fastest-growing 
form of outdoor recreation in our 
state,’’ said Gov. Nelson A. Rocke- 
feller in a message to the legislature 
in March. He noted, however, that 
“many families must wait on the 
roadside, sometimes for as long as 
two or three days, to gain admission 
to a public campsite.” He also 
pointed out that at the 38 public 
campsites in the forest-preserve re- 
gion, many thousands of families 
had to be turned away last year. 

“Over 107,000 persons,” he said, 
“were either without accommoda- 
tions at campsites, or were shunted 
to inadequate camping locations.”’ 

He quoted a survey by the New 
York State Conservation Depart- 
ment in stating that 23 new camp- 
sites would be needed in the state 
forest preserve in the next five years, 
and an additional 49 would be needed 
by 1976, plus 34 in areas outside the 
forest preserve. This would require 
a total purchase of 89,000 acres by 
1976. 

To finance these and other out- 
door-recreation projects, the gover- 
nor recommends a bond issue that 
would be paid off by fees and other

charges for use of the facilities. 
This program cannot be undertaken, 
however, unless approved by the vot- 
ers of New York state in the Novem- 
ber election. 

Wyoming, with a permanent popu- 
lation of only about 300,000, had 
out-of-state visitors totaling 6,000,- 
000 during the combined travel sea- 
sons of 1957-1958. A large percent- 
age of these visitors, of course, were 
campers and would-be campers. It 
is reported that 50 percent of all the 
visitors to Yellowstone National 
Park (which is predominantly in 
Wyoming, and under federal control ) 
were campers, and mostly from out 
of state. Since Yellowstone has well 
over 900,000 visitors a year, this 
means that almost half a million 
campers arrive during a season and 
expect to be accommodated, It’s a 
staggering problem, and growing 
worse every year. 

What conditions do campers find 
when they arrive at a typical camp- 
ing area, whether state-operated or 
at one of our magnificent national 
parks? This past summer on our 
trip we stayed at many national- 
park campsites and checked dozens 
more in the places we visited. With 
some notable exceptions, here is 
what we found: Sites were terribly 
overcrowded. There weren’t enough 
attendants to cope with the crowds. 
Food, fuel, and particularly ice, were 
almost impossible to get. Unless you 
arrived early and were fortunate, it 
was difficult (continued on page 86)

The magic scum is known by many names, but they 


all add up to the same thing: big-bass heaven 


HEN scorching summer sun drives 

most bass into deep water, anglers who 

are serious about hauling in good 
catches of big bass generally turn to night fish- 
ing. It’s possible, however, to take big bass in 
shallow water right through the hottest part of 
a midsummer day—provided you know where 
and how to fish. 

The explanation, in a word, is duckwort. 

Duckwort is our name for a magic green 
carpet that’s variously known as duckweed, 
duck-wart, and scum. This carpet provides nat- 
ural insulation against heat and light. Under 
it the water is semidark, with maybe a bit of 
current stirring the underwater vegetation like 
a cool breeze moving through a shady grove. 
These conditions attract crawfish, minnows, 
and other bass food. No wonder it’s an ideal 
retreat for big bass on a hot day. 

If you take a close look at duckwort patches, 
you'll discover that they’re made up of millions 
of individual plants. Each has three tiny leaves 

smaller than the head of a match—with a 
hairlike root trailing in the water. These fresh, 
living plantlets are at the mercy of wind and 


Big bass smashes through the green carpet, clobbers 
the lure that you've been skittering across his roof 
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current, and they drift together, covering quiet 
spots and eddies, and completely blanketing 
acres of backwater. 

I love that scum, for casting into it is a spec- 
tacular type of fishing that’s loaded with sus- 
pense, sudden and dramatic strikes, and thrill- 
ing action. For the best of all fishing of this 
kind, I recommend the upper Mississippi River. 
Notice that I said the upper Mississippi. 

I’m not talking about the murky, deep, and 
powerful stream that flows majestically south 
from St. Louis to the Gulf. The portion of the 
great river where bass fishing is supreme lies 
in the 650 winding miles from St. Louis north 
to St. Paul, Minnesota. In that long, pictur- 
esque stretch, 26 navigation dams maintain a 
nine-foot channel for commercial barge traffic, 
and create 26 king-size pools that make up 
what is perhaps the Midwest’s greatest reser- 
voir of wildlife and fish resources. 

Upriver about 250 miles from St. Louis is Dam 
No. 15, which stretches across the current from 
Rock Island, Illinois, to Davenport, Iowa. Here 
the Upper Mississippi Wildlife Refuge begins. It 
reaches 300 miles up to Dam No. 6 at Winona,

Minn., where the U. S. Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries & Wildlife maintains 
refuge headquarters. As you move 
northward in that 300-mile stretch, 
the water gets progressively clearer 
and the bass fishing improves. And 
in every pool, duckwort spreads its 
magic green carpet over the hide- 
aways of big bass. 

Years ago, I joined three other 
dedicated fishermen to prospect the 
upper Mississippi for bass. Ken 
Fritz, Orville (Porky the Chunker) 
Meyers, Vernon (The Deacon) Hage- 
lin, and I were convinced that bass 
fishing is the most satisfying of all 
outdoor sports. Ken and Porky are 
machinists at the Rock Island Ar- 
senal—one of Uncle Sam’s largest 
armament-producing plants, They 
spend their lunch hours, in season, 
casting in the Mississippi, which sur- 
rounds the arsenal island. Deac and 
I worked together on the Moline (Il- 
linois) Dispatch as news writers and 
outdoor columnists, and now we’re 
both in the advertising department 
of Deere & Co., manufacturers of 
tractors and machinery. 

On a memorable day soon after 
World War II ended, Porky Meyers 
and Ken Fritz canoed me into a patch 
of duckwort and demonstrated the 
results of their latest research—the 
art of teasing bass into carpet-rip- 
ping action. 


couple of years ago, my son 

Roger finished a hitch. in the 
navy as an electronics technician and 
went to work in the product-develop- 
ment division of Deere. Rog has 
fished since he was big enough to 
hold a rod, and last summer he was 
the one who jolted me out of a fish- 
ing rut. I had been satisfied to go 
back, trip after trip, to the same old 
spots, combing each duckwort patch 
for half an hour and hoping to stir 
up some action. But Rog changed 
that. He’s an explorer—with the im- 
patience of youth—as well as a good 
fisherman. His wanderlust has taken 
us far back into seldom-fished wa- 
ters, and we’ve discovered new bass 
bonanzas where the fish are big and 
unsophisticated. 

What’s more, if one patch doesn’t 
bring action on the first half dozen 
casts, Roger is ready to wind up the 
motor and search out another spot. 
Maybe that’s why, on four succes- 
sive weekends last summer, he and I 
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Orville (Porky) Meyers works bassy scum near Iowa bank of the upper Mississippi 


caught 136 bass, of which we kept 
a limit or less each day. 

Now, let’s consider a few of the 
details of what it’s like to fish for 
under-the-carpet bass. 

You guide your boat or canoe 
silently up to a patch of duckwort, 
then cast a lure 25 or 30 feet across 
the broad green expanse that’s made 
up of millions of tiny plants. Short 
casts are best; it’s easier to work the 
lure and easier to set the hook with 
a short line. 

Your lure hits the green, and you 
start it back right now. Don’t let it 
sink, or you'll pick up a load of the 
moss or weeds that generally under- 
lie the surface, 

With your rod tip, you give the 
lure a sort of hopping, slithering mo- 
tion as you reel just fast enough to 
keep the bait on top of the carpet. It 
dances toward the canoe, leaving a 
narrow dark track where it disturbs 
the lighter-green top layer. There’s 
not a drop of water in sight, how- 
ever, and the whole thing seems sort 
of ridiculous. 

Then, suddenly, a midget explosion 
rips through the carpet. It’s a bel- 
ligerent bass taking a violent, half- 
blind pass at the foolish critter pat- 
tering across his roof. Chances are 
about two or three to one that you 
don’t hook him on this first strike, 


but now you have a great advantage. 
You know where he is. 

So you lay out another cast. Ac- 
curacy is important. You want your 
lure to hit several feet beyond where 
you had the strike, and to come right 
back to the jagged hole that the bass 
has torn in the carpet. As the silver 
wobbler prances toward the break, 
your nerves tense. The lure plunges 
into the little patch of open water, 
and kachowf! That’s the best way 
I know of to describe the distinctive 
sound of a bass smashing duckwort. 
Once you hear it, you’ll be haunted 
by the memory. I’m not certain 
what makes the sound, but I figure 
it this way: a bass opens his bucket 
mouth to lip a bait and the wort 
muffles this sound, but mingled with 
it is the noise of the lunker’s slap- 
ping tail. 

At the sound, you’re ready, and 
you come back hard on the rod butt. 
Your lure flies up and away—anoth- 
er miss, 


ut that’s all in the pattern of 
duckwort fishing. Try again. 
Generally a bass will keep right on 
striking until you hook him. As long 
as he keeps working, you have a 
chance. On an Iowa slough last sum- 
mer, in a patch of wort as big as your 
living-room rug, Roger finally hooked 





a reluctant 314-pounder that struck 
15 times by actual count. 

So you keep at it, and maybe on 
your fourth try the barb sinks in. 

The first reaction of a bass with 
a hook stinging his jaw is to dive 
back into cover fast. If he succeeds 
in boring down into the tangle of 
weeds, lily pads, or snags under the 
carpet, either of two things can hap- 
pen: 1, He may get enough leverage 
and time to work out the hook. 2. He 
may get hung up in the tangle of 
growth. Instead of reeling the bass 
to the canoe, you may have to pad- 
dle over to get him. 

Because of such formidable haz- 
ards, I leave my light tackle at 
home when I’m probing duckwort. 
It’s best to use a rod with backbone, 
a line of 15 to 20-pound test, and a 
casting reel that lets you take in an 
honest turn of line with every revo- 
lution of the spool. Then, when the 
largemouth strikes, get him on top 
of the wort fast, and horse him to 
open water. There he’ll give you a 
real battle without the handicap of 
weeds. 

My favorite rod is one of the new 
fast-action seven-footers. With it 
I can flip a bait all day without tir- 
ing, yet it has enough beef to yank 
a bass out of the tangle. The long 
rod has (continued on page 138)

tributed big-game animal in the United States, 
the most plentiful, and the smartest. So crafty 
is the whitetail, and so much a joy to hunt, that no one 
whose hunting is confined to the whitetail deer should 
feel very sorry for himself. He’s got the best. 
Whitetails are found, or have been found, in every 
state of the union, in all the southern provinces of Can- 
ada, and throughout Mexico, with the exception of the 
peninsula of Lower California. Today he is still hunted 
over most of his original range, even in such prairie 
states as Illinois, Iowa, and Nebraska. Whitetails are 
shot even in tiny Delaware, and the ancient common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, with an annual kill of over 
100,000, is one of the best whitetail states in the union. 
The middle-aged states of Michigan and Wisconsin 


if YHE WHITETAIL DEER is the most widely dis- 


O’Connor nailed the buck 
as it sneaked out ahead of 
another hunter, its 

tail down between its legs 
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have almost as large a whitetail kill each year as does 
Pennsylvania. 

Give the whitetail a little cover, some food and water, 
and protection from year-around hunting, and he'll take 
care of himself. He can get along with a minimum of 
even these essentials. In the deserts of Sonora, Mexico, 
whitetails live and die without ever tasting water; they 
get all their needed moisture from dew and the sap of 
plants. One of the best whitetail countries I have ever 
seen is a chain of low hills of decomposed granite near 
La Cienega, Sonora. Rain sinks into the ground the mo- 
ment its strikes, and any open water in the country is 
in deep wells used for cattle and not available to deer. 
But this does not bother the whitetails at all. 

And whitetails can get by with very little cover. Al- 
though they are traditionally animals of thick brush 

and forest, they’ll often surprise you. I re- 
member one time in Idaho when I was hunt- 
ing pheasants in an enormous stubble field. 
There was not a tree in sight, but through the 
field ran a shallow draw which had been 
planted with grass about two feet high to 
check erosion. Mike, my Brittany spaniel, 
went on point at the edge of the grass. He 
had a sneaky, shifty-eyed look about him. I 
knew he wasn’t on a pheasant because when 
he has one of the gaudy birds under his nose 
he wears the all-gone expression of a hepcat 
digging some sharp clarinet work. I suspected 
he was on a porcupine, something which sur- 
prised me because he hadn’t paid any atten- 
tion to porcupines since he’d got well stuck 
up by one when he was a pup. Anyway, I 
walked in on the point, and out from under my 
feet barreled the biggest, fattest, sleekest, 
most beautiful whitetail buck I have ever laid 
eyes on. The evidence showed he had been 
lying up in that grassy little draw for weeks. 
Adaptable? You're telling me. 

Some of the whitetails in southern Arizona 
and northern Mexico are found in country 
rough enough for mountain sheep. Nowhere

can they negotiate solid rock the way sheep can, but I 
have found these deer far up in sheep mountains wher- 
ever there was sufficient soil and broken talus to give 
them footing. Yet in the great plains, whitetails have 
been found in the brush and trees along the river bot- 
toms. I have seen whitetails in wilderness country 
where man seldom comes, and in the outskirts of West- 
port, Conn., that haven of commuters. Many deer are 
killed annually in New Jersey within sight of the towers 
of Manhattan. 


A buck barreled from the shallow draw when 
O’Connor, bird hunting, went in on the point 
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There are undoubtedly more whitetails in North 
America now than there were when Columbus discov- 
ered the New World. The reason is largely that the 
virgin forests have been cut down and light has been 
let in to bring up plants and brush suitable for deer 
fodder. Deer almost always multiply when forests are 
cut over or burned off. 

For many years deer were hunted hard 12 months of 
the year, and their numbers in the older states de- 
creased to the point where the sight of a wild deer was 


- a rarity. Then, along about 1900, game laws began to 


have a few teeth in them, and with some protection and 
more forage the whitetails began to increase. In Penn- 
sylvania, for example, only 200 deer were killed in 1907. 
By 1923, 6,452 legal bucks were taken. At the turn of 
the century Maine was a land with great areas of wild- 
erness and afforded the best deer hunting in the East. 
In 1899, 7,579 whitetails were killed there, compared 
with 38,413 in 1958. 

Most states passed buck laws around 60 years ago, 
and there is no doubt that protecting the does did 
much to speed the comeback of the whitetails. How- 
ever, deer are prolific animals. The does breed young, 
and if they’re in good condition they generally produce 
twins. 

During the years of the buck law, the doe became a 
sacred animal to the American hunter, and his attitude 
toward the doe was about as rational as the attitude 
of a Hindu toward the sacred cow of India. The man 
who would shoot a doe (even legally) was in the same 
class as one who would rob widows and orphans or 
swindle his aged mother. I grew up in Arizona under 
the buck law and as a youngster was thoroughly in- 
doctrinated. In my day I have shot a few fat does for 
meat, but in spite of the fact that they have all been 
perfectly legal, I have not enjoyed it and have always 
felt a nagging sense of guilt. 

About 1920, game rangers and foresters began to see 
that in many areas deer were too plentiful for their 
own good. In places the second-growth forests that 
had furnished plentiful deer forage had grown up to 
the point where they no longer made good deer range. 
As the years went on the situation began to become 
acute, and in bad winters there was wholesale starva- 
tion among the deer. 

Then the game managers began to tell license-buying

sportsmen there were too many deer for their range 
and that does should be shot to hold the increase in 
check. A generation raised under the buck law reacted 
in shocked alarm. Too many deer? That was like saying 
a man had too much money, or that a woman could be 
too beautiful or too virtuous. Shooting does was like 
desecrating the American flag, casting doubt on the 
morals and motives of George Washington, or sneering 
at mother love. A violent controversy raged in Penn- 
sylvania between those who opposed the shooting of 
does and wanted more and more deer and those who 
felt that to preserve the forage and the deer themselves 
does had to be shot and the herd reduced to the carry- 
ing capacity of the range. 

The management of game is a difficult proposition 
because every man who has ever shot a deer becomes 
an authority on deer, and every man who has shot a 
duck knows all about ducks. In general, sportsmen 
have always opposed any reduction of deer numbers, 
and the rhubarb that had Pennsylvanians at each other’s 
throats over the deer situation back in the 1920’s has 
been repeated elsewhere. When he becomes too plentiful, 
the whitetail is his own most serious enemy. Through- 
out the East the situation has been complicated by the 
fact that all the natural predators of the whitetail have 
been killed off. The mountain lion and the wolf are 
extinct there, and bobcats and packs of wild dogs are 
the only things, besides man, that prey on the deer. 

However, today’s sportsmen are better educated in 
the realities of game management than they were a 
generation ago, and game departments are better 
staffed, have more revenue, and more skilled and con- 
vincing technicians. Whitetail hunting in the United 
States should remain good for generations. 

Not only has the adaptable whitetail increased in the 
East, but he has also come back in the Midwest and the 
South. A generation ago, deer were very rare in Mis- 
souri, but in 1950 the kill there was almost 14,000, and 
does are shot in some areas. In Kentucky and Tennes- 
see the whitetail is coming back, and the annual Texas

deer kill of around 100,000 is composed largely of 
whitetails. 

The wide distribution of the whitetail, his vast num- 
bers, and his nearness to civilization make him by far 
the most important game animal in the United States. 
Many hunters can only dream of a hunt for sheep and 
grizzly bears, for white goats or caribou, but they have 
whitetail hunting right next door. More rifles are pur- 
chased especially for whitetail hunting than for any 
other, and more man-hours are spent in the woods fcr 
whitetails than for any other game. The next most 
important animal is the mule deer, and after it would 
come the elk, the Pacific Coast blacktail, and the 
antelope. 

Because whitetails are so widely distributed and 
range in so many different kinds of country—from 
chilly Maine to the semi-tropical everglades of Florida, 
and from the hills of Pennsylvania to the deserts of 
the Southwest—they are found in many subspecies. 
However, all have the same sort of a white tail, the 
same pattern of antlers, and the same general coloring. 
A New Yorker hunting for the first time in northern 
Idaho or Mexico would instantly recognize his old 
friend, the whitetail deer. 

The antlers of a whitetail are different from those 
of the mule and blacktail deer in that all the points 
come off of the main beam, and that the eye guard, or 
brow tine, is long and conspicuous. The antlers of the 
mule deer and the blacktail, in contrast, are evenly 
forked, and the brow point is smaller and sometimes 
absent altogether. Normally, the mature and well-fed 
whitetail buck of the East has four points and a brow 
point and would be what an Easterner would call a 
10-pointer. In the West, where the brow tine is not 
counted, and where points are counted only on one side, 
the same buck would be called a four-pointer. 

The whitetail found in Arizona and northern Mexico 
is the subspecies with which I am most familiar. He is 
a smaller deer on the average than those of the East, 
and the normal, mature Arizona whitetail head has an 
eye guard and three points, rather than four. Farther 
south in Mexico some bucks have only two points be- 
sides the brow tine. 

As is the case with any deer, the antlers of old white- 
tail bucks often freak. They grow abnormal numbers 
of points. Often the antlers flatten, or palmate. Once 
in Arizona a hunter brought me a widely palmated, 
freak whitetail head and assured me it was a cross be- 
tween a whitetail and a caribou. I tried to tell him 
there wasn’t a caribou within 1,500 miles, but it made 
no difference. He knew a (continued on page 106)

ILLY HARRISON, our half-breed Indian guide, 
looked fondly at the nine-pound lake trout 
cradled in his hands; then abruptly, as if he had 

to get it over with quickly or not do it at all, he 
tossed it back into Dimple Lake. He shook his head and 
grinned. ‘‘Most folks would have a fit over throwing 
back a trout like that, wouldn’t they ?” he said. 

Ordinarily, I would have had a fit, too, for it had 
been a good trout and had earned its spurs fighting me. 
But this was no ordinary circumstance. In the past 
two hours, we had caught 35 lake trout weighing be- 
tween 5 and 9'% pounds, and we had kept only two 
for lunch. This had been a familiar pattern for several 
days now, and I was getting pretty blasé. 

On several occasions my arms and hands had given 
out from catching fish. In addition to lake trout, we’d 
caught walleyes faster than ever before—at one point 
my wife Vera and I took 15 in 15 minutes, a personal 
record. We'd also watched northern pike longer than 
our arms swipe viciously at our casting spoons, then 
dazzle us with surface-blasting leaps and wear us out 
by bulldogging in deep water. We had released all the 
fish we'd caught except “lunchers.”’ 

We were now convinced that Charley Crist hadn’t 
been having a pipe dream when he’d told us, two win- 
ters ago, of the fast fishing in the Bending Lake area 
of Ontario, where he and Irv Kral operate a lodge in 
wilderness so remcte no one has even named it. Sherry 
Fisher, one of Iowa’s conservation commissioners and 
a former schoolmate of mine, and I had been looking

for just such a wild fishing place, and a friend who knew 
this had sent Charley to our homes in Des Moines. 
Charley blew in wearing a red mackinaw, and this is 
the story he told: 

After owning a resort on Lake of the Woods near 
Sioux Narrows, Ontario, for many years, Charley sold 
it and retired to Florida, but found he couldn’t stand 
the quiet life. So he returned north, bought another 
resort on Lake of the Woods, and also a tiny resort 
far back in the wilds on Bending Lake that had been 
recommended to him by one of his former Indian 
guides, a young half-Frenchman named Billy Harrison. 
On a map, Charley showed Sherry and me that Bending 
Lake lies in a roadless terrain north of the Quetico 
and near the White Otter Wilderness area. We could 
reach it only by air—20 minutes south of the trans- 
continental highway outpost of Ignace, 45 minutes 
east of Sioux Narrows. 

Once “in,” we could fly or portage to neighboring, 
rarely fished lakes, and we were promised the thrill of 
riding down the rapids-filled Turtle River. Because of a 
big circle the river makes, we could, with a single half- 
mile portage, wind up back at the lodge at night after 
fishing downstream all day. Except for the others at 
Bending Lake Lodge, we would be alone. 

“T’ll even assign you the two head guides from my 
two camps—this same Billy Harrison and Clarence 
Fadden,” Charley told us. “If they can’t find fish for 
you, you can’t find them anyplace in the world.” 

Sherry and I accepted his proposition after deciding 
that even if the fishing was only 50 percent as good as 
Charley said, it would still be fantastic. We also de- 
cided to take my wife Vera and Sherry’s wife Margaret 
Jean with us. Vera and I make our living writing about 
and photographing outdoor life, and we hear so many 
eulogies on “great” hunting and fishing spots, that 
we've come to take most such tales with a grain of salt. 
So at Ignace, when we boarded the Sioux Narrows Air- 
ways plane assigned to the lodge, I refused to get 
too excited. 

But something inside me began to churn with ex- 
pectation when I looked at this wild country from the 
air. Hundreds of nameless, deserted lakes were scat- 
tered through the forests like drops of rain, and the 
only houses were a couple of Indian trappers’ cabins. 
I was drinking in the scenery when our pilot, 20-year- 
old Vic Klassen, pointed out the lodge, easily recogniz-

able from the air by its long sand beach contrasting 
with the surrounding rocky shorelines. Irv Kral, who 
manages the Bending Lake camp, met us when we 
taxied to the dock. He in turn introduced us to Billy 
Harrison. 

Billy smiled quickly. He is a handsome, sharp-faced, 
wiry man of about 160 pounds and a bit over 30 years, 
and his black eyes snapped as he asked, ‘“‘What do you 
want to catch first?” 

From these first words, I might almost have guessed 
that within a week I'd be calling the area “Billy Harri- 
son’s Wilderness.’”’ As I soon found out, Billy is as 
much a part of these lakes and woods as the tall jack- 
pines, the rocks, the splashing waves, and the solitude. 
He loves and knows almost every inch of this wilder- 
ness. He is also extremely conscientious about his job, 
for in addition to looking after Vera and me as if we 
were the only persons in camp, he saw to it that the 
other guides did their jobs well. 

Billy is also quite a fishing instructor. I learned so 
much about the fine points of lake-trout fishing from 
him, that I no longer consider it strictly run-of-the-mill 
fishing when compared with more active bass, stream 
trout, pike, muskie, and walleye fishing. Lake trout 
could be just as exciting as any of them. 

We first fished for lake trout with Billy in Pekagon- 
ing, a large, clear, many-islanded lake, 14 miles by boat 
down the Turtle River. The year before, Pekagoning 
had brought Billy luck, and now, as we motored slowly 
into its choppy waves, his face was radiant. 

“Nylon or monofilament lines will work in other trout 
lakes we'll fish,” he explained in good English, ‘‘but we 
need to go deeper in Pekagoning. It takes steel here 
to get the big ones, and steel takes science.” 

I watched, curiously, as he weighted two Monel-metal 
lines evenly with three fair-size sinkers each, and then 
attached a different wobbling spoon to each of the lead- 
ers. He dropped the lures, carefully into the water and 
watched their actions, as they moved along beside 
the boat. 

“We must be sure to use lures which act alike at the 
same speed,” he said. ‘‘And when we step up or lower 
the speed, they must continue to act alike. Otherwise, 
the lure that is ‘acting’ will catch all the fish, and the 
‘dragging’ lure will get skunked.” 

I thought back to the times when one rod in the boat 
had caught all the fish. This probably explained why. 
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Steering nimbly with his foot, Billy shows off my laker 


Satisfied that these two lures were compatible, Billy 
handed me one of the rods. 

“Lake trout will hit a lure traveling at one speed one 
day, another speed the next, so we'll vary our speed 
until we get a strike. But first we have to find the 
depth at which the fish are feeding. Let out your line 
16 turns of your level-wind.” 

I guess a question showed on my face. “Let your 
level-wind move 16 times from one side of the reel to 
the other,” Billy explained. “That’s the way we tell 
depth. And once we strike a school, we let out both 
lines to the same depth, maintain the same speed, and 
circle the same area.” 

My level-wind swished back and forth, and at 16, 
I stopped it, set the drag, hoisted the rod tip, and re- 
laxed. Billy nodded. A few minutes without a strike, 
and he had me let out two more turns, then another 
two. That’s when I almost lost an arm. 

I didn’t actually feel anything hit the lure. The first 
thing I knew, the stubby rod (continued on page 115)

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cast a fly over a trout has 

probably longed, at one time 
or another, to make a canoe trip on 
a wilderness river. Just the prospect 
of fishing remote, forest-guarded 
waters is enough to set the blood 
to racing and the heart to hankering. 
But, by the time most of us are in a 
position to undertake such a ven- 
ture, we think it will be a little too 
rugged for our city-softened muscles, 
and we reluctantly write it off as 
one more thing we’d like to do, but 
probably shouldn’t. 

But if you happen to belong in 
this league, take heart. No one has 
to indulge in backwoods shenanigans 
to enjoy the wilderness fishing trip 
I’m going to describe. At the outset 
of it, there’s a one-mile walk over 
level ground. After that, you don’t 

“one have to do anything more demanding

That’s all 
there is to it. 

The nice part about it is that this 
easy going in no way precludes the 
kind of fishing a man dreams about. 
The trip is on Maine’s Moose River, 
a river which last spring was named 
as one of the 100 best trout streams 
in the United States (see ‘100 Best 
Trout Streams,’”’ OUTDOOR LIFE, May, 
1959). The listing was richly de- 
served, but, in my opinion, it fails 
to do complete justice to a stream 
which is truly remarkable. 

First of all, the Moose River is 
strictly a wilderness stream. Deer, 
black bears, and moose come regu- 
larly to its banks to drink. Beavers, 
otters, mink, and muskrats thrive 
along its entire length, which is 
about 100 miles. Its one brief con- 
tact with civilization comes as it 
passes through the community of 
Jackman, about 170 miles due north 
of Portland. Aside from this, it’s a 
river known only to the trapper, the 
woodsman, and the canoe fisherman. 

Because it has, as yet, been spared 
close association with civilization, 
the Moose River is one of the few 
remaining streams where wild brook 
trout weighing better than five 
pounds are caught each season. In 
addition, it offers fast-water fishing 
for landlocked salmon, which some- 
times outnumber the trout (see 
“New England’s Finest Fishing,” 
May OUTDOOR LIFE). 

As though this weren’t quite 
enough, the Moose lays claim to yet 
another distinction, this of a topo- 
graphical nature. For some 40 miles 
of its wilderness course it flows in 
a big loop. Two lakes serve to close 
this loop to within a mile of itself. 
The unique result is a circular water- 
way nearly 50 miles long which of- 
fers superb trout and salmon fishing 
over most of its course. 

To the people of Jackman, and to 
the people (continued on page 95)

yet once I saw six 
of them together T WAS ABOUT 28 years ago that I made my first 
| brown bear hunt, and it was very nearly my last 
hunt, too. That I wasn’t killed that day was not 
due to any intelligence, skill, or courage shown by my- 
self. At the time I was living on Afognak Island, which 
is on the west side of the Gulf of Alaska north of 
Kodiak Island and separated from it by a narrow chan- 
nel. During this period of my life I was definitely ill 
housed, ill clothed, and ill fed. But I didn’t know it; I 
thought I was doing all right. 

One night it snowed several inches, and the next 
morning I left the cabin before daylight, taking a hand- 
full of cartridges from one of several boxes I kept on a 
shelf. I didn’t bother to check the ammunition, and this 
oversight was the first of many mistakes I made that 
day. No one but a rank amateur would consider hunt- 
ing any kind of game, dangerous or otherwise, before 
making certain the ammunition he carried was the 
proper kind. The rifle I used was a .300 Savage, hardly 
the weapon for hunting such a large and powerful ani- 
mal as the brown bear. 

There were few bears out so late in the season, but 
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that afternoon, with the light already beginning to fade, 
I picked up the track of a fair- size brownie on the edge 
of a creek. I followed the tracks half a mile upstream 
and noted several places where the bear had dug dead 
salmon from the snow and eaten them. Then abruptly 
the animal had left the creek and gone up a flat-topped 
hill some 300 feet high. I followed directly in the trail 
instead of to one side of it as an experienced bear 
hunter would have. At the summit, where the hill 


I was sure there were no bears 
around—and then I almost walked 


into the sow and her offspring 


I could have touched the animal with my rifle 
as it thundered away from my client 





leveled off, I nearly fell into a depression where the 
bear had bedded down. Fortunately for me, the brownie 
had moved out of this bed and I could see its tracks 
leading into a nearby grove of spruce trees. 

It was twilight in the heavy timber, and I hadn’t 
gone far when I heard the bear. It was snoring, almost 
exactly like a man. Crouching down and peering under 
the limbs, I saw a huge, dark mound in the snow. Very 
carefully I moved up closer and soon could make out 
the form of the bear. It was lying on its side in such 
a position that the top of its head was broadside to me, 
offering me a clear shot at the brain. This was going 
to be too easy. I moved a couple of steps closer and was 
just resting my rifle over the lower limb of a tree when 
a frozen twig snapped under my foot, making a noise 
like a cap pistol. Instantly the bear—completely awake 
and alert—was on its feet, and all I could see was its 
legs. I stepped out into the open where I could see the 
entire animal and also where the bear could see me. 

Before I could take a frontal shot, the brownie 
swapped ends and started running away from me. Then 
I did an extremely stupid thing—I shot the fleeing bear 
in the rump. Uttering a blood-chilling roar that was part 
snarl, the mighty brute turned and faced me, the very 
picture of primitive savagery. This unexpected turn 
of events, added to the tension that had built up, was 
too much for me. I panicked and ran! I ran as I have 
never run before or since, and I didn’t stop running un- 
til I was out of those woods and into an open meadow. 

I blush now as I think of my actions. But if I blush 
now it’s nothing to how I blushed that day more than a 
quarter of a century ago. I was completely disgusted 
with myself and was thankful there had been no one 
to observe my disgraceful (continued on page 97)

Best Fishing Waters 


in the East 


There are fragments of wilderness that offer 
fine fishing in sight of Eastern skyscrapers 


By WYNN DAVIS 


This is the second in a series on regional fishing in the United States. 
Last month New England was covered in “New England’s Finest Fishing” 


“™ | ROM the mighty St. Lawrence 
River at the top of New York 
state down to the Back Bay re- 

gion of old Virginia is a span of 
roughly 600 miles as the wild goose 
flies. Between these boundaries are 
the great steel mills, the coal mines, 
great industrial plants that turn out 
much of the world’s goods. It is a 
region of towering cities and close- 
spaced houses. 

The miracle is that 
traveling the Eastern flyway will 
also see countless lakes, streams, 
rivers, and bays sparkling below him. 
These waters harbor such gamefish 
as muskies, great northern pike, 
pickerel, smallmouth and _large- 
mouth black bass, landlocked salmon, 
rainbow, brown, and brook trout, 
walleyes, shad, striped bass, and pan- 
fish galore. These fish are part of 
the region’s incalculable wealth. 
Almost within sight of the smoke- 
stacks and skyscrapers are enough 
fish to offer healthy sport and relax- 


any goose 


ation for all the millions of persons 
who live there. “‘How can you have 
any good fishing so close to big cities 
like New York, Pittsburgh, Phila- 
delphia, and Baltimore?” a Montana 
friend said when I tried to tell him 
about our Eastern fishing. “I 
wouldn't think the crowds of anglers 
would give a fish a chance to grow 
an inch past legal length,’ he said. 

I'd like to take my doubting 
Western friend (and all who think 
as he does) to the St. Lawrence 
River near Clayton, New York, and 
let him see the remarkable waters 
where Arthur Lawton caught the 
world-record muskie—a monster of 
69 pounds, 15 ounces and over five 
feet long from snout to tail. When 
was this muskie caught, in 1857? 
No sir. It was landed in 1957. 

I'd also like to invite my friend 
to Sacandaga Reservoir in New 
York’s Adirondack Mountains, bare- 
ly a hop, skip, and jump from the 
great industrial Mohawk Valley, and

let him see where the world-record Another view of Willowemoc. Skillful fly fishermen take big brown trout here 
great northern pike was fought to a 

finish in 1940, This pike weighed 46 

pounds, two ounces and was more 

than 52 inches long. 

Then I’d show my skeptical pal the 
Medford Lakes in New Jersey, less 
than 25 miles from Philadelphia, 
where the world-record pickerel was 
landed in 1957, It was a nine-pound, 
three-ounce whopper 27 inches long. 

Maybe he’d even like to see Lake 
Waccabuc, in New York, where the 
world-record bullhead was caught in 
1951—an eight-pound trophy meas- 
uring two feet. 

These are world records, mind you, 
not American records. 

I learned long ago that you don’t 
have to travel 1,000 miles to find 
blue-ribbon fishing. By the same 
token, I learned that you can go 
3,000 miles to states noted for wide, 
open spaces and find the river banks 
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Musconetcong River in New Jersey offers gregarious brand of trout fishing.

jammed with fishermen. I’ve had 
to search for fishing room on Cali- 
fornia’s Klamath River, on the Yel- 
lowstone National Park streams, and 
on the Gunnison in Colorado. 

Many outsiders are astonished to 
learn that each big city in the indus- 
trial East has fishing within an 
hour’s drive of its city hall, and 
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some of this fishing is pretty good. 
I’ve caught loads of smallmouth 
bass within 50 miles of the nation’s 
capital, largemouth bass less than 
30 minutes from the Baltimore City 
Hall, pickerel and bass less than an 
hour from the Liberty Bell in Phila- 
delphia, and I’ve caught hundreds of 
trout, bass, pickerel, lake trout, and

panfish in the waters of Westchester 
County, New York, a bare 50 miles 
from the Empire State Building in 
New York City. 

It’s true that this is mostly put- 
and-take fishing as far as trout are 
concerned. But all of the fishing in 
the industrial East isn’t put and 
take. Far from it. You might have 
to travel a bit farther than 50 miles 
from your big-city home to reach 
most of it, but it’s there. Here’s 
where to find it: 

Let’s start with New York State. 
The Empire State has three of the 
most famous trout streams in the 
world—the Beaverkill, the Willowe- 
moc, and the Neversink. All are 
within four hours’ drive of New 
York City. These three rivers are 
almost hallowed ground to the dry- 
fly fraternity of the world. To their 
shores have come the great fly fish- 
ermen of two centuries, some from 
the far lands of the earth. Each 
river is heavily stocked with brook, 
rainbow, and brown trout. But it’s 
the cagey brown that has made the 
fishing and the fame. 

Best time to fish these three 
streams is from about the time the 
shad bushes bloom till the rhododen- 
drons blossom, which, depending on 
the season, can be from late April 
till a few days after Decoration Day. 
Best flies are small, dull in color, and 
sparsely tied. Most productive spin 
lures are the ultra-light wobbling 
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Upper reaches of Potomac have 


spoons, and the top baits are min- 
nows and worms. 

The best trout fishing in the entire 
industrial East is in the Ausable 
River flowing down through the 
Adirondacks of upstate New York to 
the thickly settled shores of Lake 
Champlain. 

I have time after time come home 
from the West Branch of the Ausable 
with a creel full of brown trout 
measuring from 14 to 20 inches. 
You take most of those whoppers 
with minnows and streamers, quite 
a few with wet flies, and a few on 
dry flies during the big May-fly 
hatches in late May and early June. 
Streamers pay off in summer rains. 

It was in the West Branch that I 
hooked and landed the largest brown 
trout I ever caught on a dry fly any- 
where in the world. It was a 2914- 
inch fish taken during the green- 
drake hatch of June, 1957. It was 
almost dark and my pal and I were 
heading upriver toward a dim, steep 
trail to the car when I saw this mon- 
ster suck in a coffin fly (the spinner 
stage of the green drake) beside a 
huge gray rock. My dry fly was still 
on the leader, hooked in the little 
ring near the rod grip. I dropped 
the fly gently on the water a foot or 
so above the rock, I could hardly see 
in the darkness, but heard the great 
fish take the fly. He hooked himself 
and turned downstream with all 
stops pulled, ripping line off my reel

so fast the click went into a high 
whine. 

In the deep pool below, the big 
brown decided to fight it out. Roger 
Helman and Jack Sinclair, both of 
New York at that time, stopped to 
watch the battle. I’d never seen 
Roger or Jack before, but by the 
time that fish was beached and killed 
we were old buddies. Neither of 
them had ever seen such a trout, 
and even though they’d witnessed 
the battle, they could hardly believe 
such a trout could be taken within 
eight hours’ drive of New York City. 

But there are larger trout than 
that in the Ausable. I’ve had hold 
of some of them for brief seconds. 
Fished right, this river will reward 
you handsomely. Fish it carelessly 
or at the wrong time and you’ll come 
away thinking there isn’t a fish in it. 
Only the smaller, freshly stocked 
innocents from the hatchery fall to 
the average tourist fishing this tough 
old river without skill or proper 
equipment. But for those who will 
sharpen their skill and fish the river 
at the right hours, the Ausable can 
come across in a handsome way. 

Other exceptionally good trout 
waters in New York’s Adirondacks 
are the Salmon River above Malone, 
the Oswegatchie River, West Canada 
Creek, the Bouquet River, Upper 
Saranac Lake for lake trout, Lake 
George for rainbows and landlocked 
salmon up to nine pounds, St. Regis 


Populous Maryland has such streams as Hunting Creek 


Pond for big brookies, the West 
Canada Lakes (fly-in fishing for 
brookies ), Mirror Lake in the center 
of the village of Lake Placid foi 
rainbows up to three pounds, and 
Schroon Lake and Schroon River 
for landlocked salmon and lake trout. 

The Empire State is blessed with 
many other famed trout waters. One 
is the big and brawling Esopus that 
starts far up on the slopes of Slide 
Mountain, highest peak in _ the 
Catskills, and flows noisily down 
through Phoenicia and Kingston on 
its way to the Hudson. It’s best 
known for its spawning runs of big 
rainbows during late April and early 
May. But its smaller, resident rain- 
bows and its huge old browns are 
not to be sneezed at. From the 
Greeny Deep far upstream down to 
the old Chimney Hole where the 
river meets the reservoir, the Esopus 
offers big, deep pools and long 
rifles holding plenty of trout. The 
big ones are wary and man-shy. 
Nearby in the Catskills is the Scho- 
harie, with miles of beautiful dry-fly 
water flowing through green mead- 
ows and woods. And on the east 
side of the Hudson, a bare 200 miles 
from Time Square is the New York 
end of the Battenkill, rolling cold 
and clear out of the green hills of 
Vermont into New York just above 
Cambridge. 

West of Syracuse, New York, are 
the Finger (continued on page 79)

UR rather mismatched hunting 
party included my teen-age 
brother Duane and myself, 

both armed with bows and arrows, 
and three Indians who packed semi- 
automatic pistols and a rifle. We had 
six hounds that we expected to tree 
bobcats in the sky-high jungle of 
redwood trees and underbrush west 
of Garberville, a California town 
about 180 miles north of San Fran- 
cisco. 

We were led by Dan Sutherland, 
a colorful Indian hunter and saw- 
mill worker who lives in the village 
of Briceland, west of Garberville. 
I've been waiting on Dan in my 
father’s Garberville sporting-goods 
store for years. Since we cash a lot 
of the bounty warrants Dan collects 
for killing predators, I’ve long known 
of his hounds and his hunting, but 
the bowhunt we planned for bobcats 
was our first trip together. 

Dan picked a day in early Febru- 
ary for the chase. Duane and I were 
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Cats of the Giant

that climb the world’s tallest trees 


to meet him on the road to Brice- 
land three hours before daylight. 
We’d hunt the redwoods beyond 
Whitmore Valley. 

When we reached the rendezvous 
point, Dan proudly introduced his 
two sons, Bill and George. Bill was 
about the age of my brother Duane, 
who’s a high-school senior. George 
was only 13, but he was packing a 
.22 rifle he knew how to handle and 
managing two of the six hounds, 
which were a mixture of Walker and 
bluetick strains, 

Young George was the only rifle- 
man in the group. Dan and Bill had 
semi-automatic .22 pistols. Duane 
and I hoped to get our cats with 
bows. Both of us do a lot of bow- 
hunting for small game, and Duane 
has killed his buck with a bow the 
past two seasons, Neither of us had 
ever tried to bring down a bobcat 
treed halfway up a towering red- 
wood. These California redwoods are 
known to grow as tall as 364 feet,

and a cat willing to climb one could 
make himself a very tough target. 

Stumbling up a redwood skid trail 
three hours before daylight with a 
pack of hounds was a new experience 
for me. There were slides and log 
jams blocking the trail. We were 
climbing a steep mountain, but it 
was too dark to tell more than that. 
Duane and I stuck close together, 
sharing the beam of one flashlight. 

Finally Dan explained that he was 
climbing out of the valley where 
coons and other water-loving ani- 
mals dwell. “Cats range the high 
ridges,” he said. 

Bill pushed ahead with four of the 
best dogs. Dan kept the two pups 
in close. This was a training trip for 
these young hounds. 

Suddenly the hounds started on a 
scent. Dan stopped motionless. I 
could barely see him standing next 
to me in the fog and darkness. 

“Sounds like they’ve jumped a 
coon,” Dan said. It was just mixed

howling to me, but Dan named the 
dogs one by one as they sounded off 
—“Blue, Cloud, Stub, Whitey.”’ 

Duane and I took turns looking 
over to Dan and George as if to ask, 
“What’s next ?”

Without disagreeing with his son, 
Dan added, “They’ve quit mov- 
ing downhill.

I wanted to see him catch it. This was his first striped bass 
in 14 years of surf casting. 

Minutes later, in the beam of my headlight, I glimpsed the 
long, silvery side of the bass as it ghosted through the calm, 
dark water close to where I stood poised with my unsheathed 
pick-gaff. Closer, closer—then I lost sight of it as it turned 
its dark back to me. Then, an arm’s length away, the swivel 
connecting the leader and line appeared on the surface. For 
a moment I stood spellbound as the tired fish again turned 
on its side, gleaming silver and gold, its black stripes clearly 
visible. Then I grasped the leader, lifted the bass to the sur- 
face, and plunged the pick into its head. 

After we’d run Charlie’s long chain stringer through the 
striper’s gills, I worked the three sets of treble hooks from 
its jaw and held the fish lengthwise for a good look. It was 
a beauty, about 25 pounds. Then I hooked the end of the 
chain onto Charlie’s belt, dropped the fish into the water, and 
solemnly shook my friend’s hand. This was a very important 
fish, for it marked the beginning of Charlie’s emergence from 
that great majority of surf fishermen who catch few or no 
striped bass, into that small, select group who account for 
at least 90 percent of the stripers taken in the surf. 

Since that October night some years ago, Charlie has 
beached scores of bass, including two over 40 pounds. But at 
the risk of being immodest, I believe he would still be striv- 
ing for his first striper if I hadn’t taken him along on that

trip and showed him when and where to fish, which 
lures to use, and how to use them. Some of the things 
I taught Charlie on that and subsequent trips I had 
picked up through experience, but mostly, I’d learned 
from more knowledgeable anglers than I am. 

When to fish—what seasons, hours, and tides—is 
probably the most puzzling aspect of surf fishing to the 
beginner or unsuccessful angler. Striped bass are caught 
in bays, estuaries, sounds, and rivers from Alabama to 
Nova Scotia on the East Coast, and from central Cali- 
fornia to northern Oregon along the Pacific shore (see 
“West Coast Stripers,” page 20). However, stripers are 
caught in sizable quantities by surf fishermen only from 
the capes of southern New Jersey to Plum Island in 
Massachusetts. 

Earliest real action in the surf is during mid-April, 
when schools of migrating bass, many of which have 
spawned in Delaware Bay, Chesapeake Bay, the Po- 
tomac River, and the sounds back of North Carolina’s 
Outer Banks, move into the beaches of southern New 
Jersey. By the end of the month, catches have been 
made along Long Beach Island, Barnegat Inlet, and 
the Highlands. During May, stripers are in plentiful 
supply off northern New Jersey and western Long 
Island, but a scarcity of baitfish, crabs, and other fa- 
vored items of the striper’s diet in the surf, along with 
an abundance of squid and menhaden offshore, keeps 
the bass beyond the surfman’s reach most of the time. 
However, by mid-May another run takes place to the 
north, along the Rhode Island shore. Most anglers be- 
lieve these fish are not part of the great migration from 
the South, but consist of stripers which have wintered 
in New England rivers and bays. 

Really productive surf casting begins in June along 
the Montauk beaches, at the extreme eastern end of 
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Deep bow in rod marks this angler as a real power caster 


Long Island, New York. There, turbulent currents, 
natural rock formations, and deep water close to shore 
harbor swarms of baitfish practically the year round. 
Generally, the striped-bass run at Montauk begins dur- 
ing the second week of June, but much depends upon 
the weather. Unseasonably cold weather slows the mi- 
gration, with the result that few fish are caught until 
the end of the month, while warm weather may bring 
the fish in during the last week of May. 

The end of June and early July sees large schools of 
migratory fish moving into the rock-bound waters of 
Rhode Island and the long, sandy stretch of Massa- 
chusetts’ “‘striper coast,” which extends from the Cape 
Cod Canal to Race Point, at the tip of the Cape. 

It is important to note that the striped-bass migra- 
tion is not an orderly procession, with the fish moving 
in a great mass from one area to another, Rather, the 
stripers move north and east in many schools with small 
groups and individual fish dropping off along the way 
wherever water conditions and availability of food 
make an area attractive to them. Thus, stripers are in 
fair supply all through the summer on the New Jersey 
and western Long Island beaches. Montauk and Rhode 
Island, including Block Island, receive quite a “summer 
colony” of bass, due to an abundance of food and rocky 
“holding water,” but the true warm-weather resort of 
the striped bass is Cape Cod, Massachusetts, and the 
adjacent chain of Elizabeth Islands. During July and 
August, tremendous schools of big bass cruise up and 
down the ocean shores of the hook-shaped peninsula, 
while a caravan of beach-buggy based surfmen follow 
the fish at such hotspots as Chatham, Orleans, Truro, 
and Provincetown. 

Striped-bass fishing in the surf hits its full stride 
with the first cool nights of September. By the middle

of the month, Cape Cod is almost sure to have had sev- 
eral blitzes—nights when “the bulls are biting like 
snakes,” as the natives say. Rhode Island, too, gets hot 
with big fish at night, as well as terrific catches, mostly 
of smaller fish, in rough water during the day. Nan- 
tucket Island, off the Massachusetts shore, sees real 
action during the fall, while on neighboring Martha’s 
Vineyard, some wonderful scores are made during the 
annual striped-bass and bluefish derby, which closes in 
mid-October. 

Harbinger of the autumn bass run is the mullet mi- 
gration. By the millions, these three to eight-inch bait- 
fish swarm out of the rivers, bays, and inlets. They’re 
streamlined and lightning-fast so that stripers are hard 
put to catch them. Chasing these elusive targets raises 
the striper’s normally easy-going disposition to fever 
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Pawelski totes a handsome bull bass over the rocky beach 


pitch, and in the ensuing rampage, old linesides will 
smash any fast-moving lure. 

New England action begins to taper off in mid-Octo- 
ber, a time when Long Island and New Jersey fishing 
reaches peak productivity. Montauk, the Hamptons, 
Fire Island, Gilgo, Jones Beach, Point Lookout, Long 
Beach, Atlantic Beach, and Rockaway on the south 
shore of Long Island, as well as the area from Sandy 
Hook to Asbury Park in New Jersey, are likely to 
have spurts of action as schools of bass swarm through 
the white water close to shore in search of mullet, 
sand eels, and crabs, which are abundant this time of 
year. Farther to the south in New Jersey, Long Beach 
Island plays host to thousands of surfmen each fall 
who have come to participate in the annual striped- 
bass derby. Often the biggest fish and the largest 
catches are beached as late in November as Thanksgiv- 
ing Day. Although a few die-hards take straggling 
stripers even later than that, numbed fingers and lean 
pickings induce most surfmen to stow away their tackle 
until spring. 

One of the first steps a beginning angler takes along 
the road to becoming a surf “sharpshooter” is fishing 
at night. While there are times when daylight fishing 
pays off, dawn, dusk, and nighttime angling will gen- 
erally far outproduce the sunlit hours. Years ago, night 
fishing was an expert’s game, but nowadays, with the 
development of backlash-free spinning equipment, head- 
lights, pick-gaffs, and nonslip footwear, it is possible 
to start fishing at night after only a few hours of day- 
time practice. There is a unique fascination in night 
fishing—a mysterious quality associated with an un- 
derlying feeling that somewhere (continued on page 89)

cast a side glance at my son 
Mike. He was sitting on a log 
and being very still—for a nine-year- 
old. That meant he was merely 
wiggling, hitching, and moving his 
head to peer here and there. Only 
his hands were quiet. They were 
tensely and with great fondness 
grasping a’.410 gauge shotgun. Now 
he was staring, trancelike, at the 
gun. 
“Did you see where he went?” I 
whispered. 
“Huh ? No, but I'd like to shoot it.”’ 
“The squirrel, or the gun?” I 
asked. 
He grinned. “Both. When are we 
going to move? It’s awful hot.” 
“Right now. I’ve got him spotted.’ 
We'd been sitting there 15 min- 
utes. While entering the live-oak 
grove, we’d seen a fox squirrel race 
away over summer-browned grass. 
We had immediately ducked behind 
a tree trunk and sat on a log while 
I quickly lifted the binoculars. The 
squirrel dodged here and there, final- 
ly selected a tree, and shinnied up it. 
The tree was a large, healthy one, 
fully leaved. I explained to Mike 
that you could just about bet such 
a tree wouldn’t have any hollow 
limbs, while a gnarled old tree with 


many dead branches might. But on 
the chance that there was a hole 
somewhere—and that the squirrel 
might dive into it—-I suggested we 
sit tight awhile. 

“Anyway,” I said, “we may spot 
another squirrel while we sit. It’s a 
good technique, since we already 
know one is here. He'll be active 
again in a few minutes, because 
we're a good distance away. But 
with the binoculars we can still 
watch him from this far off.” 

“T never saw anybody else use 
binoculars for squirrel hunting,” 
Mike said. 

“Neither did I,’’ I replied, “which 
just proves we can all learn new 
tricks. I'll show you another use 
for the glasses in a few minutes.” 

About then we heard a _ second 
squirrel off to our left, but I concen- 
trated on the first one. Sure enough, 
the glasses finally picked him out, 
moving on a high branch. So now I 
beckoned to Mike, and we got up and 
started our stalk. 

As we moved quietly from tree to 
tree, I felt the hot sun on my back. 
In some ways it seemed odd to be 
hunting squirrels in midsummer. I 
recalled many a session of frosty- 
weather squirrel hunting in my home 
state, Michigan. That, too, was en-

joyable, of course. But there was a 
special atmosphere about this June 
hunting on private land near Kerr- 
ville, Texas. Besides, this shirtsleeve 
squirreling has unique advantages, 
and young Mike would learn about 
them during this season, the first 
that I had allowed him to carry a 
gun, 

We eased up within range of the 
tree, and I let Mike look as carefully 
as he could, hoping he might find the 
squirrel. He didn’t, and neither did 
I, so, again I raised the binoculars. 
I squatted beside him and carefully 
scanned the top branches. It’s amaz- 
ing what you can see this way among 
thick leaves and branches. In a few 
minutes I had that rusty-colored 
wise guy pinned down. 

I pointed out his general position, 
then arose and moved ahead of Mike. 
Still using the glasses, I saw the 
squirrel duck around the tree. I had 
purposely worn a shirt with a lot of 
white in it, while having Mike dress 
in more subdued hues. Now as I 
moved slowly around the tree, using 
the ancient trick of the squirrel 
hunter, I knew I would be quickly 
seen by our game, This light-shirt 
technique for two hunters operating 
together is especially effective in 
summer, for the squirrels must peek 


out through thick leaves, just as the 
hunter must search through the 
same dense cover. The light-colored 
clothing, I’ve noticed, startles them 
worse, and more quickly, than other 
shades. 

Sure enough, as I pointed at the 
squirrel, the crafty little animal 
scooted, still eyeing me. I waved my 
arms and followed quickly around 
the tree, herding the squirrel to a 
good position. It disappeared sud- 
denly behind a heavy screen of 
leaves, but at the same _ instant 
Mike’s .410 let fly. I saw where shot 
hit the dense leaves and twigs, and 
watched bits and pieces fly. The 
squirrel leaped straight out into the 
open and tumbled. The boy let out 
an excited shout and ran to pick it 
up. 

We looked the animal over. It was 
a young one, unquestionably from 
an early spring or late-winter litter

PRACTICE COURSE 


RIVING a car safely through 
D heavy traffic isn’t as easy as 
it often seems to be to those 
who have never tried it. It requires 
skill and experience that is some- 
times hard to come by. The same is 
true of operating and handling small 
pleasure boats powered either with 
outboard motors or inboard engines. 
There are many things that have to 
be learned before anyone can do it 
well. If you’ve just bought your first 
boat, or are about to, here are some 
simple but valuable tips on how to 
handle her. 

Many new boat owners who are 
good automobile drivers are often 
surprised to find that there are two 
major differences between handling 
a car and handling a boat. They dis- 
cover that steering is not the same— 
for reasons I'll explain later—and 
also that a boat has no brakes. 
That’s not meant to be funny. 
There’s no humor in finding your 
boat, with its motor stopped, still 
bearing down on a beach, a dock or 
mooring, or another boat. Somebody 
might get hurt, and it could be you. 


That’s why one of the first things a 

boat owner must learn, especially if 

he’s operating an outboard, is to 

keep the motor running until the wit 

boat is exactly where he wants it NOTE 

to be.

In a boat, 
the bow acts as a pivot point and 
the stern swings around it.

they can work for you or against you. 
If it’s at all possible, make your 
approach bow first and into the wind. 
Simply move ahead slowly, then 
shift into neutral and keep the mo- 
tor running until all lines are made 
fast. The same applies when the 
force is a current or tide; make your 
approach against it. If you shift too 
soon and fall short, just put the 
motor back in gear and move closer. 

When the wind, tide, or current is 
on your stern, you have a bit of a 
problem. Carelessness here will mess

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up that new paint job or, in extreme 
cases, cause severe hull damage. If 
these forces are strong, shift into 
reverse a safe distance from the 
point you wish to reach and throttle 
the motor down until the force of 
the elements overcomes the force of 
the propeller and gives the boat very 
slow headway. The reversing prop 
will tend to act as a sea anchor, 
holding the stern into the wind or 
water while you drift toward the 
dock or mooring. You'll find, after 
some practice, that with little 
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NUN BUOYS 
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Buoys are traffic markers on the water. There are several kinds, but those shown 
here are the ones commonly seen in U. S. waters.

touches of wheel and throttle you 
can put the craft exactly where you 
wish, 

Learning to handle your new boat 
around crowded basins can be em- 
barrassing and expensive. I was in 
a boat yard one day when a fellow 
brought around his 38-foot sport 
fisherman for an engine tune-up. 
After a dozen tries to put her in the 
slip, he called to me for help. When 
he made an attempt to pick me up 
from a nearby concrete bulkhead, he 
crashed into it and caved in his 
planking above the waterline. When 
we'd tied the craft in her slip, he 
confessed to me that the only boat 
he’d operated before had been a 12- 
foot skiff. 

One of the best and safest ways I 
know to learn how to maneuver your 
new boat is to anchor temporary 
buoys, such as inner tubes, in open 
water and practice making turns and 
approaches to and around them. Use 
weights or anchors heavy enough 
to prevent the tubes from shifting, 
and don’t make the lines too long. 
First attempts should be made on 
calm days. When you have the feel 
of your craft, try these maneuvers 
in the wind. Learn to back into and 
around the markers, touch them 
without moving them, and practice 
getting both the bow and stern near 
them. Perhaps you think this prac- 
ticing may make you look and feel 
rather foolish, but you'll look and 
feel much more so if you ram some- 
one’s pride and joy back at the dock. 

Another good way to get that 
foolish feeling is to run aground. In 
some places, where channels are not 
marked, grounding is almost inevi- 
table unless you know the water. In

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most areas, however, channel mark- 
ers are provided for the boatman, 
and there’s no excuse for grounding. 
Channel markers and buoys have 
a wide variety of shapes, colors, and 
sizes, and the Sunday sailor fre- 
quently finds them confusing. Actu- 
ally, they are simple to learn. The 
drawing on page 72 shows the ma- 
jor types in use on most domestic 
bodies of water. If you are entering 
a strange port, remember to keep 
the red buoys to your right (star- 
board). You won’t have any trouble 
if you’ll memorize this: Red, Right, 
Returning. If markers are used to 
show the channel, stay between 
them. A single marker usually has 
a pointer, or it leans in the direction 
of the channel. 
When running 


your outboard 
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through water which seems clear, 
your craft may, on occasion, suddenly 
slow down. This is frequently due to 
weeds fouling the propeller. More 
often than not, you can clear them 
without stopping the motor. Put 
the motor in reverse for a couple of 
seconds, then watch for signs of 
loose weeds in the wake. An alter- 
nate method is to leave the shift 
lever alone, but slow the motor way 
down and tilt it so the prop clears 
the water. The propeller’s revolu- 
tions will increase greatly and this 
usually will throw off the weeds. 
More and more moderately priced 
inboard cabin cruisers with single 
engines are being sold each year. 
These little boats have lots of eye 
appeal and are comfortable to fish 
from. But the man who buys one 
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after having owned and operated an 
outboard will find that he has a few 
more things to learn about boat han- 
dling. He will soon find out, for ex- 
ample, that his new cruiser turns 
very well in one direction but not so 
well in the other. This is because 
certain natural forces are brought 
to bear when a single propeller is 
used in connection with a rudder, 
and the boat’s operator must learn 
to compensate for them, as we’ll see 
later. 

Dealers often tie up their demon- 
strator models in such a way that 
salesmen can get them in and out of 
their slips with as little effort as 
possible. With few exceptions, the 
potential customer never gets his 
hands on the wheel until the craft is 
in open water. I have no quarrel 
with this, but the new inboard owner 
should be coached on how to handle 
his boat in tight quarters, such as 
around docks, before she’s finally 
turned over to him. 

Usually one of the first difficulties 
a new inboard owner has is trying to 
back his boat to the right. This is 
because every single-engine boat 
with a right-hand propeller by na- 
ture backs easiest to the left. But it 
is possible to hack to the right by 
the correct use of the right and 
left rudder while shifting as fre- 
quently as may be necessary from 
reverse to forward gear. Remember 
that the stern of the boat responds 
first: that’s the secret to understand- 
ing this maneuver. 

The effect of this gear shifting and 
rudder swinging is shown in the 
sketch on page 71. At position No, 1 
the boat is stopped dead in the water. 
Then you start the maneuver shown 
in No. 2 by turning the rudder hard 
to the right and throwing the engine 
into reverse. The turning radius will 
be quite wide, and the boat may seem 
to be backing in a straight line. So 
when the boat begins to make stern- 
way, shift into neutral and swing the 
rudder full to the left. Then, as 
shown in No. 3, quickly shift into 
forward and immediately hit the 
throttle. The stern will be “kicked” 
rapidly to the right as the boat’s bow 
begins to turn, but throttle down be- 
fore the boat makes any real head- 
way. Then shift to neutral. Swing 
the rudder hard right again and re- 
verse, as in No. 4. This will tend to 
check the headway and will keep the 
stern going in the desired direction. 
Repeat the procedure until you're al- 
most parallel to the dock, then put 
the rudder hard to left and give the 
engine a short burst in forward gear. 
The stern should then swing in 
where you want it—No. 5. Shift to 
neutral as soon as the stern begins 
to swing, and be ready to reverse a 





bit if you’re too close. You'll find it’s 
usually better to swing the stern to the 
right in forward gear than to pull it to 
the right in reverse. This is especially 
true when you are landing at a dock or 
bulkhead that has a solid front below 
the surface that tends to offset the effect 
of rudder and propeller. 

Responses to these maneuvers vary 
from one boat to another, even though 
they may be of the same make and 
model. I’ve moved dozens of sea skiffs 
of the same make and model in one 
afternoon, and no two handled alike. 
They all backed into their slips nicely, 
but each required a little different 
throttle and rudder action. 

The next thing a new owner dis- 
covers about his single-engine craft 
is that it does not turn as quickly as 
an outboard or a bigger, twin-screw 
cruiser which can turn with no head- 
way in its own length. A _ single- 
engine boat, however, can easily be 
turned in narrow spaces if they are as 
wide as two lengths of the boat to be 
turned. There’s nothing difficult about 
this if you make your turn to the 
right side and keep your hands off 
the steering. 

Running slowly along the left side 
of the channel -turn the rudder hard 
to the right. When the boat is about 
halfway across, check your headway 
with the reverse gear and allow the 
boat to back up slightly, then shift 
to forward again. Repeat this shifting 
until the boat has turned completely 
around. That’s all there is to it. Every 
time the engine is put in forward gear 
and the boat gains headway, the stern 
will swing to port under the effect of 
the right rudder. Since the craft does 
not turn readily to the right in re- 
verse, it will simply back up in almost 
a straight line. 

Most boats will turn in this direction 
merely by shifting gears, but if she’s 
stubborn or you'd like to speed things 
up, apply additional throttle as soon 
as you shift to the forward gear. A 
short burst is all you'll need in most 
cases, and the faster you do it the 
better. The drawing on page 70 shows 
how this principle works. 


t shouldn’t be difficult to back the 

boat to the left because with right- 
hand propellers—most commonly in 
use—the force exerted by the propeller 
is working for you and the boat tends 
to turn naturally in that direction. 
Always make use of the natural tend- 
encies of the boat whenever possible. 

Handling your boat while she’s under 
way is only half the battle. There’s 
also the problem of anchoring her, 
certainly an important matter for the 
man who uses his craft for fishing. 
Poor handling here can ruin a lot of 
fun, and very poor handling can be 
fatal. 

Take the all-too-common practice of 
tying the anchor line to the middle 
seat of a skiff. Some of the knots 
that are used in this foolish habit are 
enough to cause nightmares. If you 
insist on tying this way, use one slip 
knot. Should a squall suddenly come 
up when an anchor is hung on bottom, 
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real trouble could result if the anchor 
line is made fast with a bunch of 
knots. 

I watched a couple of fishermen in 
such a predicament one day. One man 
took a firm hold on the line while the 
other worked at the knots. When a 
high wave came rolling upon them, 
the fellow holding the line was yanked 
off balance and went over the side. 
His companion tried to help him climb 
back, but their combined weight on 
the same side of the boat only made 
things worse. Another wave swamped 
the boat. 

If you ever get into a similar fix, 
cut loose with your knife. It’s cheaper 
to lose the anchor than the whole rig, 
and there’s the chance you could even 
lose your life. Learn to anchor prop- 
erly, and the best way to begin is to 
use the proper anchor. 

The first step in determining which 
anchor to use is to know the bottom 
you’ll be using it in. If the bottom is 
rocky, you'll want a grapnel, kedge, or 
Navy-type anchor. If you're fishing 
over a sand or mud bottom, you will 
want either a mushroom type—for a 
skiff—or an anchor with broad flukes 
that will dig in. The Navy-type will 
work O.K. on sand bottoms too, but the 
spidery grapnel anchor is practically 
worthless in sand or mud. 

Specially designed anchors, many of 
them developed during World War II, 
give good holding on a wide variety of 
bottoms. They weigh considerably less, 
in relation to their holding power, than 
the Navy type, and this makes for 
easier, faster handling in and out of 
water. All of them are good, and they 
are made in a wide variety of sizes and 


weights to hold anything from an 
eight-foot pram to a destroyer. The 
makers of these anchors have com- 
piled tables that tell at a glance which 
one would be suitable for your size 
of craft, and you can get more dope 
on local applications from any reliable 
dealer. 

It might be wise to consider buying 
two anchors rather than one. If they 
are of the same type, one should be 
slightly smaller than the other. It can 
be used as a stern anchor, or as a 
spare. There are times when a spare 
anchor will be worth its weight in gold. 

After finding a suitable anchor, you'll 
need a good piece of rope or line to 
hold it, and don’t skimp on the length. 
If the cost seems high, you will do well 
to settle for a cheaper grade rather 
than cut yourself short on the length. 
Too many new boatmen figure the 
depth of the water where they will 
anchor, then order an extra 10 or 20 
feet of line. With an anchor that gets 
its holding power from the dug-in 
flukes, an extra 20 feet isn’t worth 
much more than an extra 20 inches. 
This may startle a newcomer to boat- 
ing, but the length of your anchor line 
should be from five to 10 times the 
depth of the water. 

A good length of line will last a long 
time if given a little care, and good 
line is a good investment. It’s not 
necessary to baby a good grade of 
Manila line to keep it in top shape. 
Rot and abrasion are its enemies, and 
the latter can be minimized by wash- 
ing the line down every so often with 
a low-pressure hose. Don’t use high 
pressure. It tends to bury the grains 
of sand or shell deeper into the rope 
To prevent rot and mildew, allow the 
line to dry before storing it. And when 
selecting a storage place, try to avoid 
one with excessive heat. Too much is 
hard on the fibers. 

Nylon rope is popular nowadays, and 
with good reason. It is much stronger 
in comparative diameters and is not 
subject to rot or mildew. It is soft 
and easily handled—even brand new 
and requires no breaking in, as does 
Manila. The biggest drawback is 
price, which is quite a bit higher than 
Manila. 


— many boat owners, outboard own- 


ers especially, often fail to have 
a pair of short lines on hand when 
they draw alongside a dock for gas or 
bait. The man on the dock is not 
required to have lines for your con- 
venience, nor should he be expected to 
supply them. Two short lengths—15 
or 20 feet—should be stowed aboard 
within easy reach, and they should be 
ready and waiting when you touch the 
dock. Chances are you have some old 
and slightly worn line on hand that will 
serve this purpose, and all you'll have 
to do is to bind or whip the ends to 
eliminate fraying (see sketches on 
page 72). 

After buying your anchor or anchors, 
and the necessary amount of line, rig 
them with the correct knots or splices. 
The drawing on this page shows four

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OR more than 25 years I’ve been 
Fh sttasine the problems an angler 

faces when he begins the wonder- 
ful sport of dry-fly fishing. The more 
people I watch and talk with along 
streams, the more I’m convinced that 
getting off to the right start is the 
most important thing. If a student 
dry-fly caster steps out on the wrong 
foot, as the majority do, he’s likely to 
develop a crop of bad habits that’ll 
plague him all the way. 

A great many abandon their experi- 
ments before they really give dry-fly 
fishing a fair trial, and an equal num- 
ber go on year after year making the 
same mistakes—never quite reaching 
the point where they can enjoy the 
sport fully. All those anglers are miss- 
ing what in my book is the most 
thrilling and satisfying of all fresh- 
water fishing. 

If you're itching to get into this 
wonderful game and want to start off 
on the right foot, here are the 10 steps 
to take. 

Step No. 1. Start with a well-bal- 
anced rod and line. You need the help 
of a friend or sporting-goods dealer 
who’s a very good dry-fly angler to 
help you buy rod and line. Select your 
line first; it’s the most important item 
of dry-fly tackle. 

The line should be of the correct 
weight and taper for fishing the 
streams where you'll do most of your 
dry-fly casting. For most of the East 
an H-E-H double-taper line would be 
a good choice. This line should float 
high, be of a color you can see readily 
on broken water and in the dim light 
of evening. There will be countless 
times when a high-floating, plainly 


visible line will help you keep track 
of your fly when visibility is poor, and 
this is more important to the beginner 
than any benefits he’ll reap from a 
dull or camouflage-color line that’s 
hard for the angler to see. 

Most wide-awake tackle dealers will 
gladly let you or your instructor try 
the line with a selection of fly rods 
till you find the right rod to balance 
the line. This can be done either in a 
high ceilinged store or outside the 
shop. 

Matching a rod to the line you need 
for the waters you fish simply means 
finding a rod built and tapered so the 
weight of about 20 ft. of that line in 
the air during a cast will bring out 
the full action of the rod. Your in- 
structor can select the proper rod sim- 
ply by watching the line in the air 
while he casts it and feeling the action 
of the rod in his hands. 

When you have a balanced rod and 
line picked out, add a sturdy, single- 
action fly reel. Any well-made one 
will do. The reel isn’t particularly im- 
portant in routine dry-fly fishing. 

Now buy a 7'%-ft. nylon leader 
tapered to 3X and a No. 12 Wulff- 
style dry fly, and you’re ready to learn 
casting. 

Step No. 2. Master the short cast. 
Get a friend or a hired fishing guide 
to coach you in making a short for- 
ward cast with no frills. Leave all the 
other casts—such as the roll cast, the 
bump, the S, and long-distance casts 
for future lessons. You don’t need 
those trick or distance casts to take 
75 percent of the trout in most streams. 

Ask your instructor to teach you 
over water instead of grass, if that’s

possible. Water presents problems 
you'll never face on a lawn—such as 
currents that create drag, snags and 
other obstacles, plus the very impor- 
tant problem of picking your line off 
the water without making a disturb- 
ance. When you can cast 30 ft. with 
accuracy, it’s time to learn how to pick 
your line off the water. 

Step No. 3. Making a neat line 
pickup. No matter how good a cast 
you make, if you don’t follow through 
with a fine pickup you'll likely scare 
the spots off every decent trout rising 
in the pool. The idea is to pick up 
leader, fly, and line for the backcast 
with a minimum of surface disturb- 
ance.’ A sloppy pickup is one of the 
most common faults among dry-fly 
anglers today. I’ve even seen men 
who've been fishing 20 years and long- 
er rip the water apart with their lines 
when picking it up for the next cast. 
Needless to say, this costs them some 
big fish. 

The beginner should never attempt 
to pick up more than 12 ft. of line 
with an 8 or 9 ft. rod. This takes a 
little patience, especially when fish are 
rising, because you must take time to 
work your fly to within that distance 
of your rod tip before you pick up for 
the next cast. Practice until this good 
habit is so automatic it will stay with 
you in times of real excitement. 

There are half a dozen good methods 
of pickup. Easiest is the flick-up. All 
you do is slowly work your fly in 
toward you until 12 or 13 ft. of line 
remain on the water. Then point your 
rod at 10 o’clock above the fly, raise 
it to 11 o’clock, and suddenly flick it 
down to 10 o'clock again. This motion 
snaps a wave into the line that races 
down and flicks leader and fly off the 
water without making more than a 
dimple in the surface. You make your 
backcast at the precise moment leade1 
and fly jump off the water. 

You'll find that not even the wariest 
old brown will take alarm at this 
pickup when you've learned how to 
execute it. Once you’ve got the hang 
of it, you'll have a better pickup than 
a lot of old-timers I see. 

Step No. 4. Use leaders that suit 
the size of your flies. I often come 
across some angler struggling with a 
No. 10 or 12 spider or variant on the 
end of a 20-ft. leader tapered as fine 
as 4X. Such anglers havn't learned 
the valuable lesson that all leaders 
will not handle all sizes of flies effi- 
ciently. Big and fluffy flies are almost 
impossible to cast on long, fine leaders. 
It’s all right to use long, finely tapered 
leaders when conditions demand _ it. 
But when you do you must also use 
small flies—if you hope to make a 
clean cast. Small flies, by the way, 
are not a happy choice for the be-

bulk or color so you can see them 
on the water at all times. Most of a 
starting angler’s dry flies should be 
and 
badger; spiders in brown, gray, blue, 
and badger; variants in multi-color, 
badger, gray, and blue; Wulff’s in 
brown, gray, and royal patterns; March 
Browns; Light Cahills; Gray Foxes, 


| and coffin flies. I also suggest the fan- 


wing Royal Coachman, the Adams, 
and a newcomer—the wonderfully pro- 
ductive Muddler Minnow. Best sizes 
are 10, 12, and 14. 

Every one of these flies is a killer 
of trout. Fishing them will teach you 
a lot about currents, winds, and the 
effect of sunshine and shade on dry-fly 
fishing, because you'll be able to see 
these flies plainly at all times. 

In _ strictly rainbow country, you 
might stock up with the following: 
Gray Wulff, Royal Wulff, multi-colored 
variants and blue variants, gray and 
blue spiders, the Adams, and Muddler 
Minnow. With the exception of the 
Adams, these flies all ride high, wide, 
and handsome—even in broken water 

and rainbows love them all. 

It’s important to buy the best flies 
you can find. One simple test of a 
good fly is to hold it 2 ft. above the 
plate-glass store counter and drop it. 
If the fly then stands high on stiff 
hackles without the hook touching 
glass, you have a fly that will ride 
the surface of the water without letting 
the hook penetrate. This is important 
(as you could see if you could put on 
goggles and look up at the surface 
from below while someone casts flies 
towards you) because from beneath 
the surface flies with stiff hackles give 
the truest impression of natural in- 
sects. It’s worth shopping around to 
find such flies. 

Step No. 6. Pick times when fish 
are rising to practice with dry flies. 
In my opinion, it’s a great mistake 
for the beginner to start with the idea 
of becoming a dry-fly purist. Trying 
to make fish rise when they’re not in 
the mood is fine sport for the expert 
who loves a challenge or likes nothing 
better than to cast a fly. But the be- 
ginner needs encouragement, and the 
best way to get it is to catch fish. So 
my advice to all novices is to fish with 
dry flies only when the trout are rising. 
Switch to live bait or spinning lures 
when no trout are surfacing. 

The best time of all for the be- 
ginner to cast his dries is when there’s 
a good hatch of large flies late in the 
evening. Visibility is then low and

trout aren’t going to see the leader 
and line so readily as they might in 
stronger light, so you can get away 
with thicker leaders, larger flies, and 
something less than expert casting. 
This is also the beginner’s most likely 
time to tie into a really big trout, for 
it’s then that the big boys come out 
of their daylight lairs and go on their 
feeding sprees. 

Another good time to fish dry flies 
is when grasshoppers are covering the 
meadows and being blown into the 
streams. Sneak up carefully and drop 
a Muddler Minnow, fished dry, on the 
surface close to the bank. If rainbows 
are in the stream, cast an oiled Muddler 
that will float high into the fast water. 

Any hatch of fairly large flies gives 
the novice a good chance. If the sun 
is shining, you'll do better if you can 
cast with the sun at your back. This 
makes it difficult for the trout to spot 
you and your leader, allows you to 
get quite close to rising fish. 

Step No. 7. Learn to recognize fly- 
feeding trout. Sometimes it’s difficult 
for the novice to spot some of the most 
significant rises, because he’s always 
looking for the traditional rings in the 
centers of pools. Some of the best fish 
leave no rings when they rise. 

Watch a long riffle very closely. 
Look for a flash of the trout’s side 
underwater and for a tiny white tent 
of splashing water in the riffle. These 
are signs of a trout rushing up to 
grab a tidbit that the current is hurl- 
ing past him. This fish has no time 
for the deliberate rise of trout in quiet 
water. He must grab his food on 
the run. 

Watch the surface of dead-water 
pools just where overhanging bushes 
nearly touch the water or where the 
bank is undercut. Look for floating 
bubbles or tiny dimples on the surface. 
Even large trout make these signs of 
feeding in such spots. In the evenings, 
pay special attention to the tails of 
pools. Trout love to gather there in 
the gloaming to feed on big flies and 
chase minnows. Here they’re likely to 
make big rings and loud splashes. 


tep No. 8. Use artificials that re- 

semble hatch of natural flies. Trout, 
especially browns, are usually very se- 
lective when feeding on the surface. 
I’ve seen aS many as a dozen flies 
hatching at the same time, but the 
trout were only rising to one kind. 
This is true many times. So it’s up to 
you to look closely till you discover 
which fly the fish are working on. 
Then scoop one of the insects off the 
water or out of the air and match it 
as closely as you can in size and color. 
This will usually be your ticket to the 
fish in that pool, but not necessarily 
in the next pool. 

If it proves impossible for you to 
spot the fly the trout are gorging 
themselves on, catch as many different 
flies as you can from those hatching 
and match first one then another. Then 
slit open the belly of the first trout you 
get and empty its stomach. If the 
mush you find there is too mixed fon 
you to distinguish any one fly, dump 





the contents of the trout’s stomach 
into a pocket of calm, shallow water. 
The last flies the fish ate will still be 
undigested and will float to the surface 
to be readily recognized. Tie on an 
artificial that closely resembles them. 

Step No. 9. Set the hook properly 
when a fish strikes. A big trout suck- 
ing your fly under in calm water or 
grabbing it on the run in the riffles 
usually hooks himself. However, even 
then it’s up to you to drive that hook 
in securely without breaking your light 
leader. This must be done instantly 
It is best accomplished by merely rais- 
ing your rod tip to tighten the line. 
Never yank or jerk up on your rod. 
The struggling fish will put on enough 
pressure to set a fine, sharp fly hook 
after you’ve given it a tight line. 

Step No. 10. Play hooked fish gently 
If your trout is over 9 in. he must be 
played; if he’s twice that size he must 
be played quite carefully. 

In playing any trout, hoid your rod 
high—at about 11 or even 12 o'clock. 
This brings the full action of the rod 
into play, and the rod’s action is what 
defeats the fish. Set the drag of your 
reel before you start fishing so it will 
give line when pulled a trifle under the 
breaking point of your leader tippet 
Then a big fish can take out line when 
he runs, and you can recover footage 
when he stops running. Keep a tight 
line and steady pressure on your fish, 
but never try to hold him by grabbing 
the handle of the reel; that’s almost 
certain to break a light leader. 

Never point your rod tip at the fish, 
either; always hold the rod high. Let 
it play the fish till the trout turns on 
its side. Then and only then is a big 
one ready to be worked into the net 
or pulled up on a bar or beach. 

These are the 10 basic things be- 
ginners must work on to become suc- 
cessful dry-fly fishermen. They are the 
keys to a sport well worth the time and 
patience needed to master it—Wynn 
Davis.

Lakes. These lakes hold smallmouth 
and largemouth bass, northern pike, 
rainbow, brown, brook and lake trout, 
as well as panfish. The state-record 
rainbow, a 21-pound trout, was caught 
in Keuka, one of the Finger Lakes, in 
1946. Plenty of five to 10-pounders are 
reported landed every season from 
Keuka, Seneca, and Cayuga. But it’s 
the lake trout that put the spotlight on 
the Fingers, drawing hordes of anglers 
from all over the East. 

Most of the laker fishing is done 
after the sun goes down in midsummer. 
Then both Keuka and Seneca look like 
a mariner’s torchlight parade. Hun- 
dreds of boats go out with their 
lanterns hung overside to attract the 
sawbellies on which the lakers feed 
(see ‘The Lamplighters,’’ OUTDOOR LIFE, 
October, 1954).

This is 
highly specialized fishing. There are 
fine sporting-goods stores in Ham- 
mondsport, Penn Yan, Watkins Glen, 
Geneva, Ithaca, and other lake towns 
that will outfit you correctly, then di- 
rect you to a boat livery where you 
can get a boat and advice as to how 
and where to fish. 

These rivers and lakes mentioned so 
far are on the very top of the list for 
New York. There are literally hun- 
dreds of others that offer good trout 
fishing. A complete list of trout waters 
may be obtained from the New York 
State Conservation Department in 
Albany. 

To all anglers who think the small-

Just a few miles below the New York 
stretch of the St. Lawrence is 20-mile- 
long Black Lake. Named for its vast 
not for the color of its 
waters, it is one of the most remark- 
able fishing lakes in the country. It has 
northern pike, walleyes, smallmouth 
and largemouth bass, panfish, and a 
sprinkling of huge muskies. A stran- 
ger needs a guide and a boat here 
There are several fine boat liveries, 
many fishing camps with housekeeping 


| cottages, motels and guides, along the 
| western shore. 


Prices are surprisingly 
reasonable. 
Fish biologists say that Black Lake 


|is a natural fish hatchery packed with 


fish food and_ excellent spawning 
grounds. Best times to fish this remark- 
able water are May, June, then again 
September till the close of the 


seasons. Midsummer fishing is usually

night. 


N° report of muskie fishing in the 
industrial East would be complete 


without including Lake Chautauqua 
near Jamestown, New York (see story 
by Arthur Grahame, page 38, OUTDOOR 
LIFE, August, 1953). According to the 
New York Conservation Department, 
more than 40 tons of muskies are 
caught each year from Chautauqua, 
some weighing 40 pounds and better, 
the average running 10 pounds plus. 
Legal minimum length for keepers is 
30 inches. There’s a big bonus of 
smallmouths, largemouths, northern 
pike, pickerel, and panfish to liven 
things up when the muskies are not 
co-operating. I find it convenient to 
fish from Bemis Point. You'll find 
plenty of housekeeping cottages there, 
motels, restaurants, boats, a ferry 
across the lake, and fine guides. It’s 
only about a day’s drive from Man- 
hattan over excellent highways. 
Almost within sight of the city of 


Syracuse are two lakes known for fine 
walleye fishing. They are Oneida, so 
big that you can’t see across it, and 
Cazenovia, so narrow that both shores 
are always within sight of the angler. 
The lakes also offer fine bass, pickerel, 
and panfish angling. 

On the eastern border of upstate 
New York lies 130-mile-long Lake 
Champlain. This lake ranks among the 
top fishing spots of the whole U.S.A. 
(see ‘‘New England's Finest Fishing,” 
OUTDOOR LIFE, May, 1960), for a more 
detailed report of this water that New 
York shares with Vermont. 


Ms closer to the hearts of the 
great industrial cities than the St. 
Lawrence River are the Delaware and 
the North Branch of the Susquehanna 
rivers, Both are good smallmouth bass 
and walleye rivers that are passed by 
hordes of anglers speeding to what 
they believe to be greener fields far 
away. Distance may lend enchantment, 
but believe me, it does not always 
make better fishing. 

My favorite stretch of the Susque- 
hanna, which starts as a small stream 
out of Otsego Lake and runs to Chesa- 
peake Bay, is from just above Towanda, 
Pennsylvania. This stretch is only 50 
miles or so from the industrial cities of 
Binghamton, Endicott, Johnson City, 
and the famous coal cities of Scran- 
ton and Wilkes-Barre. Yet I've fished 
this river day after day and segn 
hardly a soul on it. You can wade the 
long, shallow riffs and boat the deep 
pools, or float-fish the whole stretch. 
Trolling with deep-running bait o1 
streamers will take big walleyes. 

Here’s what Frank Stout, outdooi 
editor of the Scranton Times, told me 
in a recent letter: ‘The North Branch 
of the Susquehanna River is, in my 
belief, the most overlooked good fish- 
ing in a truly convenient location in the 
East. You have 35 miles of wate. 
from Sayre, Pennsylvania, to Tunk- 
hannock, with public access sites at 
Sayre, Laceyville, and Tunkhannock 
The water, except during spring floods, 
is safe for all. It can be floated in 
canoes or in 15-foot flat-bottomed 
craft with an outboard. It contains 
smallmouths in rare abundance—river- 
grown and river-nurtured wild fish. 
There's a big supply of walleyes—real- 
ly good ones. Finally, the scenery is 
breathtaking. All of this is within 
three hours’ drive of Philadelphia and 
four from New York City.” 

There are plenty of boat liveries and 
places to stay along Route 6, and along 
the upper Delaware on Route 209 and 
97. The Delaware is almost as good, 
fishwise, as the North Branch of the 
Susquehanna. I have fished and loved 
both rivers for more than 40 years. 
The Delaware from Port Jervis up to 
where the water grows too cold for the 
liking of large bass is ideal for any 
bass bugger or spin caster. There are 
long, beautiful riffles studded with 
rocks and deep pockets in which live 
powerful smallmouths. 

I’ve waded the Delaware's riffles, 
boated the huge pools, and floated long 
stretches (see ‘‘Float the Delaware for

My favorite stretch for smallmouth 
bass and walleyes is from the Delaware 
Water Gap up to about Narrowsburg. 
Above this the river’s turning into a 
trout stream due to the coid waters 
pouring into it now from the bottom of 
the new reservoir at Downsville, New 


| York. 


While the good bass fishing ends in 
the Delaware not far below the Water 
Gap, it continues down the Susque- 
hanna River to Chesapeake Bay. Many 
huge pools and lakes backed up behind 
the big dams are famous for bass, 


| walleyes, and pickerel in king sizes. 


Very hot fishing for smallmouth bass, 
walleyes, striped bass, and shad is 
found below the Conowingo Dam in 
Maryland near Havre de Grace between 
Highways 1 and 40. Before the dam 
went up, this was my favorite stretch 
of the entire Susquehanna. 


S?¥s Bill Burton, outdoor editor of 
the Baltimore Sun, in a letter to 
me: ‘‘The Susquehanna River below the 
dam and the Susquehanna flats is, in 
my opinion, one of the best shad-fish- 
ing spots in the entire U.S.A. Both 
whites and hickories run there in tre- 
mendous numbers in the spring. This 
area is also tops for walleyes and small- 
mouth bass.” 

Over in the extreme northwestern 
end of the Keystone State is another 
mighty fine river, the beautiful Alle- 
gheny, written about in song and 
legend. The Allegheny trickles out of 


‘the mountains as a tiny stream near 


Coudersport, Pennsylvania, flows up 
into New York state, skirts the big 
Allegheny State Park, and dives back 
into its home state again. All this up- 
stream portion is dandy brown-trout 
water. When it reaches the Cornplant- 
er Indian Reservation, it harbors some 
really big trout, “man-eating size,”’ as 
a friend of mine once said after he’d 
battled a nine-pounder for nearly half 
an hour on light fly tackle. 

As the Allegheny grows in size, 
other gamefish appear—first small- 
mouth bass, then walleyes, and finally 
pickerel. From Kinzua down to East 
Brady, you may hook a big muskie if 
you’re real lucky. The Allegheny isn’t 
a first-class muskie or northern-pike 
river, but the big boys are there. 
There are also some big muskies in 
French Creek from where it enters the 
Allegheny up as far as Cochranton. 

Up in the same neck of the woods, 
west of Meadville, lies big Pymatuning 
Reservoir. This is a hotspot at times 
for muskies, small and largemouth 
bass, and walleyes. Just a few miles 
east of Oil City is the much smaller 
Tionesta Reservoir. Steve Szalewicz, 
outdoor writer for the Franklin News- 
Herald, tells me: “Northern pike fish- 
ing is terrific in Tionesta after the 
boating season is over in the fall.” 

In eastern Pennsylvania, there’s a 
fair-size lake near Hawley that can 
hand out some excellent largemouth 
bass fishing of a late summer evening, 
if you have the right lures and tech- 
nique. There’s also a good population 


of large brown trout. However, the 
trout are extremely difficult to catch, 
even when you have lots of patience 
and plenty of know-how. 

When you consider the many mines 
scattered all over Pennsylvania, the 
huge factories and cities with inevit- 
able pollution, it’s a wonder the state 
has any trout fishing at all. But it does, 
in 1,000 or more streams. Most famous 
of these is Brodhead Creek emptying 
into the Delaware at the Gap. Before 
the great floods of recent years, this 
was one of the East’s great brown trout 
streams, bringing anglers to its rock- 
strewn riffs and deep pools from all 
over the country. In the long-gone 
days of Charlie Rhetoret and his fa- 
mous inn at Analomink, I had many a 
happy time with the brown warriors 
living in its cool waters from the 
meadows below Charlie’s up to an old 
dam on one of the feeder streams. The 
Brodhead still offers some good trout 
fishing, and one day it may again be a 
marvelous brown-trout stream. 

In the meantime, two streams now 
offer better trout fishing, Pine Creek 
from about Galeton, Pennsylvania, in 
Potter County, through the Grand 
Canyon of Pennsylvania as far down as 
Blackwell in Tioga County and a bit be- 
yond. Pine Creek is beautiful water 
with long riffles and deep pools heavily 
stocked with brookies, rainbows, and 
browns (see “Roller Coast to Tiadagh- 
ton,” OUTDOOR LIFE, May, 1955). The 
best fishing is from about Painter Run 
down to Tiadaghton from May till mid- 
June. 

The other famous Pennsylvania trout 
stream is in the southern part of the 
state near Harrisburg—Yellow Breeches 
Creek. My third-place vote goes to 
Kettle Creek near Cross Fork—a dandy 
brown-trout stream with some fai 
rainbow fishing and a few brookies. 

The Tulpehocken Creek between 
Reading and Lebanon is good for big 
browns. North of Scranton, the Lacka- 
waxen and the nearby Shohola, both 
blue-ribbon trout waters, empty into 
the Delaware River. In the World's 
End area of Sullivan County due west 
of Scranton, flow some dandy brook 
and brown-trout streams, such as Elk 
Creek near Forksville and Shrader 
Branch on Route 414 near Powell. 


Hr is Roger Latham’s list of favor- 
ite Pennsylvania waters. Roger 
is outdoor editor of the Pittsburgh 
Press. His list gives the name of the 
fishing water followed by the name of 
the nearest town.

tream fishing for trout in New Jer- 

sey is almost all put and take, but 
some of it’s surprisingly good. I rate 
Jersey’s trout streams as follows: 
Flat Brook up in Sussex County; the 
Musconetcong flowing smack through 
Hackettstown; the South Branch of 
the Raritan, at Califon; the Pequest 
(start at Belvidere and fish upstream), 
the Paulins Kill near Blairstown, and 
finally downstate near Millville, Manan- 
tico Creek. 

There are 100 or more good put-and- 
take trout streams and ponds in New 
Jersey, most offering some pretty good 
trout fishing early in the season. Some 
are amazingly close to the bright 
lights. Less than 20 miles from New 
York City, for example, is the Hacken- 
sack River, a man-made trout stream 
supplied with hatchery-raised fish. 

New Jersey’s Lake Hopatcong, a 
little west of Dover, offers very good 
fishing for big brown trout, to those 
who know where and how to fish for 
them. It also has some rainbows that 
will hit just at sundown if you troll a 
large streamer fly just inches beneath 
the surface. They take wobbling lures 
early in the season. Later in the sea- 
son anglers score by fishing deep with 
spoons and bait. It will surprise many 
anglers to learn that this same lake 
harbors a good population of brook 
trout. But unless you know the lake 
ntimately, you'll need a guide. Trout 
aren’t the only prizes in Hopatcong. 
There are plenty of bass, both large- 
mouth and smallmouth, a few dandy 
pickerel, and loads of panfish. 

Just a short run northwest of Hopat- 
cong is Swartswood Lake, one of the 
yest bass lakes in the region. And a bit 

yrtheast of Hopatcong, along Route 
11 at the New York line, is Greenwood 
Lake—ringed with inns, boat liveries, 
and private homes. It has bass, 
pickerel, and panfish. However, this 
lake is churned to a froth by boats 
during the midsummer months. 

Not so crowded as the trout streams 
and some of the bass lakes are Jersey’s 
excellent pickerel rivers and lakes 
along the tidewater coast. Here, for 
my money, is the Garden State’s finest 
fishing (see ‘Salt-line Pickerel,” OUT- 
DOOR LIFE, January, 1959). It is over- 
looked, by-passed, and_ generally 
scorned by most Jersey anglers, prac- 
tically untouched from year to year. 
Pickerel put up a real boatside battle 
and are a barrel of fun. Besides, 
they’re fine eating when prepared 
properly. 

When I worked in New York City I

coast back of Atlantic City and fished 
| for pickerel and largemouth bass.. I 
had the time of my life. I caught them 
with bass bugs, streamers, spoons, 
| plugs, and minnows. Almost all of the 
| larger rivers that empty into the big 


| bays and sounds along this coast offer 
| hot fishing from one end of the season 
to the other. There are also excellent 
bass and pickerel ponds in this area, 
| such as the Medford Lakes at Medford, 
Union Lake at Millville, Willow Grove 
Lake at Vineland, and Wilson’s Lake at 
| Williamstown, all scarcely a good 
| stone’s throw from bustling Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington, and Trenton. 

| Just south of the Mason-Dixon Line 
lies the great Chesapeake Bay country, 
in which I had the good fortune of hav- 
ing been raised with a fishing rod in 
my hands. Composed of Maryland, the 
two Virginias, and Delaware, the area 
offers every kind of fresh-water game- 
fish in the East except northern pike. 
There may be a few of those here and 
there in West Virginia, but I don’t 
know of them. 


kip Johnson, outdoor editor of the 

Charleston Gazette, says both the 
Little Kanawha River near Grantsville 
and the Elk River near Clay, West 
Virginia, hold some good muskies. 

Skip, who’s my voice of authority for 
West Virginia, says further that the 
Mountain State currently has excellent 
smallmouth-bass fishing in the follow- 
ing waters: the South Branch of the 
Potomac River from Petersburg to the 
Maryland line, the Greenbrier River 
around Ronceverte, the Little Kanawha 
River at Grantsville, the Bluestone 
Reservoir at Hinton along with Sher- 
wood Lake at White Sulphur Springs. 
The South Branch, I might add, has 
been one of my pet smallmouth rivers 
since I can remember. 

Skip tells me something I didn't 
know, as much as I've fished that de- 
lightful country. There’s some superior 
walleye fishing in the Greenbrier River, 
in New River, and the Bluestone Reser- 
voir at Hinton. 

The cream of the Chesapeake Bay 
country’s trout fishing is all in West 
Virginia. No. 1 in my opinion, is the 
long-famous Williams River system 
with the Cranberry River system run- 
ning a close second. Both have mar- 
velous trout waters with roaring rap- 
ids, deep, quiet pools. The trout are 
browns and rainbows and—far up- 
stream—a good supply of brookies. 
There’s a dandy small stream in the 
high country known as Blackwater 
River, near Davis, below the falls. And 
there is Seneca Creek about 25 miles 
east of Elkins. 

There are some quality trout streams 
in Maryland, mainly the Youghiogheny 
River near Oakland, the Savage River 
near Frostburg, several small streams 
near Hagerstown, and in the Thur- 
mont area Big Hunting Creek, Fishing 
Creek, and Owens Creek. 

These, of course, are not anywhere 
near the hundreds of trout streams in 
the Chesapeake Country. Virginia has 
jozens in its Blue Ridge Mountains 
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and West Virginia has many more. 
There are even a few in Delaware. 

Of all the fresh-water fish in the 
Chesapeake country, however, bass 
wear the crown. The best smallmouth 
fishing in the region is in the Potomac 
and the Shenandoah rivers. My fa- 
vorite stretch of the Potomac has al- 
ways been that wonderful water be- 
tween Point of Rocks and Harpers 
Ferry. In my boyhood, a bunch of us 
used to drive up from Baltimore and 
camp on the big island upriver from 
Point of Rocks weekend after weekend 
from July 1 till it got too cold to fish 
There the river runs swift over rock 
ledges and down sparkling riffles and 
into swirling pools full of smallmouths 
There are some huge white catfish 
there, too, and plenty of panfish. 

The Shenandoah, now recovering 
from a bad case of pollution, is an- 
other good bass river. Like the Po- 
tomac, you can wade much of it. 

Sharing the limelight with the small- 
mouth in the Chesapeake Country, is 
his heftier cousin the largemouth bass 
This splendid fighter seems to be every- 
where, even within the very shadow 
of the great seaport of Baltimore. In 
fact, there’s hardly a river emptying 
into Chesapeake Bay that doesn’t some- 
where in its waters offer pretty good 
fishing for bass, pickerel (locally called 
pike) and panfish. Many a monstrous 
old largemouth have I hauled out from 
under the duck blinds in those rivers. 

This region is blessed with so many 
largemouth waters I can only mention 
a representative few. From my own 
experience, the best of the largemouth 
waters that empty directly into the 
Chesapeake are the mighty Susque- 
hanna, Gunpowder, Bush, and Potomac 
rivers and tributaries on the western 
shore. On the eastern shore, I vote 
for the Elk, Sassafras, Bohemia, and 
Transquaking rivers and tributaries 
They are practically unfished. The 
striped-bass fishing in this area is so 
good that most local anglers and visit- 
ing fishermen overlook the largemouth 
bass and pickerel fishing. But it’s 
there, and it’s something to experience 
if you’re a bass man. Warning: take 
your own boat. I’ve always had trou- 
ble renting a small boat in that area 


ther largemouth and pickerel hot- 

spots are upper reaches of the 
Chester, Wye, Tred Avon, Choptank, 
Nanticoke, Wicomico, and Pocomoke 
rivers, as well as dozens of the weedy 
ponds that pepper the shore. Bill Bur- 
ton, outdoor editor of the Baltimore 
Sun, told me this about the Pocomoke 
pickerel: ‘‘They take surface plugs 
and jointed underwater lures fished 
right off the shore. Many pickerel are 
nearly a yard long.” 

This is a remarkable span of coun- 
try—-the big region south from the 
St. Lawrence Seaway to the Virginia 
coast. Everybody knows about its 
great cities, industrial plants, and the 
maze of highways and railroads. The 
wondrous thing is that amid all this 
man-made turmoil are a thousand frag- 
ments of wilderness that offer some of 
the world’s best fishing. THE END

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Late at night campers with cars 
full of fussy youngsters were still ar- 
riving, driving round and round try- 
ing to find an unfilled spot, and many 
just parking and sleeping in their cars. 
Then cars started roaring out even be- 
fore daylight to get in line for a site 
back at the regular camping area 
when somebody moved out. 

It wasn’t unusual to wake up and 
find a late arrival’s car blocking your

proved vote-getters. As one National 
Park Service official points out, how- 
funds for new camping areas may 
become important vote-getters. 
Another argument often raised against 
using public money for camping areas 
is that it appears to be spent for a 
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limited segment of the population. 
Actually public camping areas are for 
the use of anyone who cares to enjoy 
them, just as are so many of the proj- 
ects that are more popular with legis- 
lators. 

The state officials concerned with 
camping, to whom I wrote after return- 
ing from our trip, were almost unani- 
mous in their statements that they are 
handicapped by lack of funds and by 
lack of interest of the budget-planners 
in the problems of campers. 

In answer to my question, “Has the 
public been oversold on camping?”’ 
Robert D. Espeseth, Wisconsin park 
planner, said, “It is difficult to say 
whether the public has been ‘oversold’ 
on camping or whether the fault has 
been with the public agencies for not 
being able to keep up with the demand. 
We all know that these increases [in 
campers] were predicted to some extent 
and that future increases are certain. 
Still with all this known, money and 
materials are still not available to the 
park and recreation agencies through- 
out the country. I believe that the pub- 
lic has not been ‘oversold’ as much 
as our parks and recreation areas have 
been ‘undersold’ by the legislators, 
administrators, and the public through 
a general apathy and lack of action. 
We have many areas which could

Joe M. Clark, superintendent of the 
New Mexico State Park Commission, 
emphasizes that it’s often hard to pro- 
vide even meager improvements: ‘The 
mere details of grading the sites, build- 
ing access roads, piping water nearby, 
and in some cases hauling wood, con- 
structing fireplaces, benches and tables 
or shelters, and cleaning the area 
regularly can be fairly expensive, how- 
ever well planned and carefully super- 
vised.” 

Other letters frankly stated that 
money won't be forthcoming for addi- 
tional camping facilities unti! campers 
prove that they need them. 

One way to get money for develop- 
ing and maintaining campsites would 
be to charge a camping fee, or to boost 
the fee if there already is one. Maine, 
which has charged $1 a night per site, 
finds that this has resulted in an oper- 
ating loss. Such losses have been made 
up from a general fund. Other states 
charge less, and some state or federal- 
ly operated campsites have no charge 
other than one for entering the park 
itself. Fees for camping in national 
parks cannot be charged without an 


camping if we

act of Congress, because part of the 
original congressional action was to 
stipulate free camping in all such areas. 

Many campers, aware of the cost of 
building and maintaining camping 
areas, are in favor of some sort of di- 
rect charge. For example, a survey by 
the Wisconsin Conservation Depart- 
ment in 1958 indicated that 53.6 per- 
cent of park visitors had definite ideas 
on how to finance a better state park 
system, 46.4 percent had no sugges- 
tions at all. Some 19.1 percent of the 
park visitors favored indirect charges, 
but 34.5 per cent were in favor of di- 
rect charges. Visitors suggesting di- 
rect charges lined up this way: 17.1 
percent were for an annual windshield 
sticker, 13.1 percent for a daily fee, 
and 4.3 percent for a higher camping 
fee. 


I am 100 percent in favor of higher 
direct fees wherever they're justified, 
and here is why. I'd much rather pay 
$1 a night for a good place to camp 
than I would to avoid the charge but 
have no place—or a very poor one—to 
camp. It seems to me that a fee for a 
designated and exclusive site in a well- 
run area would be a good investment 
any night, as long as the money went 
for a better camping area. Even if the 
fee were $2 a night, it would still make 
for an inexpensive vacation. With 
that additional money, much more 
could be provided for campers. 

A case in point: many privately 
owned campsites are springing up all 
over the country, particularly in the 
Northeast, and especially in Maine. In 
that state, the private campsite oper- 
ators have more individual campsites 
than have all of Maine’s state parks 
combined. Tax money from _ these 
privately owned camps goes into the 
state coffers, so they save the taxpayer 
money. And for a fee of $2 a night, 
you have many advantages in such 
privately operated grounds. For ex- 
ample, you can reserve a site in ad- 
vance, usually impossible at a state 
or federally operated camping ground. 

True, many of these private oper- 
ators also run stores which sell food, 
ice, fuel, and camping supplies, and 
they also rent boats. Campers pay ex- 
tra for these supplies and services. But 
extra charges for such services are 
also the rule in public camps. Many 
public camping areas, however, don’t 
have any of these facilities within 
miles, and it is of great help to have 
them close at hand. 

One of the greatest problems on our 
trip was the seemingly simple matter 
of getting ice for our icebox. In most 
camping areas ice was impossible to 
get, and in others more of our food 
would have spoiled had it not been 
for restaurant operators and others 
who sold us buckets of ice cubes. I 
still recall with a faint touch of nau- 
sea the time I cleaned out an icebox 
stocked with butter, meat, and milk on 
the south rim of the Grand Canyon 
after two days without ice at tempera- 
tures over 100°. 

Before you start out on such a tour, 
get in touch with the National Ice As- 


sociation, 810 18th Street, N. W., Wash- | 
ington, D. C., for a list of ice vendors | 
in the area where you will travel and| 
camp. It may be of considerable help. | 
The New England Ice Association at 
182 Center Street, Rumford, R. I., can} 
furnish you with a booklet listing ice 
vendors throughout the New England | 
area. Although there aren’t many of | 
these vendors yet, the list is increasing; | 
knowing where to find one may save | 
you not only money but a mess. 

The availability of food, fuel, and ice | 
at all public camping areas would not 
only be a great convenience, but would 
also probably have the additional ad- 
vantage of dispersing the campers and | 
preventing overcrowding in the few 
areas where such things are already 
available. I know of no list of all 
camping areas telling which of these 
services are available there, but per- 
haps the future will produce one. 

Private camping areas are usually 
fine for the family with small children 
who must have fresh milk. Such areas 
are also usually well run, restricted as 
to the number of campers, designed 
for a maximum of privacy, and—if 
water is handy—you will usually find 
boats and motors for rent at reasonable 
rates. 

Those who would prefer wilderness 
camping areas should take into ac- 
count that many paper and lumber 
companies have opened up some of 
their vast holdings of wilderness to 
campers who agree to be careful with 
fire and observe company regulations. 
According to James M. McClellan, chief 
forester for American Forest Products 
Industries, 37,708,269 acres of com- 
mercial timberlands owned by forest 
industries are open to the public for 
camping. These areas, while generally 
far from stores and other conveniences, 
offer real backwoods camping thrills. 

The situation at national and state 
parks is not entirely discouraging pro- 
vided fast and intelligent action is 
taken and funds are made available as 
soon as possible to speed up the ex- 
pansion of present areas and the de- 
velopment of new ones. Right now the 
National Park Service is spending 
$60,000,000 a year on its 10-year Mis- 
sion 66 to “preserve the natural beau- 
ties and values of our national parks 
and monuments, while at the same time 
providing for their maximum use and 
enjoyment,” according to Conrad L. 
Wirth, National Park Service director. 
We saw substantial evidence of this 
great project’s success at many na- 
tional parks. 


oo 66 is aimed at handling an 
anticipated 80,000,000 annual vis- 
itors to our national parks by 1966. It’s| 
reasonable to wonder, though, how this | 
will be possible when last year’s 62,- 
500,000 visitors couldn’t be adequately 
handled. 

Nobody, of course, can precisely pre- 
dict the rate of camper increase 
through the years ahead. However, | 
with part of this $60,000,000 a year or| 
small additional funds—much more 
could be done of immediate benefit to

portion of national-park visitors. I’m 
thinking of such armies as last year’s 
more than 1,200,000 visitors to Yosem- 
ite National Park, California. Half 
of them were overnight visitors in 
cabins or campsites—a _ staggering 
number of persons to handle with ade- 
quate facilities, and almost impossible 
under the present conditions. 

Many of our National Park camping 
areas are splendid. In this category I’d 
include Bryce Canyon National Park, 
Utah; Colter Bay site in the Grand 
Teton National Park, Wyoming; Camp 
15 in Yosemite National Park, Cali- 
fornia (one of the very first well- 
| planned campsites); and some of those 
at Mesa Verde National Park, Colorado. 
Many others, however, were poorly 
planned years ago, and are now im- 
possibly overcrowded and completely 
inadequate. The latter condition, of 
course, is not the fault of the Park 
Service. 

In many parks we saw brand-new 
and elaborately constructed ‘visitor 
centers,” modern in design and land- 
scaped to perfection. But in one place, 
right across the road, was a new camp- 
site all finished but unopened for lack 
of funds for roads and because the 
toilet and wash facilities were not yet 
completed. This was on the south rim 
of the Grand Canyon during the last 
few days of July—the height of the 
camping season. The loop roads were 
| in, the spur roads, tables, benches, fire- 
grills and rubbish baskets all installed, 
but not a single camper could use it. A 
couple of miles back, the only camp- 
ground in the area was horribly over- 
crowded, a line of camper’s cars was 
waiting for somebody to leave. The 
harried attendant did his best to put 
them somewhere. Many did as we did 
and hired from the local concessionaire 
a rather pitiful cabin that must have 
been built decades ago. 

At Mead Lake in Arizona, we saw 
mobs of campers crammed into a hot 
and dusty “jungle” while a few rods 
away stood a new and vacant camping 
area complete with tables and benches, 
but with a “closed” sign unexplainably 
blocking the entrance. 


O” thing that would help a lot at 
many national parks would be for 
gateman at the park entrance to be 
advised which camp areas were full 
and which could still take a few more 


campers. At Jenny Lake in the Grand 
Teton, Wyoming, area, we were told to 
“just drive around and pick out a num- 
| bered tent site and then come back and 
register.’ We did drive around, and 
| around again, only to find that every 
site was occupied, and then some. We 
returned to the entrance and reported 
this to the young man on duty. “Well, 
how about that?” he said, and went 
back to his book. We might have 
driven half way to the next tenting 
area by the time we found out what 
| the gateman should have already 
| Known. 

| The camping situation is critical, 
and it’s certain to get worse unless 
| campers themselves do something 
| about it. Camping taxpayers, via let- 
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ters and telegrams to their govern- 
mental representatives, can encourage 
the earmarking of more money for 
camping areas in their home states and 
in national parks. These officials should 
be encouraged to visit local camping 
areas during camping seasons to see 
for themselves the conditions confront- 
ing campers. 

Joe E. Clark, superintendent of the 
New Mexico State Park Commission 
said in his letter to me, “We anticipate 
having more campers than we'll be able 
to accommodate the way we'd like 
throughout the coming decade.” This 
may easily apply to every popular 
camping state unless we work to offset 
the crisis in camping. 

Let’s not allow overcrowding and 
lack of facilities to endanger one of 
the greatest mass. recreation pro- 
grams ever taken up by the American 
family. THE END

My fifth arrow split the 
bobcat’s skull, killing him almost in- 
stantly. 

The cat no sooner hit the ground 
than the dogs savagely tore into him. 
I was worried that they’d get cut on 
my razor-sharp broadhead. They didn’t, 
however, even though the arrow was 
chewed to pieces. 

Bill tied the cat’s legs together for 
packing and we climbed back up the 
mountain. We saw cat scratches all 
along the ridge. Rain the day before 
made scent trails easy for the hounds. 
They were soon on another chase. 

The chase was short. The hounds 
treed a bobcat halfway down the 
mountain. 

As Duane and I were circling to 
shoot, the cat charged down the tree. 
Dan and Bill fired at the streaking 
predator and missed. 

I felt bad in letting this bobcat get 
away, because the Sutherlands make 
good use of each $5 bounty and feed 
the meat to their hounds. But my con- 
cern was premature. The fast hounds 
pushed the cat hard and treed him 
again in a stand of redwoods above the 
South Fork of the Eel River.

out in that enormous black void some- 
thing is about to seize the lure at the 
next instant. Playing a fish in the 
darkness, anticipating its movement 
solely through the sense of feel, and 
not seeing the quarry until the very 
end, ranks as one of the most exciting 
fishing experiences. 

After years of surf casting, one de- 
velops a sort of sixth sense in night 
fishing that sometimes seems to tell the 
angler a fish is about to strike. One 
evening I scurried down a high cliff to 
that rocky section of beach known as 
Caswell’s, about a mile west of the) 
Montauk Point Light. The majestic) 
sweep of the great light periodically | 
illuminated the amphitheaterlike in-| 
dentation of Driftwood Cove and the| 
rocky ramparts of King’s Point to the 
east of where I stood on a rock com- 
manding the reef in front of Caswell’s 
and the deeper water of the Cove to my 
left. 

In the beam of my headlight, as I 
clipped a darting plug to my line, a 
swarm of spearing skittered across 
the surface in alarm. A thrill of antici- 
pation prickled down my spine as I 
sent the plug shooting beyond the 
breakers. I retrieved five feet, seven 
feet; the plug should be wriggling up 
to the edge of the reef now, I thought. 
Now! If ever a fish should hit, it had 
to be this instant! My hands tightened 
on the rod a second before it dipped 
and nodded to the strike of a striped 
bass. Other bass I’d caught had pulled 
the scales down lower, had fought 
harder and longer, but I never got a 
greater thrill than from the unforget- 
table time when a fish had to strike— 
and did. 

Best tides to fish is a subject of end- 
less debate among surf fishermen. 
Fortunately, stripers can’t read tide 
tables, so despite the theories of some 
“experts,”’ anglers are not limited to 
fishing a few hours of each day, at 
least not in most localities. In some 
places, however, water and fishing 
conditions are radically altered by the 
phase of the tide. Typical is inlet fish- 
ing, which is almost always better on 
the ebb than on the flood tide. The 
reason is that as the bay water lowers, 
baitfish, crabs, squid, and other prey 
are swept seaward in the onrushing 
current. Stripers and other gamefish 
often gather to ambush the small fry. 
High tides are preferable for fishing 
spots that would be too shallow to hold 
large fish at low water. Conversely, 
certain areas can be reached only by 
wading out at low water, such as 
Matunuck in Rhode Island, Jones Reef 
in Montauk, and certain sandbars near 
Race Point, Cape Cod. A less fre- 
quently encountered situation is where 
a “set” or current occurs at a given 
point during a specific tide. Typical 
of this is the area off the lighthouse 
at Montauk, which has a turbulent rip 
on the last two hours of rising tide, 
while a few hundreds yards away, the 
North Bar and Jones Reef have a

Dirty, discolored water, usually the 
result of prolonged, strong offshore 
winds, storms, or very heavy rainfalls, 
will make it difficult to see bottom for- 
mations, but as this condition usually 
kills fishing anyway, it doesn’t matter 
much. Extremely clear water, re- 
ferred to as “gin clear,” generally will 
ruin daytime fishing, especially if 
coupled with a calm sea. However, 
night fishing remains a good bet. Most 
anglers favor water with a slight 
clear-amber cast, commonly known as 
“champagne water.” 


| ee subject under debate by surf 
fishermen is the effect phases 
of the moon have upon fishing. From 
my own experience, and that of many 
long-time bass fishermen, fastest ac- 
tion usually takes place from five to 
three days before a new or full moon, 
and the same period after. In practice, 
if the full moon occurs on the night of 
the 15th of the month, look for good 
fishing on the 10th, 11th, and 12th, then 
again on the 18th, 19th, and 20th. 
However, this does not mean fishing 
must be slow at other times, or that 
there is any guarantee of catching fish 
on the favored evenings. The theory, 
based on records of fishing results col- 
lected over many years, merely reflects 
some slight indication of increased 
catches at certain times. Even the 
record-keepers admit they fish when- 
ever they can. 

One objection to those nights border- 
ing on the new moon is that phospho- 
rescence in the water, caused by cer- 
tain tiny animals called plankton, is 
then most pronounced. These organisms, 
which glow when disturbed, bathe any 
moving object in light. The effect is that 
lures and lines cut a swatch of light 
through the water, creating a most un- 
natural appearance. Phosphorescence 
seems most prevalent in late summer 
and fall. 

At times, however, fishing can be 
excellent, even in highly phosphores- 
cent water. I remember one dark night 
many years ago when, while I was 
fishing near Sandy Hook, New Jersey, 
there was so much plankton I could 
clearly see the explosion of light my 
lure made as it hit the water some 
80 yards from where I stood. Minutes 
after I began casting, I was amazed 
to hook a good fish which traced a 
fiery path as it rushed through the 
water. During the next few hours I 
tied into two more big fish. The last 
one somersaulted on the surface, leav- 
ing a glowing trail of fire that looked 
like Halley’s comet. I'll never know 
how big any of those bass were. I 
dropped them all, as surf fishermen 
say—-meaning I lost them. 

Winds, too, have great effects on 
surf fishing. My preference is for fair- 
ly stiff winds during the day, and 
gentle breezes at night. Also, unless 
the wind is too strong to cast against,

other fishermen will in time pay off in 
information. 

Local tackle dealers, anxious for 
their customers to catch fish, are the 
most willing and reliable sources of in- 
formation. But, they’re in business to 
make money, so be sure to buy some- 
thing before deluging a busy tackle- 
man with questions. 

In one respect, the beginning surf 


| fisherman has an edge over his fresh- 


water colleagues. Instead of the be- 


wildering array of styles, brands, 
colors, sizes, weights of trout and 
black-bass lures, the striped bass fish- 
erman has only to choose between per- 
haps a dozen different plugs, and about 
25 varieties of metal lures. From 
these, he should narrow his selection 
to include two each of the four types 
of plugs, (surface swimmers, under- 
water swimmers, poppers, and darting 
plugs) and three each of three or four 
types of squids. Thus, the _ well- 
equipped striper angler need never 
own more than 20 artificials. 

Surface swimmers are among the 
oldest types of salt-water lures, and 
they probably still account for more 
stripers than any others. They are 
relatively large, made of plastic or 
wood, and have a generous-size lip or 
metal plate attached to the underside 
of the head, which accounts for their 
wriggling surface action. Good night 
or day, their tantalizing wiggle seems 
to attract cruising bass from quite a 
distance. Often boat fishermen report 
bass attracted by the gurgling sound 
and vibrations of the lure from 50 or 
more feet away. Surface swimmers 
should be reeled slowly, about one 
revolution of the reel handle a second. 
A refinement is to work the plug by 
jerking the rod tip backward every few 
seconds. The theory here is that a 
following bass will believe the plug is 
attempting to escape when he sees it 
spurt ahead, and will immediately 
strike. 

Underwater swimmers are shaped 
much the same as the surface models, 
but are equipped with a lip sloping for- 
ward to a greater degree. Although 
they generally float when at rest, they 
plane downward when retrieved, due 
to the angle of the lip. They are used 
in much the same manner as surface 
swimmers, except that in deep water, 
when the angler wants more depth, 
speeding the retrieve will bring the 
plugs closer to the bottom. One rela- 
tively new model has a U-shaped cut 
in the head, eliminating the usual 
metal lip. The advantage is that this 
lure will cast farther than others, be- 
cause of the resulting decrease in wind 
resistance. Underwater swimmers are 
most effective at night. 

Poppers are similar to their fresh- 
water ancestors, but they carry extra 
weight in the tail for more casting 
distance. Poppers are the favorite day- 
time plug of many fine surfmen, and 
they rate high at dawn, dusk, and 
bright nights as well. 


f the technique of working a popper 

is an art—as many maintain—-then 
John Kronuch, owner of a tackle shop 
at Montauk, is a virtuoso. The im- 
portant thing, he claims, is to set up a 
rhythmic pumping of the rod, mean- 
while reeling at high speed. 

Several summers ago, Johnny found 
himself overstocked on poppers. Sta- 
tioning Emma, his wife, at the cash 
register, he set out for the lighthouse 
on a bright Sunday afternoon. A large 
group of surf casters were bait fishing 
for tautog, porgies, and other panfish 
when John sent his popper flying be- 





yond the breakers. The plug writhed, 
splashed, and twisted in the water like 
a mortally wounded baitfish. Almost 
immediately a trio of keen-eyed gulls 
were deceived by the masterful pres- 
entation and dived, screeching to the 
attack. A bass beat them to it. A 
crowd had gathered by the time 
Kronuch gaffed the small striper. He 
allowed them plenty of time to see his 
lure before casting again. Next, he 
caught a bluefish, then two more bass. 
By this time, swarms of fishermen, all 
equipped with shiny new poppers, were 
casting from adjacent rocks. Next 
morning, John ordered more poppers 
to fill his depleted stock. 


yee plugs, once the handmade 
“secret weapon” of a few success- 
ful surfmen, are now available in all 
coastal tackle shops. This type of lure 
has a long, streamlined wooden body, 
with a notched nose and a flat planing 
area on top of the head, extending 
about halfway to the tail. The point 
of line attachment is near the top of 
the head, which gives the lure a slight 
twitching action along with a tendency 
to make sudden small changes in direc- 
tion. 

Darting lures, while not as active as 
other plugs, rate high in effectiveness, 
especially at night in rips when the 
current accentuates their action. Most 
effective method under these conditions 
is to cast directly across the current, 
and retrieve at dead-slow speed while 
the lure swings around in an arc. 
When the plug is facing the current, or 
downstream, as fresh-water anglers 
would say, retrieve and cast again. 

Working a darting plug in current- 
less water is an art, due to the tend- 
ency of this plug to turn over if moved 
too fast and to lose all action when 
retrieved too slowly. Incoming waves 
move the plug shoreward, causing 
slack in the line and reducing speed, 
while the undertow preceding a wave 
increases the lure’s speed in relation 
to the water. The remedy is to slow 
or stop the retrieve when increased 
drag indicates the lure is being pulled 
too fast, and to crank at a higher rate 
of speed when slack line is felt. This, 
of course, applies to all lures, but is 
most important with darting plugs, 
which are supersensitive regarding the 
speed of the retrieve. 

Striped-bass plugs are made in a 
wide variety of colors, including, in 
order of their popularity, blue, white, 
red-and-white, yellow, red, green, green- 
and-yellow, black-and-silver, and black. 
Personally, I favor blue in all types of 
plugs, with the addition of yellow dart- 
ing plugs, red and red-and-white sur- 
face swimmers, and black underwater 
swimmers. But blue is the basic color. 
I don’t believe color makes much dif- 
ference in fast-moving surface plugs, 
such as poppers. 

Metal lures include tin squids, 
chrome-plated squids, and various pat- 
ented lures generally made of stainless 
steel. Most squids are fish-shaped, flat 
on top, and rounded or keeled on the 
bottom. Long, slender models, com- 


monly called sand-eel squids, tend to

| ride deep, while the more flattened, 
chunky “mullet” squids work closer to 
the surface. Fishermen should have a 
|few of each type. Chrome-plated 
| squids are composed mainly of a heavy 
'alloy similar to printing-type metal, 
and they sink deeper than lighter 
models molded of tin. Chrome is also 
brighter than tin, which is an advan- 
tage, but in time the plating chips or 
peels away, making them less effec- 
tive. Dull tin squids can be brightened 
by rubbing with a piece of fine steel 
| wool. 
| Most squids nowadays have a swing- 
| ing hook attached to a brass loop set 
| in the squid. The hook is adorned with 
| feathers or bucktail which adds to the 
|lure’s attractiveness. Models with 
| hooks molded rigidly into the lure 
| should carry a strip of pork rind. 


| Dzite their relatively high price, 
| stainless-steel lures have achieved 
| wide popularity due to their durability 
and effectiveness. A few, along with a 
complement of the various types of 
| squids and plugs, should be carried by 
all surf fishermen. 

All metal lures are worked at fairly 
| high speeds, and they account for most 
| fish taken during the day. Except for 
|the broad, flat types, which are very 

active in the water, squids should be 
| pumped or jerked every few turns of 
the reel handle, to give them more ac- 
tion. To improve their efficiency, stop 
| the cast an instant before the lure will 
| hit the water, and begin retrieving 
| immediately. This will put the squid in 
motion the moment it alights and also 
will prevent snagging in rocky bottoms. 

Even purists who refuse to fish with 
natural bait condescend to use the 
rigged eel, rationalizing by saying that 
the dead, snakelike fish is worked like 
| a lure, rather than being left lying on 
bottom to attract fish—as in the case 
with other baits. Whatever the excuse, 
rigged eels rank beyond dispute as 
the most consistent producers of big 
stripers. They’re rigged in a wide va- 
riety of styles and sizes, and are avail- 
able in most tackle shops. 

Much controversy surrounds the 
question of how to fish a rigged eel. I 
crank them in slowly and steadily, 
with a slow back-and-forth pumping 
of the rod tip, which causes the eel to 
| pause, then swim slowly along the 
| bottom. In rocky areas, I reel a bit 
faster to prevent snagging. Other 
anglers contend a moderate or slow 
| retrieve with no rod action is better. 

Though some surf casters refuse to 
use natural baits, there are times when 
the only way to catch stripers is to 
give them meat. The most widely used 
bait is squid, which is a firm, clean, in- 
| expensive, and widely available mol- 
|lusk resembling the octopus. Most 
bait and tackle dealers carry frozen 
squid, or they may often be purchased 
in fish markets catering to Italian 
customers. Small squids, about five 
inches long, used whole, make won- 
derful baits. Larger squids can be cut 
into strips, or only the head and ten- 
tacles may be used. 

Marine worms are also fine bait. 
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Bloodworms or sandworms, often three 
or four to the hook, have taken many 
large fish, especially on Cape Cod 
beaches. The calico or lady crab rates 
as a highly effective bait. These 
spotted crustaceans can be raked out 
of shallow water in sandy areas at low 
tide. 

Shedder crabs are top-notch. Old 
beach hands can identify shedders at a 
glance by their plump, almost-bursting- 
out-of-their-shell look. Also, if one 
flexes the “‘points’”’ on each side of their 
shell, a certain looseness identifies 
them. Small shedders can be used 
whole, while large ones should be cut 
in half. The edible bluecraw crab in 
the shedder stage makes a good, but 
somewhat expensive bait. 

The whole meat of a skimmer clam 
—the big sea clam frequently found 
on the beach after storms—is a favor- 
ite bait on Long Island and New Jersey. 
Other less frequently used natural 
baits are whole small mullet, sand eels, 
cut menhaden, sand bugs, and rock- 
lobster tails. 

One contribution channel-bass fisher- 
men have made to striped bassing is 
the fish-finder rig for natural baits. A 
simple but efficient rig of this type 
can be made by attaching a link to a 
sinker, threading the line through the 
upper loop, and then tying on a swivel 
too large to slip through the link. Tie 
the leader and hook to the swivel, and 
the job is completed. The advantage 
of this rig is that the fish can swim off 
with the bait without pulling along a 
suspiciously heavy sinker. Allow the 
bass plenty of time to swallow the bait, 
then hit him hard. The most popular 
striper hook is a 6/0 O’Shaugnessy tied 
to a 24-inch, 50-pound-test monofila- 
ment leader. 

Now for the “secret weapon” of the 
successful striper fishermen. It is per- 
sistence. You can’t catch fish unless 
your line is wet, so keep laying it out 
beyond the breakers. Then, whe: you 
get too tired to continue, watch the 
water, and if possible keep in sight of 
other fishermen. 

There’s no drug that can put energy 
and ambition back into a tired surf- 
man as fast as a slashing school of 
stripers sending showers of muliet 
into the air while a screeching, wheel- 
ing flock of terns dives into the 
slaughter for scraps. THE END 


Boiled Beef Tongue 


nt beef tongue gives variety to 
camp meals. Before you cook a 
smoked tongue, soak it severa! hours 
in water; if you’re in a hurry, parboil 
it 30 minutes. Then pour off water to 
get rid of salt, and eontinue cooking in 
fresh water. A tongue weighing 4 or 5 
lb. should be simmered over low heat 
for 3 to 4 hours. When tines of a fork 
penetrate easiiy, put tongue in cold 
water to loosen the skin. Peel off skin 
and cut sway roots of tongue. Can he 
eaten hot or ccid with horseradish 
sauce, chili sauce, or catsup. It will 
keep without refrigeration in warm 
weather at least 2 week and sometimes 
longer. 





FISHING THE LOOP

who come to this Maine community to 
fish, this loop of river and its connect- 
ing lakes is known as the Bow. And 
while the Jackman wilderness area 
offers trout and salmon fishing in a 
wealth of lakes, ponds, and streams, the 
Bow trip is conceded to be the entire 
region’s piéce de résistance. 

Last June I went around the Bow 
with guide Guy Dyer and my young 
hunting and fishing partner Pete Ter- 
williger. Pete operates a filling sta- 
tion and garage and lives next door to 
me in Pittsford, Vt. I divide my time 
between teaching children at a local 
institution, hunting and fishing, and 
writing. 

I have fished the Moose River four 
successive years now, and have come 
to know it fairly well. This was my 
first Bow trip, however, and I'll try 
not to bore you with a cast-by-cast ac- 
count of the wonderful fishing we had. 
Since you may be hankering to get 
measured for a trip of this sort, I’m 
going to report as objectively as I can, 
and try to pass along helpful informa- 
tion of the how, where, and when va- 
riety. So here we go around the Bow 
on a dry run—and I do mean dry. 

An inquiry addressed to the Jackman 
Chamber of Commerce will produce a 
listing of camps in the area which in- 
clude the Bow trip on your agenda. 
The camp of your choice will then serve 
as outfitter—-furnishing grub, bedding, 
canoe, and guide. You need take with 
you only fishing tackle, waders, cloth- 
ing, toilet articles, and, most certainly, 
a camera. Stop-overs are made at 
camps maintained along the river for 
that purpose, and you sleep between 
sheets each night and have a tight 
roof over your head. 

Costs very slightly among the vari- 
ous camps, but the tab for everything 
but your guide will run around $12 a 
day. The guide’s fee is another $12, 
but he will guide for two. Thus, if 
you're splitting the cost with someone, 
the daily tally is around $18 apiece. If 
you’re on the river five days, about 
right for a leisurely trip with plenty 
of time for fishing, and you each slip 
the guide a 10-spot, the total comes to 
an even $100 each. Where you can get 
more fishing for the money, I don’t 
know. 

Your trip will begin by crossing 
Attean Lake by boat. You will then 
carry your supplies to Holeb Pond, a 
distance of only a mile over an easy 
trail. Your canoe will probably be 
waiting at Holeb, your guide having 
carried it across the day before. You 
now cross Holeb and follow its short 
outlet—Hoieb Stream-—-down to the 
Moose River. 

At this junction the river starts a 
wide loop of about 40 miles and then 
eurls back and runs into Attean Lake. 
This leop is your route—the Bow trip 
and, after about five days of unhurried 
fishing, it will put you right back 
where you started. Holeb Pond actual- 
ly drains into Attean, but it does so

via Holeb Stream and that long loop 
of the Moose. Thus the waters of one 
lake travel some 40 miles to reach a 
sister lake only a mile distant. It’s 
downstream every inch of the way and 
Incidentally, 


| continues on through a chain of lakes 
and eventually empties into Moosehead 
Lake about 30 miles east of Jackman. 

As you proceed downstream you will 
be too busy with your fly rod to marvel 
|at the minor miracle of topography 
| which you are currently exploiting. 
You'll pick up a trout here and there 
as you go along, but, if all goes well, 
it will be at Baker Ledge spring hole 
| that you'll cut your first real slice of 
cake. 


he hole nestles at the base of a 

sheer cliff and is connected with 
the river by a narrow neck. The trout 
seem to find it without the slightest 
difficulty. This will be your first stop- 
over, a camp being maintained only a 
short distance away. The concentra- 
tion of trout in this famous spot is 
sometimes fantastic. You will be in a 
position to fish it during the evening 
and again the following morning. 

“Best luck I ever had here was a 
few years back when I was guiding a 
fellow well into his 80’s,” Guy Dyer 
told me. ‘He took a trout on his first 
| cast, and they never quit until he'd 
| landed 67. They ran all the way from 
|10 inches to three pounds, and you 
saw a fellow as tickled as that 
‘I'm 10 years younger al- 
he’d holler. Then he'd cast 
trout. And you 
know, out of those 67 trout I had a 
hard time getting him to save enough 
for supper.” 

Hitting such a jackpot is excep- 
tional, of course. Nevertheless, there 
are many spots along the course where, 
as at Baker Ledge, the fish tend to 
congregate, and you can usually rely 
on getting fast action in each. You 
aren’t likely to pick as many as 60 
from a single spot, but you'll take a 
trout. They should top out 
at around three pounds—more, if 
you’ve been living exactly right. 

Your next stop-over will be at Holeb 
Here the river drops some 60 
feet in a succession of falls, or pitches, 
serving as 
holding spots for trout. This is also 
where you should make your first con- 
tact with landlocked salmon. Except 
for an occasional fish that may make 
his way over, the falls mark the up- 
stream limit of their range. 

Just above the falls the river splits, 
the lesser branch being known as the 
Back Channel. This, too, affords some 
good fishing, with the pool where the 
the 


| ready,’ 


Due to the wealth of fine water in 
the immediate vicinity, it is customary 





to spend two nights at Holeb Falls. In 
| addition to the river fishing, there is 
| some very fine pond fishing to be had 
|nearby at the expense of very little 
| effort. A carry of no more than a 
| quarter of a mile will take you to First 


Tobey, with Second Tobey only slight- 
ly farther beyond. The ponds are sei- 
dom fished, and both are well populated 
with brilliant squaretails. Second Tobey 
is supposed to hold the larger fish, but 
Pete and I had our best iuck in the 
nearer pond. Guy Dyer held us just 
off a tiny inlet where we proceeded to 
take trout two at a time, beautifully 
colored, and running up to a pound. 

From Holeb Falls downstream you 
are in salmon water. The trout are 
there too, of course, but you never 
know when you set the hook whether 
your fish is going to bore for the bot- 
tom or come soaring aloft in a vibrant 
flash of silver. It’s a prospect that 
makes for exciting fishing, believe me. 

Spencer Rips are famous for their 
big trout and salmon, and it is here 
that you'll probably spend your last 
night. Downstream lie Attean Rips, a 
quarter of a mile stretch of fast water. 
Since this stretch lies close to Attean 
Lake, it gets fished somewhat harder 
than the more remote waters you have 
covered. But, by the same token, trout 
and salmon find it handy to run up 
from the lake for a bit cf freshening up 
in fast water, so you don’t need to 
worry about it being fished out. A 
couple of parties were fishing there 
when Pete and I came along. Never- 
theless, we took some dandy trout and 
several salmon as well. 

You can fish out the day at Attean 
Falls, for it’s only a short run from 
there down to Attean Lake and your 
starting point. You'll wind up your 
trip in a setting of scenic grandeur 
and beauty that, for my money, is un- 
surpassed. Attean Lake is dotted with 
over 40 islands and surrounded by the 
mountains which have caused the 
Jackman region to be known as the 
Switzerland of Maine. You couldn’t 
bow out amid more inspiring surround- 
ings. 


| apie River is open to fly fishing, 
spinning, bait casting, and stiil- 
fishing. Legaily, you can ply it with 
any conventional tackle and methods. 
But so wonderful is the sport to be 
had from fly fishing that it seems al- 
most sacrilegious to use anything but 
a fly rod. You should, however, go 
prepared to fish streamers, wet flies, 
and dry flies. Since Moose River trout 
and salmon feed heavily on smelt and 
minnows, streamers and bucktails are 
always a good bet. But there are 
plenty of times when small wet flies 
will outfish the smeitlike creations. 
Not only that, there are other times 
when the trout, and even the salmon, 
want nothing but dry flies. If you hit 
a day when those landlocked salrnon 
are surface minded, things are likely 
to happen that you'll be a long time 
forgetting. 

In your streamer assortment it’s best 
to have sizes ranging through 8, 6, and 
4. Patterns such as the Gray Ghost, 
Nine-Three, Supervisor, Mickey Finn, 
and White Marabou are good produc- 
ers. Wet flies in sizes 8 and 10 will 
fill the bill. I like rather heavily 
dressed flies for this north-country 
fishing, and you won’t go wrong if 





you stick to such old stand-bys as the 
Montreal, Royal Coachman, Silver 
Doctor, March Brown, and the like. I 
have had my dry-fly fishing with No. 
10 and No. 12 flies. Pattern doesn’t 
seem to be too important, but you do 
want well-hackied flies that won't 
duck under in rough water. Incidental- 
ly, don't wait until you see rising fish 
to try them. Both trout and salmon 
will sometimes go for them when no 
insects are hatching 

The best time to take the Bow trip 
is undoubtedly during the last half of 
May or during June. And this brings 
us to the only unpieasant note in the 
whole tune—black flies. This period 
takes in the crest of the black-fly sea- 
son, sO go prepared. Make sure you 
have a repellent that your skin will 
tolerate throughout five days of steady 
application, and take plenty. I’d about 
as soon be in the middle of the Sahara 
Desert without water as in those Maine 
woods in June without fly dope. 

In taking you around the Bow, I 
have made the trip sound easy—-which 
it is. But I fear I have also made it 
sound commonplace—which it most 
certainly isn't. This is unspoiled 
wilderness fishing, which today is any- 
thing but commonplace. You can ex- 
pect to catch wild, squaretail trout in 
goodiy numbers, a feat which is rapidly 
approaching the impossible in most 
places. You can also look forward to 
taking landlocked salrnon, a fish even 
more exotic than the squaretail. That 
you may tie into fish of either or both 
species reaching five pounds or better 
is an ever-present possibility. That 
you wili take fish up to three pounds is 
a pretty sure bet. 

But perhaps the nicest moment 
comes at the very start-—-when your 
guide starts your canoe down Holeb 
Stream and you know that ahead lie 
five days of wilderness river travel and 
adventure. It gives me that old feel- 
ing just to think about it. THE END

pertormance. I was so scared that my 
teeth literally chattered, and my legs 
felt as if they were made of gelatin. 

Fear must be the most basic and 
natural of the emotions, and I think 
no one is immune. However, it’s not 
pleasant to experience in aggravated 
form. When I finally calmed down I 
did some thinking. Unless I was will- 
ing to have my bear-~hunting career 
end the same day it started, I'd have 
to go back and finish that animal. 
There was no alternative. I decided to 
follow the bear until F killed it or it 
killed me. 

I jacked the empty shell from my 
rifle and was about to put in a fresh 
cartridge when I noticed that the bul- 
let had a steel jacket. I emptied the 
magazine and found that every bullet 
was the type purposely designed to in- 
flict minimum tissue damage in an 
animal. Then I did what I should have

done that morning before leaving the 


ASTS cabin; I examined every bullet I car- 
| ried. Only two were the soft-nose, ex- 
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| panding type that I should have been 
using in the first place. Loading up 
with these two cartridges I started 
| back for the woods in the fast-fading 
| light. I never got there. 

| Just as I was about to enter the tim- 
| ber, the bear came out. Instead of going 
| back into the cover when it saw me, 
| it started running across the meadow 
| toward another patch of timber at the 
| opposite end. My first shot rolled the 
} animal over, but it came up running. 
|The second shot put the bear down 
again, but this time when it regained 
its feet it was plainly badly hurt. The 
bear struggled on another 50 feet and 
crumpled in the snow. Reloading with 
hard points, I went over to investigate. 
The animal was dead. My first bullet 
(the one I had fired in the woods) had 
| entered four inches to the right of the 
| bear’s tail and traveled the length of 
its body. When I skinned the bear the 
following day I recovered this bullet, 
undamaged, at the base of the skull 
behind the ear. It had probably pro- 
duced no more pain or shock in the 
beast than a hornet sting. 

Since that day I have seen thousands 
|of bears under every conceivable cir- 
| cumstance. It goes without saying that 

in the course of guiding big-game hunt- 





| ers through the years I have come into 


contact with many bears under highly 


| unfavorable conditions. However, since 
; that occurence on Afognak Island, I 
| have never met a bear I was particular- 
|ly afraid of. Nor have I ever taken a 
| backward step from one, unless it was 


to get into a better shooting position. 


| There isn’t a season that I don’t have 
| to trail 


wounded brown bears, fre- 
quently in cover so thick that I often 


| hear and even smell them before I see 


them. I know lots of things I’d rather 
do than trail a wounded brownie that 
has even partial possession of its 


| faculties and awesome potential to 
| inflict damage. 


I consider it an un- 
pardonable crime, however, to permit 


| a wounded animal to escape without 


making every possible effort to locate 
the beast and put it out of its misery. 
Also, in my case, it’s part of a job I 
get paid to do. 


- is well established that Alaska 
brown bears are not gregarious 
Once past cub stage these animals are 
solitary creatures. They don’t travel in 
herds, packs, or even family groups. 
The’ interesting exhibits we see 
mounted in museums of mama bear, 
papa bear, and baby bear are found 
only in museums. Even where several 


| bears are congregated in a relatively

constricted, choice fishing spot, they 
tend to remain aloof from each other. 
It’s unthinkable that a mature brownie 
feeding on a moose carcass would 
share his find with another bear that 
happened along. 

Although brownies are anything but 
sociable, I witnessed a sight two years 
| ago that I never expect to see again- 
six brown bears in one compact group. 
When I first saw them they were sun- 
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ning themselves on a grassy point 
about 150 yards away. They were so 
close together that I couldn’t make out 
how many bears there actually were. 
Using my 6 x 42 binoculars, I could 
see there were two sows and four cubs 
in an area no larger than an ordinary 
living room. When they finally saw 
me and departed, they did so as a 
group. This occurrence only goes to 
show how futile it is to make hard and 
fast rules concerning brown bear be- 
havior. 


hen actually in the field hunting 

brownies, it’s a good idea to keep 
your rifle in your hands or at least 
quickly accessible. These bears have a 
way of appearing in unlikely places at 
unexpected times. One fall I was guid- 
ing a man who had a very bad habit of 
leaving his rifle in our stand and 
wandering around unarmed in the 
brush. Several times I cautioned him 
about this, but it was plain that he 
considered me overly cautious and an 
old fuddy-duddy as well. There are 
individuals who prefer to learn things 
the hard way, and he was one of them. 

One day we took a stand by a creek 
where we hoped a fish-hungry brownie 
would eventually show itself. Present- 
ly my friend became restless and de- 
cided to investigate a berry patch 
across the creek, which was about 100 
feet wide. He left his rifle at the stand, 
of course, and I watched for bears 
while he picked berries. Suddenly 
there was a commotion directly behind 
me. I turned just in time to see a 
grouse fly out of the brush and light 
in a nearby hemlock. I watched the 
bird awhile debating whether to shoot 
it for the pot and then, deciding not to, 
turned back toward the creek. 

There, right in the middle of the 
stream, was a brown bear. How it 
got there or where it came from I'll 
never know, but there it was, directly 
in line between me and the dude. I 
could look over the bear’s back into 
the white, scared face of the hunter 
who was armed with nothing more 
lethal than a mouthful of blueberries. 
Even as I watched, the bear raised its 
head and began testing the air. In a 
moment it would get the dreaded man 
scent and bolt for cover-—but in which 
direction? Luckily, the beast scented 
my companion first and, with an ex- 
plosive snort, ran for cover in my di- 
rection. I stepped behind a tree, and 
the bear passed so close to me I could 
have touched it with my rifle. 

I shudder to think what might have 
happened if the brownie had sinelled 
me first and had run toward my client. 
A nasty situation might have developed 
which I couldn’t have done much about. 
I wouldn’t have dared shoot for fear 
of killing the man instead of the bear. 
I might have found myself in the in- 
terior of Baranof Island with the 
mangled corpse of a person who learned 
one of the basic rules of hunting dan- 
gerous game too late. 

Stories relating the skill displayed by 
native trackers of Africa and India 
have always intrigued me. If I have 
read correctly, some of these persons 





can examine the track of a lion or tiger 
and determine how much time within 
minutes has elapsed since the animal 
passed by, its age, sex, physical de- 
formities, and exact. size. I have no 
skill remotely comparable to this, nor 
do I know anyone who has. A set of 
tracks made during dry weather in 
hard sand or mud simply indicates to 
me that a bear of an approximate size 
passed by at some indeterminate time. 
Frankly, under average conditions I 
can’t tel! the difference between a track 
made 19 minutes previously and one 
10 hours old. I have seen tracks made 
by bears clawing up a hard clay bank 
that remained fresh looking for weeks. 
Few men can determine the sex of a 
medium-size bear even when they see 
the animal. How anyone can determine 
sex by tracks is beyond my compre- 
hension. 

When hunting brownies, i’m far more 
interested in sign other than tracks. 
Fresh bear beds are significant. By 
even the most casual inspection of 
droppings you can tell the size of a bear 
and whether it is feeding on fish, grass, 
or berries. I’m always happy when I see 
tapeworms drifting downstream. This 
is a sure sign that bears upstream are 
feeding almost exclusively on salmon 
and have been doing so for some time. 
But the best sign of all are the remains 
of partly eaten salmon. Such leavings 
are a sure indication tnat at least one 
bear has been around within the hour, 
as these scraps are speedily cleaned up 
by eagles, ravens, and other scavengers. 


Ams this line I must mention the 


time I guided a hunter who had 
traveled thousands of miles to Alaska 
expressly to kill a brown bear. It was 
a hard-luck trip right from the start. 
We were handicapped by foul weather, 
and, although we worked hard, we 
couldn’t locate any bears. On the final 
day of the hunt, we went up a salmon 
stream that flows into the ocean on the 
east side of Admiralty Island. Al- 
though there were very few salmon, 
there was bear sign galore. Every 
gravel bar was covered with tracks, and 
countless well-worn trails ied down 
from the hills to the creek. As we 
slowly made our way up this creek 
hour after hour without seeing a bear, 
I decided that all this sign wasn't as 
fresh as it appeared and that we had 
come to the place a few days too late. 
Finally we gave up and started for 
home. It looked as if my client wasn’t 
going to get his bear. 

We were hardly a quarter of a mile 
from tidewater and the end of the hunt 
when, coming around a bend in the 
creek, we spotted a salmon lying on a 
gravel bar. Blood oczed from wounds 
where a bear had bitten it, and it was 
still alive. The bear must have heard 
us coming and dropped the fish seconds 
before we appeared. Moving cautiously, 
we stepped into the timber bordering 
the stream. Then I challenged the bear 
in it’s own language. It answered im- 
mediately, and in a moment we saw it 
coming toward us. The dude dropped 
it with a nicely placed chest shot, and 
all was happiness in camp that night. 
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un 


Complete lack of sign doesn’t always 
indicate there are no bears in the area. 
On several occasions I have blundered 
into highly precarious situations be- 
cause I ignored rule No. 1 of Alaska 
brown bear hunting: Take nothing for 
granted. I remember the fall I was 
guiding a prominent architect from one 
of our Eastern states. All one day we 
had hunted a creek and its tributaries 
without success. We saw no bears nor 
any sign of bears. Heading for home 
late in the afternoon we came to a 
spruce tree some four feet in diameter 
lying across the stream. It’s a prudent 
thing to look over these obstructions 
before going over or around them, but 
I was so certain there were no bears 
on this creek I was careless. There was 
a narrow passage formed by the up- 


ended roots of the tree and the bank of 


the stream. I started to go through this 
pass and then, for some reason, looked 
back at my companion. He was stand- 
ing literally petrified with fear, pointing 
at something on the other side of the 
log. I turned back to see what he was 
looking at just as a sow brownie with 
two cubs appeared at the end of the 
tree. Had I taken two more steps I 
would have walked right into her. Prob- 
ably that would have been my final act 
on earth. 

I studied brown-bear behavior and 
hunted them for 25 years before I ever 
saw a pair perform the breeding act. 
This must be a rare thing to witness, 
particularly in the heavy cover of south- 
eastern Alaska. Even Allen Hasselborg,

any kind of animal is to aim for 

a vital spot on the creature be- 
ing hunted. Since the bowhunter must 
be close to his quarry to do this, it is 
almost impossible for him to mistake 
a man for a game animal of compa- 
rable size. However, two years ago in 
New Jersey a hunting archer mistook 
another bowbender for a deer and shot 
at him. 

The twilight visibility was poor as 
experienced bowman Sam _ Goddess 
headed for his car to meet others in 
his party. Wearing a striped jacket 
and using a bow quiver, Sam had no 
idea that he could have been taken for 
a deer. If his jacket had been of a 
dark, solid shade, and had the 6-ft. 1- 
in. hunter been wearing a _ shoulder 
quiver with arrows showing against 
the sky, there might have been the 
suggestion of a buck gliding along un- 
der a pronged rack. 

Striding through an open field, Sam 
saw something move about 40 yd. away

and recognized it immediately as a 
human. Thinking it was one of his 
hunting buddies, he continued through 
the knee-high stand of timothy grass 
in the direction of the other man. Be- 
cause of the uneven ground, Goddess 
glanced down at his feet to make sure 
of his footing. Suddenly a bowstring’s 
sharp twang split the stillness of the 
fall dusk. 

Sam’s first thought was to look up. 
Before he could raise his eyes, how- 
ever, there was a blurred, white flash, 
and a vicious broadhead smashed a 
glancing blow against his bow’s lower 
limb. The nock end of the shaft 
whipped up to slap the leather arm- 
guard on Sam’s left wrist. 

Fortunately for Sam Goddess—the 
father of three young children—no 
harm was done except that, quite un- 
derstandably, he was badly shaken. 
Hardly able to believe what had hap- 
pened, he approached the other hunter 
and, as calmly as he could, asked for 
an explanation.

“I thought you were a deer,’’ was 
the weak reply. 

The shooter was an 18-year-old boy 
in his second season of bowhunting. 
He was not a member of an archery 
club, and had never had any instruc- 
tion in bow handling. 

Sam, on the other hand, was an ex- 
pert marksman and hunter, and a 
member of the Watchung Bowmen. 
Furthermore, to add a touch of irony, 
he was a registered instructor in New 
Jersey's newly adopted bowhunter 
safety program, which requires all 
new hunting-license applicants to com- 
plete successfuliy a four-hour course 
in archery safety. The program was 
started in 1958, a year after the boy 
had been issued his first license. While 
Goddess’s experience was harrowing, 
he could take some comfort in the 
thought that such accidents would be 
reduced if the program of which he 
was a part proved to be effective. 


|S Yet preg has become so popular 
that the influential National Rifle 
Association, which has helped many 
states reduce firearms accidents 
through training courses, has enlarged 
its safety program to include proper 
bowmanship in hunting and has brought 
out a booklet on safe bow handling. 
Used in bow safety courses such as 
New Jersey’s, the booklet is the Bow 
Hunting Supplement to the N.R.A. 
Hunter Safety Handbook. 

Safe archery, like safe gunning, is a 
combination of common sense and 
weapon familiarity, or experience. 
Common sense dictates that a gun or 
a drawn bow should not be pointed at 
a person. Sportsmen who know their 
weapons handle a .22 caliber rifle or a 
22-lb. bow with as much respect as 
they handle more highly powered arms 
because they know the potential dan- 
ger involved. 

In Wisconsin, one of the first states 
to recognize bowhunting, archers 
hunted from 1934 to 1954 without an 
accident. In 1954, with an estimated 
15,000 bowmen in the field, there were 
three minor mishaps. During the 1958 
Wisconsin deer season, even though 
there were over 25,000 archers hunt- 
ing, there were again only three acci- 
dents. After 25 years of bowhunting, 
there has never been a fatality caused 
by the bow and arrow in the Badger 
State. 

How do most bowhunting accidents 
happen? Where hunting safety is con- 
cerned, the archer is his own worst 
enemy, since the majority of reported 
accidents are self-inflicted. The typi- 
cal causes, compiled by one state’s 
game department, make _ interesting 
reading. The most frequent is ‘‘stum- 
bled and fell.” “Fell from tree, cut- 
ting leg on arrow’’ is understandable, 
while the following one provides an 
object lesson in care of equipment: 
“Victim’s arrow, projecting through 
the bottom of the quiver, caused leg 
wound.” Another curious accident was 
caused when an archer “carried arrows 
in hand—bumped into tree.” 

While some of these calamities may 
sound strange to someone unfamiliar 


with archery tackle, there is real ur- 
gency in the predicament of the lone 
hunter, deep in the woods, with blood | 
gushing from his leg. A rare bowhunt- | 
ing fatality occurred a few seasons ago | 
when an unlucky bowman “stumbled | 
and fell’ and bled to death after his | 
carefully sharpened broadhead had | 
sliced through a major artery. 

When an archer sees game he seldom 
has enough time to nock an arrow be-

fore shooting. So, to be prepared for) | 


action at any time, bowhunters carry | 
their weapons ready for instant shoot- | 
ing—the bow drawn a few inches, the 
index finger of the bow hand holding | 
the shaft in place. When two hunters 

arrows nocked and equally intent— 
are moving single file along a trail, it’s | 
the responsibility of the one in the rear | 
to stay well behind his companion. If | 
he doesn’t, and the leader should halt 
suddenly or the second man should 
trip, somebody might have to send for 
a doctor. 

Such accidents can never be elimi- 
nated entirely, not even when bowmen | 
become more aware of the consequences 
of sloppy tackle handling. Take mp 
case of a bowhunter walking over a 
stretch of slippery, frozen ground, or | 
through a forest interlaced with tough, | 
hidden vines. He may realize that a| 
sudden loss of footing will send aioe! 
sprawling. He'll know too that when 
he takes a sudden, unexpected spill, 
he’ll be off balance and may impale 
himself on his own arrow or stab a 
hunting friend. But, if he’s just sighted | 
a deer or found some fresh sign, he 
probably wouldn’t even consider re- 
moving the shaft from his bow as a 
safeguard. 

Of all my bowhunting acquaintances, 
the one I’d always considered the least 
likely to lacerate himself with a broad- 
head is a sharpshooter who has been 
shooting a bow for two decades. I was 
astounded when he told me that last 
hunting season he almost died of a 
hemorrhage from a___ self-inflicted 
wound. I couldn’t believe it was pos- 
sible to cut one’s self as he did—until 
I experimented. 

Using a dull-edged hunting arrow in 
the woods, I went through the motions 
my friend had described. His attention 
at the time of the accident was on a 
buck which he was trailing up a 
mountainside. As he stalked through 
a growth of laurel, his four-bladed 
broadhead caught in a mass of dense, 
fibrous stems and leaves.

tangle the arrow, the archer gave it 
a yank. When the point didn’t come 
free, he impatiently pulled on it with 
all his might. It tore loose then, but so 
suddenly and with such force that the 
blade cut through his heavy hunting 
pants and into the back of his thigh. 
He was unable to stem the bleeding 
himself, and called his two companions 
who were luckily within hearing dis- 
tance. After applying first aid they 
had to half-carry him down the ridge | 
to a road.

EFORE I made my first hunt for 
wild sheep around a quarter of a 
century ago, I had done a lot of 

reading on the subject of proper rifles 
and cartridges for the sport. The 
phrase “long shots at sheep and goats” 
occurred like a refrain in everything I 
read. Much was made of the need for 
flat trajectory. I pictured myself 
perched on a knife-edged ridge shoot- 
ing at a ram on another ridge at least 
500 yd. away. 

The only real sheep hunter I knew

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at that time was a skinny and tough 
little character who was, by profession, 
a mining engineer but who was also, 
by preference, a desert rat, prospector, 
and sheep hunter. He liked nothing 
better than to disappear into the harsh 
and barren mountains of the Arizona 
and Sonora deserts to look for gold and 
copper and to hunt sheep. In his day 
he got some very fine rams, and, al- 
though he claimed he’d got them all in 
northern Mexico, I strongly suspect 
that in those lawless times he did a 
good deal of his hunting illegally in 
Arizona. 

I was astounded to discover that his 
sheep rifle was a Winchester Model 94 
carbine with a 20-in. barrel and in 
.25/35 caliber, about as evil looking a 
firearm as I had ever seen. Not a ves- 
tige of finish remained on the stock or 
barrel. The bore, however, was mirror 
bright, and later when I hunted with 
him I found him to be an excellent 
shot. 

“Hell's bells,” he told me when I tried 
to pump him about sheep rifles, “the 
trick of sheep hunting is to find the 
things. Once you've done that you can 
knock them over with just about any- 
thing.” 


He showed me his binoculars—a big, 
much-used Hensoldt roof-prism set 
which I believe was 10 x 56. 

“Give me a good glass,” he said, “‘and 
I'll hunt sheep with a .22. I don’t care 
much about the caliber of the rifle just 
so long as it’s light.” 

I took his advice about Mexican 
sheep country, but I had my own 
notions as to suitable sheep rifles. I 
considered him a hopeless fuddy-duddy. 
I simply could not believe him when he 
told me that he generally killed his 
rams at 150 yd. or less. Sheep, I had 
read time and time again, were always 
a long-range proposition, and potting a 
sheep at short range was immoral if 
not actually illegal. 

I expended a good deal of sweat and 
effort before I got my first ram. I had 
to learn the hard way that in sheep 
hunting good binoculars and the ability 
to use them are more important than 
the rifle and cartridge and generally, 
but by no means always, more impor- 
tant even than shooting skill. I also 
learned that two or three extra pounds 
in the weight of a rifle seem like 20 or 
30 at the end of a long, rough day. 

When I had finally learned by trial 
and error enough about sheep hunting

to get myself a ram, the shot that did 
the business was not from ridge to 
ridge across a big canyon but at maybe 
55 or 60 yd. The rifle I used was a 
7 x 57 Mauser that weighed about 7 lb. 
with iron sights and a sling, and the 
load was a now obsolete one formerly 
loaded by Western with a 139-gr., open- 
point bullet at a velocity of about 2,900 
feet per second. Except that I would 
now have a 4X scope on such a rifle, I 
don’t know of a much better combi- 
nation today. 

In the course of a good deal more 
desert sheep hunting, I was fortunate 
enough to knock over more rams. An 
occasional shot was at from 200 to 300 
yd., but for the most part the ranges 
were modest. Before I learned the facts 
of sheep hunting, I shot at and missed 
some rams at from 400 to 600 yd., but 
once it dawned on me that the way to 
hunt sheep was to see them before they 
saw you and then sneak up on them, I 
didn’t do much missing. In my fairly 
extensive experience hunting all four 
varieties of North American sheep, I 
have never wounded and lost one. The 
majority of the rams I have taken have 
been at modest ranges and have been 
killed stone dead in their tracks with 
the first shot. 

After all the build-up one reads about 
long-range shots at sheep and goats, it 
is difficult to realize the fact that the 
average ram is taken at no great range. 
The best bighorn I ever knocked over 
was somewhere around 100 yd. away. 
The best Dall I have ever taken a crack 
at fell somewhere around 50 or 60 yd. 
from the muzzle, and the last desert 
bighorn I folded was probably about 
35 yd. away 

I have been home from a sheep and 
ibex hunt in Iran for some months. I 
shot three urial rams (the Iranian le- 
gal limit) and an ibex. One urial ram 
was shot in his bed at about 65 yd., 
one running at maybe 90 yd., and an- 
other running at what looked like about 
150. The ibex billy was sharply down- 
hill at probably less than 200. I missed 
another ibex billy by shooting just over 
his back as he bounded over the rocks. 
I didn’t remember to hold low. The 
only long shot I made on the trip was 
at a fine urial ram that had been 
wounded by a companion whose rifle 


was out of adjustment. It was getting 
away with a broken leg at about 400 yd. 

All this is not to say that long shots 
are never taken at wild sheep. Some- 
times the long shot is the only way the 
sheep hunter can get the ram he wants. 
It is always wise to be prepared for 
such a shot. The best Stone ram I have 
ever taken—and one that has been 
No. 10 in the last two record books—was 
shot at what I then thought was not 
much over 200 yd. but which, from the 
drop of the bullets, must have been 
around 300. A good Persian red sheep 
I knocked over (again judging from the 
drop of the bullets) must have been at 
around 400. In the Yukon, at a time 
when two rams were allowed on a 
license, I shot a pair from the same 
bunch, one at a bit over 300 and the 
other around 50 yd. farther. 

Most sheep country is cut with can- 
yons that will keep the sheep hunter 
out of sight while he is stalking, and 
generally sheep can be approached from 
behind ridges. The beginner is tempted 
to blast away at long range as soon as 
he spies a shootable ram, but the old-

timer usually tries to get reasonably 
close so he can make a sure shot. 

In some areas, however, sheep are 
found in rolling country with wide can- 
yons and big basins. When they are, 
the sheep hunter must take his shots 
at greater range than he would if he 
found them in more cut up, steep, and 
broken country. Some of the red sheep 
country of the Middle East is like that, 
and in North America I have seen both 
Stone and Dall sheep in rolling hills 
where a close stalk was very difficult. 
Some of the urial country of Asia is 
rolling ground with round hills and 
shallow basins and draws, much like 
some of the antelope country in Wyo- 
ming. Friends of mine who have hunted 
the big Ovis poli of the Pamirs of Cen- 
tral Asia tell me that those great sheep 
with their 5 and 6-ft. horns are like- 
wise found in this same sort of terrain, 
but at altitudes of 18,000 ft. and more. 

Above all, the sheep rifle should be 
reasonably light and handy. A good 
weight with a scope is about 8 Ib., 
though some can weigh as little as 7 42 lb. 
Often the sheep hunter has to take

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| some fearful treks. One time in Sonora 
| I left camp at 4 a. m., climbed around 
| in rough country all day, and got back 
to camp by starlight after midnight. I 
was a very tired hombre when I finally 
fell down half dead on my cot, and I 
| would have been a lot more tired if I’d 
| been carrying a 10%-lb. instead of a 
| 714-lb. rifle. The day I shot my largest 
Stone ram my guide, Frank Golata, 
| and I left camp as soon as we could 
| see, got the ram somewhere between 
seven and ten miles from camp and 
| about 3,000 ft. above it. We finally 
| made it back, loaded with head and 
| meat, well after dark. 
| In Asia, where hunting is usually 
| done with a regular task force of gun- 
| bearers, tiffin boys, and shikaris, the 
weight of the rifle is of no moment be- 
cause the hunter generally has some- 
| one to carry it for him. The same thing 
| is true in the rocky sheep hills of Afri- 
| ca’s broiling hot Sahara Desert. 

Back in the days when the British 
ruled India, and British officers and 
civil servants used their leaves to hunt 
| blue sheep, urial, and Ovis ammon in 
| the high, rugged mountains of Kashmir 
|and Tibet, the hunters always had 
stooges to carry their rifles. Conse- 
quently British hunting writers often 
|} recommend sheep-hunting rifles that 
are heavy and long of barrel. If they 
| had been forced to carry those cannons 
themselves they’d sing another tune. 

In the United States, Canada, and 
Alaska the sheep hunter almost always 
carries his own rifle, even if he has a 
guide. The guide will probably carry 


a spotting scope, maybe some lunch, 
and generally his own binoculars. 


But 
| the hunter lugs the rifle. 

If the sheep hunter doesn’t have a 

| guide, he often carries a rucksack with 
| some food, maybe some water, a cam- 
| era, skinning knife, and various odd- 
ments. In many areas it’s a good idea 
to plan to spend a night up high right 
with the sheep instead of going back 
to camp and then climbing again the 
next day. On several occasions, when 
getting to ram country meant either a 
long ride or a tough climb, I’ve carried 
water, some grub, a tin can, and some 
coffee with me so I could lie out all 
night and be with the sheep when they 
were moving and feeding in the early 
morning. 


he point of this is that the sheep 
hunter shouldn’t burden himself with 
more rifle than necessary. A few days 
j; ago I had a letter from a pal who 
| hunted sheep in Alaska last fall. He 
wrote that each day he had to stumble 
five miles through muskeg and then 
| Climb from 2,000 to 3,000 ft. before he 
got into ram country. He said the 
| Super-accurate 10-lb. rifle he carried 
| almost killed him. 
| The sheep rifie should be as light as 
| good accuracy permits, and it should 
also be handy. I generally use a 22-in. 
barrel, but there is no particularly good 
reason why the sheep hunter couldn’t 
| use a barrel as short as 20 in. A short 
| barrel cuts down on velocity a bit but 
| has little, if any, effect on accuracy. 
| Often it is necessary for the sheep 
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hunter to strap his rifle across his back 
so he can climb a cliff or work along a 
ledge with both hands. Then he doesn’t 
want a long barrel that will catch on 
the overhanging rocks. In the rugged 
Swiss and Austrian Alps, the chamois 
hunters always use short barrels. You 
couldn’t run fast enough to give me a 
sheep rifle with a 26-in. barrel. 

In many areas, a .243, .244, .250/3000, 
or a .257 are plenty of cartridge for 
sheep. All of them have sufficient kill- 
ing power and trajectory flat enough 
for 300-yd. shooting——-and anyone should 
generally think long and hard before 
he tries to shoot a sheep at greater 
range. 


However: in many areas the sheep 
hunter may find caribou, moose, 
and even grizzly bears in and around 
ram country. In fact, I know of no 
better way to get a grizzly in the 
mountains of Canada during the fall 
than to hunt sheep. Sooner or later the 
glasses will turn up a grizzly, because 
at the time rams are being hunted the 
big bears are often above timberline 
poking around for ground squirrels and 
marmots—or, as they call them in Can- 
ada, gophers and whistlers. Some Yu- 
kon sheep I once glassed at great dis- 
tance led me to the last grizzly I shot. 
After an exhausting climb, my guide 
and I got right up among the sheep but 
found no suitable heads. However, we 
did see a traveling grizzly and nailed 
him. 

In areas where grizzlies are apt to 
be encountered, the sheep hunter should 
carry a rifle with somewhat more 
authority than one of the .24’s or .25’s. 
About the minimum caliber I’d want 
to take on a grizzly with is the fine 
little 7 x 57 Mauser. The .30/06 is, of 
course, an excellent caliber for either 
sheep or grizzlies, and so is the .308 
which has the further advantage of 
being available in self-loading, pump, 
and lever-action rifles if the hunter 
happens to be allergic to the bolt action. 

I have shot more rams with .270 cali- 
ber rifles than with anything else, but 
I have also used the .30/06 extensively 
as well as the 7 mm. I have shot one 
ram with the .257 and one with the 
.348. Whatever caliber, is chosen, it 
should be used with a fast-stepping, 
quick-opening bullet—the 140-gr. in the 
7 mm., 150-gr. in the .308 and .30/06, 
130-gr. in the .270., and 125-gr. in the 
.280 Remington. Such bullets give 
flatter trajectory over practical sheep 
ranges than do heavier ones of the 
same caliber, and they also are better 
at killing or disabling the animal with 
poorly placed hits. If luck is good and 
the stalk successful, sheep are general- 
ly cold turkey. Now and then, how- 
ever, a sheep will have to be shot on 
the run or at long range and shot place- 
ment may not be good. Then that 
extra shocking power from a fast, 
rapidly-opening bullet comes in handy. 

The last sheep I shot was a very 
good Iranian urial. As I was complet- 
ing the stalk, a ewe I had not seen spied 
my task force and took off. She 
spooked the bunch of eight rams, the 
best I had seen. I was faced with the 





choice of taking an offhand shot at a 
running ram from about 150 yd., or try- 
ing to find another bunch. One of the 
characteristics of wild sheep is that once 
they are frightened it’s almost impos- 
sible to come up on them again the 
same day. I led the ram about 3 ft. and 
squeezed one off. I didn’t hear the bul- 
let strike or see the ram flinch. I told 
Herb Klein, who was hunting with me, 
that the shot looked good but that ap- 
parently I had missed. Actually the 
bullet had hit too far back, but the 
destruction had been such that the ram 
ran about 200 yd., collapsed, and fell 
over a 10-ft. ledge. It was dead when 
we got to it. If it had been struck by a 
slower, less lethal bullet that ram would 
have given us a bad time and a long 
chase. 

There is no one best sheep cartridge. 
I have known good sheep hunters to 
use everything from the .25/35 to the 
.357 Magnum. One Britisher I read 
about made the long trip to Alaska and 
took everything from white sheep 
through caribou and moose to brown 
bear with a double .450/400. I can 
think of a great many other rifles I 
would consider more suitable for sheer, 
but the lad brought home the mutton. 

Let’s take a look at calibers some 
fine sheep hunters have used. The late 
Bill: Morden, who hunted sheep exten- 
sively in North America and then the 
Ovis poli in Asia, used a .30/06. The 
Roosevelt brothers carried .375 Mag- 
nums on their trip to Central Asia back 
in the 1920’s. The famous Charles Shel- 
don, the first man ever to collect all 
varieties of North American sheep, 
used a 6.5 mm. Mannlicher-Schoenauer 
with a 160-gr. bullet at about 2,200 ft. 
seconds. Col. Harry Snider, who has 
done a vast amount of hunting for big- 
horn, Stone, and Dall sheep, likes the 
7 x 64, a German cartridge that is al- 
most a dead ringer for the .280 Rem- 
ington. 

Prince Abdorreza Pahlavi, brother of 
the Shah of Iran, uses a 7 x 57 and 
lately a .270. George Parker, authority 
on desert sheep and one of the hunters 
who has taken all varieties of North 
American rams, has used a .257 and a 
7 x 64. Herb Klein and Elgin Gates, 
who have not only taken all varieties of 
North American sheep but who have 
also shot the Barbary sheep of Africa, 
Ovis poli, and other Asiatic sheep, both 
use .300 Weatherby Magnums. Filipe 
Wells, a crack desert sheep hunter and 
old amigo of mine, has used a .25/35 
and a .30/06. 


he say that both the .300 Weatherby 
and the .375, fine cartridges though 
they are, carry unnecessary power for 
sheep, and their recoil in a rifle of 
weight suitable for sheep hunting would 
bother many. In most cases the little 
6.5 Mannlicher-Schoenauer would be 
adequate, but the man using it would 
be handicapped on the occasional long 
shots. 

For my money the two stand-outs in 
the freld are the .280 Remington and the 
.270 Winchester. With their 125 and 
130-gr. bullets, they are flat shooting, 
deadly, and generally very accurate in 
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For lightning speed, pile-driving power, 
and extra-fine accuracy, shoot these 
brand-new Remington “Hi-Speed” 22’s 
with “golden” bullets.

The sheep rifle should have a sling, 
and about a 4X scope on a good top 
bridge mount. Some hunters like a 
variable-power scope so that if a long 


| shot presents itself they can crank up 
| the power. 


It sometimes happens that 
the hunter will pick the best ram out of 
a bunch with binoculars at consider- 
able range and then, if the bunch 
moves, he can’t distinguish the head he 
wants with the scope on his rifle. Then 
it might come in very handy indeed to 
be able to jack the power up to 7 or 8 
for better definition. 

How much sheep hunting I'll do in 
the future I do not know, but whenever 
I go out for the noble rams I'll take 
one of a matched pair of Model 70 Win- 


| chester Featherweights in a .270 cali- 


ber. One has a Redfield Bear Cub 4X 
scope, the other a Leupold 4X, but 
otherwise they are identical. Each has 
a Tilden mount and each is stocked in 
French walnut. I sight them in to hit 
on the nose at 275 yd. with the 130-gr. 
if a long shot is 
necessary, a hold on the backbone is 
good for a solid hit to about 400 yd. If 
I’m in grizzly country I will take with 
me a few cartridges loaded with the 
150-gr.

deer-caribou cross when he saw one. 
Freak heads are a sign of glandular 
imbalance and lagging sexual powers. 
If by accident or design a buck is 
emasculated, he never sheds the velvet 
from his antlers, and the antlers stay 
on until they are broken off or frozen. 
Glandular imbalance is responsible for 
the antlered doe that is shot now and 
then, and also for the antlerless bucks 
that one hears about occasionally. 

Whitetails do not grow the tremen- 
dous antlers one finds on the best mule 
deer, but a big whitetail head is a 
handsome and impressive trophy. The 
new world record, entered in the Boone 
and Crockett Club’s 1958-59 competi- 
tion, is from Minnesota and was killed 
in 1918. It has a main beam of 31 2/8 
inches and eight points on each side. 
Of the other heads in the first 10, two 
are from Canada and one each from 
Minnesota, New York, South Dakota, 
Iowa, Texas, Montana, and Ohio. The 
No. 1 and No. 2 freak heads are from 
Texas. The record has 23 points on 
one side, 26 on the other. The No. 2 
has 21 and 26. 

I have always felt that the Black 
Hills of Wyoming should produce some 
excellent whitetail heads, because when 
I drove through there one time I saw 
excellent ones taken from local deer 
nailed up on the walls in every garage 
and filling station. Some _ excellent 
heads are also found on the north- 
western whitetails of northern Idaho, 
Washington, and southeastern British 
Columbia. 

In the summer, whitetails wear their 
“red’’ coats. Generally it is a soft, 
reddish tan, but in the winter this is 
replaced by the “blue” coat, in most ~ 
subspecies a salt-and-pepper, brownish- 
gray. In the does and young animals 
of some subspecies it’s a bluish, dove 
gray. In some areas the top of the 
whitetail’s tail is body color, but in 
others the top of the tail is almost 
brick red. The inside of the front legs, 
belly, buttocks, and underside of the 
tail are pure white. 

As anyone who has ever seen a 
whitetail knows, the animals throw up 
their tails when frightened, and to a 
jittery hunter the big, white “fan” 
sometimes looks as large as the deer. 
The tail is the most conspicuous thing 
about the animal and is, of course, 
responsible for the name. The mule 
deer, on the other hand, does not ele- 
vate his dinky, thinly haired little tail, 
and the Pacific Coast blacktail (which 
in many ways looks as if it might be 
an ancient cross between the mule deer 
and the whitetail) compromises and 
holds his medium-size tail horizontally. 

It is commonly believed among hunt- 
ers that when a whitetail is wounded 
he clamps his tail between his legs as 
he runs off. Often this happens, but 
on at least two occasions I have seen 
mortally wounded whitetail bucks run 
off with their flags flying gallantly in 
the air.

The largest I have actually 
seen went 12814. I have heard of one 
that weighed 135, but I’m a bit skepti- 
cal of the report. 

How heavy are the very largest 
whitetail bucks? About as heavy, 
from all I can find, as the largest mule 
deer. Seton says the average mature 
buck from Virginia will weigh about 
150 pounds on the hoof and the average 
doe about 100. In the North the deer 
are heavier and in the South lighter, 
with the tiny Florida Keys deer the 
smallest of all. 

I have heard of many whitetail 
bucks that were said to have weighed 
as much as a spike bull elk, or a field- 
dressed weight of well over 400 pounds. 
I don’t believe it. Not long ago I ran 
across a newspaper story with a Mis- 
souri dateline about a monstrous white- 
tail buck that weighed 460 pounds field 
dressed. I wrote the State Conserva- 
tion Commission for verification, but, 
like most stories of such deer, the tale 
blew up. No biologist saw the buck, I 
was informed, until it was cut up and 
partly eaten, and no one who would 
make an affidavit of the weight could 
be located. I was told that the largest 
Missouri whitetail the commission had 
any record of weighed 369 on the hoof. 
That’s a walloping big whitetail, but 
it’s a long way from 460 pounds field 
dressed. 

As is the case with the mule deer, 
| a whitetail buck that will weigh 200 
| pounds field dressed is a big buck. 





: | And also like the mule deer, an occa- 


sional, extraordinarily large whitetail 
will field dress over 300 pounds and 
| weigh 400 pounds or so on the hoof. 
| Maine and northern Michigan have 
| produced many heavy bucks, and some 
| very large ones have been shot in 
northern Idaho, Montana, Washington, 
and British Columbia. But even in the 
Northwest a buck that will dress out 
at 200 pounds is an exception. The 
| heaviest buck Seton records was from 
| Michigan and had a dressed weight of 
| 354 pounds—a tremendous buck but 
| within the realm of reason. 

In doing the research on this piece I 

called a friend in Lewiston, Idaho, who 
has run a locker plant for many years. 
He tells me that the heaviest deer ever 
brought into his place was a white- 
| tail, not a mule deer, and that its field- 
| dressed weight was about 325 pounds. 
I have never laid eyes on a buck of 
any sort that heavy. 


, one goes south in Mexico deer 
are smaller, with those of Sinaloa 
| running lighter than the Coues deer 
| of the northern part of the state. I 
have shot several of these bucks, and 


I doubt if the largest would dress 
| out to 60 pounds. Still farther south, 
| around Acapulco, deer don’t go much 
over 40, I have been told. 

Whitetails are generally animals of 
| small range, and as they increase they 
| move into new country slowly and ex- 
| perimentally. The average deer lives 
}and dies in a few square miles of 
territory, and often deer will starve 
|in an overpopulated area a few miles 
| from good forage. 


Even if hard hunting pushes a white- 
tail out of the little area which he re- 
gards as home, he’ll come back as soon 
as he thinks the coast is clear. A 
frightened mountain sheep or an elk 
will travel for miles if he’s had a good 
scare, but the whitetail buck will run 
a little way, sneak into some thick 
brush, and hide. In whitetail areas 
with which I am familiar, I find the 
same deer in the same canyons day 
after day, week after week. 


I remember one very fine buck that 
lived all his life in an area not over 
two miles square. He grew an exceed- 
ingly fine head with, if I remember 
correctly, 10 points on one side, nine 
on the other. His haunts were well 
known, and many hunted him. He was 
easy to see but almost impossible to 
get a good shot at. No matter which 
way hunters came at him, he had his 
escape routes all figured out. If he 
thought he had not been seen, he’d 
sneak off with his tail clamped between 
his legs. If, however, he was sure the 
hunter had glimpsed him, he’d tear out 
rapidly, giving his pursuer only a quick 
look at gray-brown body, flaunting 
white flag, and shining, many-pointed 
antlers. I finally learned his habits so 
well that a couple of friends and I 
ganged up on him and nailed him. He 
must have been 12 to 14 years old at 
the time because he had been an ex- 
ceptionally fine buck for 6 or 7 years. 
I remember another big buck with a 
very restricted range. A Mexican cow- 
boy had seen a large, desert bighorn 
ram on a low and isolated but rough 
little chain of hills down on the Sonora 
desert about 25 miles from the Gulf 
of California. It looked like an easy 
sheep hunt, so every day for three days 
I would ride about five miles from the 
well where I was camped to the foot 
of the hill, tie my horse, and hunt. 
Every day a big whitetail buck 
would get up from under a certain 
tree and trot off. I never did manage 
to see the ram. His tracks were all 
over the place, but there was a good 
deal of brush all over those hills and, 
because he would lie down where he 
was screened by brush, I could never 
get him in the glasses. One day, I 
found where he’d come off the hill in 
the morning, fed for a time on cholla 
fruit on the flat, and had then left for 
the Sierra las Mochis. He had appar- 
ently been traveling from the Sierra 
Picu toward Las Mochis and had used 
the little chain of rugged hills as a 
rest house. There was a sheep migra- 
tion route that passed right by the 
hills, and sheep commonly rested there. 
When I learned that my ram had 
left, I decided to see if I could get the 
buck. Before that, I hadn’t wanted to 
shoot because I was afraid I'd spook 
the ram. I rode over from camp and 
tied my horse about a half mile from 
where I usually saw the buck. There 
was a good cross wind from the sea, 
so I pussyfooted quietly along, ap- 
proaching a little higher than I usually 
did so that when the buck came out 
I would be on the same level and not 
below him. The buck did not disap- 





point me. When he finally heard me 
I wasn’t over 75 yards away. He 
looked at me as if wondering what in 
the world I had done with my horse. 
I nailed him. 

The tales of the craft and cunning 
of the whitetail are legendary. He can 
sneak away more silently, lie quieter, 
and outwit the hunter better than any 
other game animal in North America. 
I remember on one occasion when my 
wife and I were hunting in southern 
Arizona. At noon we stopped, tied our 
horses at the edge of a brushy canyon, 
and prepared to eat lunch. Deer sign 
was everywhere, so, while the little 
woman was getting out the food, I 
picked up some rocks and tossed them 
into the brush below. Nothing moved. 
Finally I gave up. We ate our sand- 
wiches, drank our coffee, and stretched 
out for a brief snooze in the warm and 
pleasant midday sun 

Eventually it was time to move on. 
I still couldn't get the notion out of 
my head that there should have been 
deer in that particular canyon. Again 
I started half-heartedly tossing rocks. 
Finally one slipped from my hand and 
fell almost directly below us. The 
brush popped, and out came a hand- 
some, whitetail buck. We almost dis- 
located our shoulders getting to our 
rifle. That darned buck had been lying 
within 50 feet of us for an hour. 

Another time I was hunting the 
Chiricahuas in Arizona. I had walked 
10 to 12 miles, hunting as I went, but 
had seen nothing but does and fawns. 
About a mile from the ranch house 
where I was staying, I came across an 
oak that had been cut down, probably 
so it would dry for firewood. The 
leaves were still on it, but dry, and 
it was right out in the open with no 
tree or brush nearby. The night before 
it had been cold enough to freeze wa- 
ter, but it had warmed up during the 
day, and I was hot, thirsty, and leg 
weary. I sat down on one of the 
branches of the oak, took a drink of 
water from my little canteen, and 
smoked a cigarette. Finally I decided 
to move on. My rifle was leaning 
against a limb about six feet from 
where I had been sitting, and as I 
reached for it a buck exploded out of 
the branches and threw dry leaves all 
over me. I shot the buck as he scooted 
for cover. Then I went back to the 
place where he’d been lying. To save 
my life, I couldn’t figure out why I 
hadn’t seen it in the first place. 

And can a whitetail be sneaky! 


Bp in Sonora a pal and I were hunt- 
ing a brushy, star-shaped hill with 
seven or eight ravines that came to- 
gether toward the top. Both of us had 
horses, and we were accompanied by 
a Mexican vaquero. One of us would 
stay at the head of a ravine and the 
other, with the Mexican lad, would go 
around and come up the bottom, riding 
through the brush and making plenty 
of noise to move deer. My pal had shot 
a buck in the morning and now it was 
my turn. 

On this particular occasion I saw 
something gray about a half a mile

To make the 
story even better, the shot spooked a 
second buck that had been sneaking 
off and that I hadn’t seen. Frightened 
into losing his caution, he exposed 
himself and my pal nailed him. If I 
hadn’t been fairly bright eyed and 
caught a glimpse of that first buck, 
none of us would have known there 
were deer so close. 

Incidentally, that whitetail buck I 
shot had two complete antlers on one 
side, each with three points. I gave it 
to the zoology collection at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona, and presumably it 
is still there. 

Because of the many different types 
of country that whitetails inhabit, there 
are many different ways of hunting 
them.

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haven't been seen, and often they lose 
their nerve and take off. 

In areas of thick brush in the south- 
ern Arizona mountains, I used to like 
hunting with a companion. One man 
would take one side of a canyon and 
one the other. Usually the hunter 
would not see the deer on the same 
side of the canyon that he was on, 
but would shoot the deer his companion 
jumped. Generally it is more success- 
ful for two to hunt together and have 
a plan. Like most animals, the white- 
tail deer has a one-track mind, and as 
he sneaks away from one hunter he’s 
often been known to walk right over 
another. 

In thinly brushed country, the queen 
of all ways of hunting is to work out 
the canyons on horseback, riding up 
the cattle trails that usually go along 
the sides and pausing occasionally to 
roll stones down into the brush. It 
makes for some pretty fast and fancy 
shooting. 

Whitetails are shot with everything 
from single-barreled shotguns taking 
buckshot and rifle slugs to .300 Weath- 
erbys and .375 Magnums, They are 
shot at 20 yards and at 400, by dubs 
and by crack shots. Generally in the 
wooded East they are killed at ranges 
under 100 yards, but some crack shots 
there plan to do their shooting across 
wide ravines at deer in openings and 
in thin brush. 

The .30/30 is the classic deer car- 
tridge, and with bullets of proper con- 
struction it does very well to 150 yards 
or so. Other widely used cartridges 
for short and intermediate ranges are 
the .35 Remington and the .300 Savage. 
The .308 and the .358 are coming up 
in popularity. For short-range white- 
tail shooting the .30/06 is a lot of car- 
tridge, but it is widely used, even in 
the East. 

The average whitetail is a small ani- 
mal, as big-game animals go, with thin 
skin and fragile bones. Whatever the 
caliber used, the bullet should be one 
that will open quickly against light 
resistance. In rifles of the .30/30 class 
I am convinced that the best medicine 
is still the old-fashioned, soft point 
with soft lead core and thin jacket 
Some bullets of the controlled-expand- 
ing class open up too slowly to do the 
job right. 


| the Southwest, where I’ve done most 
of my whitetail hunting, I have 
got the quickest kills with relatively 
light bullets at high velocity——the old 
139-grain open point im the 7 mm., the 
150-grain in the .30/06, the 120 and 
130-grain bullets in the .270, and even 
the 87-grain in the .250/3000. With 
these, a shot in the chest cavity usual- 
ly means an instantaneous kill, and 
even a gut shot will generally disable 
a deer so that it will not go far. I 
don’t recommend gut shots with any- 
thing, but sometimes they cannot be 
avoided. 

The whitetail is a grand animal, and 
the man who hunts him owes it to 
himself and to the deer to use good 
equipment, shoot carefully, and kill 
cleanly. THE END

One step toward licking the accident 
problem is a safety check list based on 
common sense and knowledge of the 
most frequent type of accidents. Since 
needle-pointed broadheads may possi- 
bly punch through the quiver bottom, 
it makes sense to take some precau- 
tions there. Examine your quiver, es- 
pecially around the lower seams. If 
there’s any chance that a point may 
work its way out—even as much as 
1/16 in.—do something about it. Re- 
cently I saw how one archer solved this 
problem. He worked a sheet of metal 
into a cup shape, formed to fit inside 
the base of his quiver. He used copper 
sheeting, but he recommends any thin, 
soft metal. After forming the insert, 
which has sides about 4 in. deep, he 
covered the inside of it with thick 
sponge rubber to prevent the points 
from dulling themselves and clanking 
against the metal. 

If you hunt with a bow quiver, it’s 
smart to put it on your bow a couple 
of months before the season starts and 
use it for your practice shooting. You’ll 
become accustomed to it, and you'll 
have an opportunity to check it for 
safe handling. Some bow quivers pre- 
sent potential danger in that they’re 
designed so the broadheads are ex- 
posed. One manufacturer of this type 
now makes a cover attachment which 
is inexpensive and easy to install. The 
cover doesn’t affect the convenience of 
a bow quiver, but it keeps those sharp 
edges from cutting you or your part- 


ner and from getting dull by rubbing 
against brush. 

One frigid December morning I saw 
a bowhunter come close to losing his 
shooting eye because of his bow quiver. 
I understand that this particular kind 
of quiver is no longer made, for an 
obvious reason. Constructed of hard, 
brittle plastic, it was probably O.K. 
under normal weather conditions, but 
the material had a tendency to warp 
and, on an extremely cold day, was a 
potential guillotine. When the archer 
using it took a shot at a deer, the shock 
caused his spare arrows to spring out 
of their slots. Considering that a trio 
of unprotected blades was a few feet 
from the shooter’s face, it’s no wonder 
the hunter ripped the contraption from 
his bow in disgust. 

Archery accidents aren’t necessarily 
limited to the hunting field. A slip of 
a bowman’s hand in his basement 
workshop may cause permanent in- 
jury, particularly when he’s working 
with broadheads. Two years ago a 
friend of mine was sharpening his 
hunting heads on a power grinding 
wheel in his home shop. He was so 
absorbed in the job that, after pausing 
to light his pipe, he neglected to re- 
place his plastic face shield. The spin- 
ning wheel ripped a sliver of steel from 
one of the heads and drove it into his 
eyeball. By a stroke of luck no serious 
harm was done, except that his hunt- 
ing that year was handicapped because 
of the eye patch he was wearing.

OATING LAWS in many parts 
B of the nation have changed con- 

siderably during the past year. If 
any of these changes have happened in 
your state, or in states where you 
might use your boat, you need to know 
about them and act accordingly to 
avoid running afoul of the law. 

This rash of law changes, of course, 
is more or less directly the result of 
the Federal Boating Act of 1958, which 
I discussed here last year (see “New 
Laws Ahead,” OUTDOOR LIFE, April, 
1959). That law was designed to pave 
the way for new state boating laws 
that would dovetail with the federal 
act, and many states have now passed 
laws. In states that don’t have feder- 
ally approved boating laws before the 
upcoming deadline, the Coast Guard is 
supposed to take over the regulation of 
boating—at least on the federal (navi- 
gable) waters of those states. 

As this issue of OUTDOOR LIFE zoes 
to press, it looks as if the Coast Guard

will be doing this job in 13 states and 
the District of Columbia. All the other 
states either already have federally ap- 
proved boating laws, or are expected 
to have them by the new deadline of 
July 1. 

The overall situation is vastly im- 
proved over what it was a year ago. 
The outlook was pretty gloomy then. 
It appeared that the new boating laws 
in many states would end up as polit- 
ical footballs that would saddle boat 
owners with some crackpot restric- 
tions. As it is, most states have come 
up with accepted boating acts that can 
generally be considered beneficial to 
sportsmen. 

One authority rates 21 states as hav- 
ing boating laws ranging from good 
to excellent. One thing this means is 
that on a great many waters of the 
nation you'll be able to fish, hunt, or 
cruise without being harassed by petty 
local ordinances or having to pay extra 
fees. Also, there should be a gradual 


improvement of public boating facili- 
ties—more and better launching ramps, 
new small-boat harbors, more main- 
taining and marking of side channels, 
and so on. Other provisions are in- 
tended to make boating safer. 

Even so, I find many boat owners 
badly confused, generally by the lack 
of uniformity in the state laws. Usu- 
ally they’re men with trailer rigs who 
are interested in fishing or cruising on 
waters of states other than their own. 

“Weren't the new boating laws sup- 
posed to be uniform?” they ask. “Why 
so many differences?” 

The answer is that the new state 
boating laws are uniform only in their 
major provisions. For a state’s boating 
law to be acceptable to the federal gov- 
ernment, it must include three essen- 
tials: 1. A system of registering boats. 
2. A 90-day reciprocal recognition of 
the registrations of all other comply- 
ing states. 3. A compulsory accident- 
reporting system.

These are important points, of course, 
for they benefit and safeguard owners. 
The real day-to-day effect on your 
boating, however, will be caused by 
your state law’s side provisions. Since 
states have had considerable leeway 
on such points, we find many sorts of 
side rules. 

There’s considerable variation, for 
instance, in the size or horsepower of 
boats requiring registration. While the 
majority of states will follow the Coast 
Guard practice of exempting from reg- 
istration all “motorboats” (including 
outboards) of 10 h.p. and under, some 
states will require the registration of 
all motorboats, and in some cases even 
sailboats. Still others set the line at 
a different level—say 5 h.p. Oddly 
enough, boat owners seem best satis- 
fied on this point in states where all 
boats powered with a motor must be 
registered. 

Registration fees vary, and so do 
periods of validity. In some states it’s 
$1 annually; in others you pay $3 (or 
more) for three years. Several states 
have sliding scales based on boat 
length. Equipment laws also differ 
from state to state. 

Some laws set speed limits for cer- 
tain waters, and many prescribe traffic 
rules. Several states set an age limit 
for operators, but with no uniformity 
on minimum age or permissible horse- 
power.

Boating laws and

Most such rules are well-intentioned. 
They’re also relatively minor when 
considered alongside three other pro- 
visions on which the states were given 
considerable latitude: 1. Local laws. 
2. Use of registration fees. 3. How the 
act is administered. While the boating 
laws of many states bar or rigidly 
control the passing of local ordinances, 
a number of state laws contain no such 
provision. Some do and some don’t de- 
fine how the money from registration 
fees is to be spent. The administration 
of the new boating laws in most states 
has been put under logical agencies. 
But in a number of others, the han- | 
dling will be inefficient and may even 
work a hardship on boat owners be-| 
cause of the inexperience or unsuitabil- | 
ity of the administering or enforcement | 
department. To my mind, any state’s| 
boating law will turn out to be satis- | 
factory or otherwise depending largely 
on how these three provisions are 
written and managed. 


\ K ] isconsin, for example, has an other- | 

wise commendable act, but lacks a 
provision to prohibit or curtail local 
boating ordinances. Ohio, New York, 
and Vermont readers similarly feel 
that their proposed or enacted laws are 
lame in this important respect. 

Where registration fees are con-| 
cerned, it may be wishful thinking to} 
believe that—-even where a state means 
well—-there might be enough money left | 
over after paying for the paper work} 
and the cost of enforcement to provide | 
much improvement in boating facili- 
ties. Few states seem to have esti- 
mated intelligently what it will cost 
to buy, maintain, and man an effective 
patrol fleet. Boat owners won't object 
so long as fees are used legitimately. 
Any dissatisfaction over this provision 
is likely to be in those states with laws 
so written that the boating fees fund 
can be raided for nonboating purposes. 

In most states, conservation depart- 
ments or fish-and-game departments 
have been the logical selection for ad- 
ministering state boating laws. But in 
other states, agencies not customarily 
engaged in waterway activities (usu- 
ally the motor-vehicle department) | 
have been named. 

Many state laws are broadly worded 
here, naming all peace officers—state, 
county, and municipal—as being en- 
titled to stop and board boats, and this 
causes some hard feelings. By con- 
trast, where a conservation or similar 
state agency has been made respon- 
sible, there’s no beef, because boat own- 
ers feel that they'll likely be dealing 
with men who are interested in boats 
and fishing. 

Virginia boat owners aren't too 
happy in this respect. Their state boat- 
ing act is still pending as we go to | 
press, but there’s already discontent 
because the motor-vehicles division has 
been named as the administering 
agency and the state police as the en- 
forcement unit. In explaining the sit- 
uation, a reader writes, “Most boat

For some states the Coast Guard has 
agreed to postpone from April 1 to 


| July 1 the deadline for state action on 
| numbering boats. Originally this grace 
| period was for the benefit of Louisiana, 


whose legislature doesn’t convene until 
May. Incidentally, Louisiana has a 
state boating law, passed before the 
Federal Boating Act of 1958, which in 
ways is considered model legis- 
lation. Amendments that would have 
brought Louisiana’s boat law into con- 


| formance with the federal law, by set- 
| ting up a registration procedure and 


making a few minor changes, were 


| defeated at the 1959 session in a last- 


minute debate. It now appears that 


| federal action will also be postponed 


for Colorado, Missouri, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma, and New York. Legisla- 
tures of these states have passed laws 


| conforming with the federal statutes, 


but at the time of this writing the 
Coast Guard—for various reasons 

hasn’t approved them. Mississippi and 
Kentucky, along with Louisiana and 
Virginia, have bills pending that are 
expected to be adopted and approved 
in time to avoid the Coast Guard's tak- 
ing over their regulation of boating. 

Maine’s law, although excellent in 
many ways, was denied Coast Guard 
approval on the grounds that the sys- 
tem didn’t apply uniformly to all wa- 
ters within the territorial limits of the 
state. Maine, therefore, is likely to 
have a dual numbering situation, with 
boats over 10 h.p. that are principally 
used on her inland and nontidal waters 
being numbered by the state’s Depart- 
ment of Inland Fisheries and Game, 
and motorboats over 10 h.p. on her 
coastal waters being handled by the 
Coast Guard. 

In New Hampshire, a resident boat 
owner may have to pay both state and 
Coast Guard registration fees. New 
Hampshire is perhaps the only state 
opposing a universally reciprocal reg- 
istration system, admitting that such 
a set-up would mean loss of revenue 
from licensing out-of-state boats dur- 
ing the tourist season.

adopted a water-safety law in 1959, 
but didn’t include registration and some 
other provisions required by the Fed- 
eral Boating Act. Although the law 
has many excellent provisions, includ- 
ing restrictions on local ordinances, it 
is under attack on technical grounds 
involving the authority of the admini- 
strative agency—the Tennessee Safety 
Council. Still another state in which the

has a law requiring registration of 
boats used on the state’s inland waters. 
Idaho and Iowa, similarly on the 
Coast Guard list, have state laws re- 
quiring the numbering of boats. 
Although the laws of most states 
aren't likely to inflict any great hard- 
ship on the sportsman boat owner, it’s 
sensible to find out exactly what's 
what—-particularly in those side pro- 
visions—for not only your own state 
but also those of other states whose 
waters you may be using. Most states 
with boating laws have digests of 
them available to the public. If your 
state isn’t on the list accompanying 
this article, your local boat-and-motor 
dealer should know the situation and 
be able to tell you what state agency 
to write to for the latest information. 


oe states will use different pro- 
cedures, of course, but here’s what 
applies for Wisconsin where owners of 
motorboats and sailboats have been 
required to register “sometime between 
January 1 and April 1, 1960." You pick 
up your application from your local 
club or boat dealer, fill it in, and mail 
with a check for $3 to the state Con- 
servation Department in Madison. A 
certificate and registration number are 
issued by the department, and the 
number issued must be put onto your 
boat in figures at least 3 in. high and 
in a color contrasting to that of the 
hull. If you have a number that was 
issued to you by the Coast Guard, it is 
replaced with the state number. 

If, on the other hand, your boat is 
subject to numbering by the Coast 
Guard, you follow a different pro- 
cedure. Go to your local post office 
and ask for a Federal Certificate of 
Number application. Fill it in and pay 
the $3 fee at the post office. The 
postal clerk will affix one portion of 
a two-part numbered stamp to the 
application and send it to the Coast 
Guard. The clerk will give you a tem- 
porary certificate with the other part 
of the stamp affixed to it. This proves 
your compliance with the law until the 
Coast Guard processes your applica- 
tion. Eventually you're issued a 
pocket-size Certificate of Number on 
an embossed plastic card. This will 
show the Coast Guard number you 
should affix to each side of the bow of 
your boat. Whenever the boat is in use, 
the plastic certificate must be aboard. 

This issuing of Coast Guard Federal 
Boating Stamps for purposes of p!leas- 
ure-boat registration was scheduled to 
begin April 1 in the following states: 
Connecticut, Idaho, Iowa, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Washington, 
Wyoming, Alaska, Hawaii, and the 
District of Columbia. I understand that 
Georgia and Nevada, although origin- 
ally on the Coast Guard’s list have 
since come through with numbering 
acts of their own. And with the ex- 
tended deadline, it’s possible that cer- 
tain states on the Coast Guard list may 
adopt approved boating laws and put 
the numbering within state jurisdic- 
tion.—J. A. Emmett.

out of the depths. Billy swooped with 

| the net and had a gyrating gray pan- 
| ther in the cords, dripping and spray- 
| ing water and jangling the big lure. 

I never found out how big that fish 
really was, for my eight-pound scale 
hit the bottom like a rock. We guessed 
10 or 11 pounds. Had I lost it, I'd have 
sworn it weighed 20. Anyway, it was 
the greatest battle I’d ever had with a 
lake trout, not excluding the larger 
ones I'd taken from Lake Superior. 

Billy corroborated a point about 
lake-trout fishing which I'd learned a 
long time ago. A braided metal line 
and a Monel-metal line shouldn’t be 
trolled together from the same boat. 
| They cut the water differently, and as 
| a result will tangle. Billy likes Monel 

metal better because it kinks less. I 
| think braided metal handles more 
| smoothly. 





hat day we caught and released 

several more trout in Pekagoning. 

We also had the strange experience of 

having a northern pike hit at lake- 

trout depth—-we were in 100 feet of 
water, fishing at about 50 feet, when 
it struck my spoon. 

| Northern pike weren't lying at that 
| depth in every lake, however, nor in 
| the Turtle River. One day, on a north- 
| ern-pike tour, we caught several by 
| casting to the mouths of creeks. Vic 
| had flown us to Smirch Lake (Indian 
| for “Birch”), and after trying the lake 
| we planned to shoot the Turtle River 
rapids back to the lodge. 

| As we circled the lake, trying the 
creek mouths, Billy explained: ‘The 
minnows are heading into the creeks 
to spawn, so the northern pike come 
; out of the depths to lie in wait for 
them.” 

We caught pike with every kind of 
|a lure we cast—spoons, plugs, and 
| spinners. One that I caught on a red- 
| and-white spoon leaped half a dozen 
| times, and another was such a bull- 
| dog that he snapped off my tubular 
glass rod at the handle when I set the 
hook. 
| But it was Vera who caught the prize 
|of the day. On the way home, in a 
deep hole just below the first rapids, 
| she cast out a spinner and piece of 
| walleye gullet on a single hook and tied 
| into a real lulu. In that fast water, the 
| pike had the advantage of being able 
| to use the current against her. He ran 
wild, then lay sideways to the flow as 
| she tried to edge him toward the boat. 
Then he’d dash off again. At one time 
| he burst out of the water, and we saw 
what a lunker he was. 

There was more than a little scream- 
ing, and a pail full of instructions fly- 
| ing around. Adding to the excitement 
was Margaret Jean Fisher, who also 
had a big pike on her spinning rig. We 
were afraid of the jagged rocks in the 
river. If the fish got behind them, the 
lines might snap, or if the two fish 
crossed paths, they could tangle the 
lines and break both. Our boats were 
close, and we couldn’t float apart be- 
| cause of the rocks and the rapids. 

Vera, who was using a nylon line on 
| a bait-casting outfit, whipped her fish 
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OUTDOOR LIFE 


first, and brought it in to Billy’s net. 
We ogled the big fish, which far ex- 
ceeded the limitations of our scale. 

We didn’t get to see Margaret Jean’s. 
The husky fish finally wound her 10- 
pound monofilament line around a rock 
and cut free. We had fishing action 
all along the river, and of the eight 
rapids we shot, we had to portage 
around only one. 

Sherry caught a whopper of a north- 
ern another day in a pocket below a 
churning white waterfall on the Turtle. 
And Billy nailed a lunker in a bay of 
the river we called ‘Moose Slide Bay’”’ 
because Billy had seen two bull moose 
fighting there one year. They'd tangled 
their horns and, locked together, had 
slid off into the water. 

Points and bays in Billy’s wilderness 
aren’t named with common names like 
Fishhook Point and Stoney Bay that 
we have in the states. Instead, Billy 
has named them with events of nature 
he’s seen there. Like the point where 
the bears came to drink, or the nook 
where he trapped his largest beaver. 

Actually, it was Vera who named 
Moose Slide Bay after Billy’s tale about 
the fighting moose. And when she 
caught a seven-pound walleye there, 
we decided this bay deserved recogni- 
tion. So we maneuvered the boat 
alongside a big shoreline rockface 
which was covered with black barnacles 
of some kind. As we spelled the words, 
Billy scratched big letters with a nail 
in the barnacles: Moose Slide Bay. 
Billy said the letters would be visible 
for years. 

On the last day of our trip, Sherry 
and I were treated to a different kind 
of lake-trout fishing. The girls elected 
to stay in camp, so Vic first flew Billy 
and a boat in to Dimple Lake, then re- 
turned for Sherry and me. 

Dimple is a good-size lake about 20 
miles from camp. In places, rocky 
cliffs formed sheer shorelines, a for- 
mation I’ve always associated with 
good lake-trout water. Indians once 
told me that such sheer cliffs extend 
into the water for the same distance 
as they extend out of the water, and 
that lake trout like to school in the 
depths near these sheer walls. 


his early in June, however, it wasn’t 

against such a cliff that Billy 
started to fish. We began off a point 
Sherry later named “Broken Pine 
Point,” because of a broken pine tree 
that stuck out of the water. Billy said 
the fish would still be in shallow water 
(for trout) in this lake, so instead of 
steel lines he had us break out our 
bait-casting outfits with nylon lines and 
attach enough weight to troll at 35 
feet. Then he selected small spinners 
from our tackle boxes, and we at- 
tached pork rind to the single hooks. 

Billy again set the boat’s speed to 
conform to the action of the spinners, 
which he watched before giving us 
the sign to let them sink. Sherry’s 
sinker had hardly touched bottom be- 
fore he had a strike and hauled in a 
six-pound beauty. 

Fighting a lake trout on steel line is 
one thing, but when you get a six- 





pounder on a casting rod and long 
nylon line, you have real work on your 
hands. I discovered this a minute later 
when I tied into one. Every lunge 
doubled the limber rod, and the fish 
had more freedom to sprint because I 
couldn’t keep reeling in as I might 
have with a steel line. I was forced to 
let him run. It was more like playing 
a northern pike. 

We had one or two strikes every 
time we ran past the broken pine, and 
frequently both Sherry and I had fish 
on at the same time. We had better 
luck when we trolled upwind—Billy 
said that was because we didn’t go as 
fast. Sometimes a fish would strike 
and miss, then come back and do it 
again, but usually he would keep after 
the scooting lure until he nailed it. 
That’s another thing about lake-trout | 
fishing Billy told us—never let your} 
lure drift back after a strike; a lake | 
trout will come after it if he misses. | 
Let it drift back and he usually loses | 
interest.

I'd nailed the whence 
mentioned at the beginning 
of this story, Sherry laid into one that | 
caused him to double up. “This guy | 
is dragging his feet,” he yelled. | 

His rod tip was dancing, 
bowed into the water as the trout dived. | 
Sherry shoved the rod butt against his | 
stomach, grabbed the rod with one | 
hand above the reel, handled the reel 
with the other, and fought from the 
belt. But the trout paid no mind. He 
still dragged his feet. 

Sherry finally gained some line, then 
the trout ran again, but soon we no- 
ticed that each time Sherry was able 
to retrieve he gained more line than 
the trout had run out. Eventually, we 
knew the trout was close to the sur- 
face, and we craned our necks to see 
it. At first sight, magnified by the 
water, it looked like a white whale. It 
grew smaller as it reached the top, but 
when Billy netted it, we didn’t need} 
scales to know that it was the largest | 
of the morning—close to 10 pounds. 

After gorging ourselves at lunch on 
two of these pink-meated whoppers, 
Billy maneuvered our boat with a 
canoe paddle through a tiny creek into 
Dibble Lake, hauled over a portage into 
Smirch Lake, then shot the eight 
Turtle River Rapids back to camp. It 
rained most of the way, and while the 
country looked different in the rain, it 
didn’t seem hard, like some wilderness 
areas. The clouds couldn’t shut out 
the beauty—all they could do was mag- 
nify the solitude. This we liked. And 
as cold as the day had become, we still 
felt the warm friendliness of Billy 
Harrison's fish-filled wilderness, until 
now a country without a name. THE END

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Open-Fire Cooking 


camp stoves and accessories, many 

of us have forgotten the fun of 
campfire cooking. Such old-fashioned 
cooking may not be as quick or as 
clean as cooking over a camp stove, 
but there are lots of outdoor veterans 
who claim that nothing compares with 
the smell of a batch of hot biscuits 
coming out of a reflector oven by an 
open fire, or the aroma of a brace of 
trout skewered on a couple of green 
sticks over a bed of hot coals. Just in 
case you want to try open-fire cooking 
this summer, here are some tips and 
appetite-whetters. 

To begin with you'll need a good 
cooking fire—not a bonfire (see ‘‘Fires 
for Camp,’ OUTDOOR LIFE, March, 
1960). Make it of hardwoods instead 
of such soft species as pine, which 
leaves poor coals for cooking. Coals 
are the secret of cooking almost any- 
thing except foods that require rapid 
boiling or are baked in a reflector 
oven. Be sure your fire is built within 
a good ring of stones to hold in the 
coals for grilling, frying, or gentle 
boiling. 

A reflector oven is an ingenious port- 
able device that cooks many delicious 
camp dishes that would otherwise be 
impossible. To use it, you unfold the 
sheet-metal device, which resembles a 
book with two covers and only a single 
page. The oven is set up like a book 
on its side about 8 in. from the fire, 
with the “page” (shelf) perfectly hori- 
zontal, and with one of the “covers” 
opening above it and the other open- 
ing below. On the shelf you place your 
dough or tray of batter. Heat from 
the fire reflects down upon the shelf 
from above and up against the shelf 
from below. The resulting concentra- 
tion of heat will cook all sorts of 
bread, pies, cakes, biscuits or what 
have you, if your fire is kept steady. 
This is one kind of cooking in which 
flames are better than coals. The fire 
should be approximately the same 


Siem the introduction of modern 


Hearty camp dish is bread-twist made of 
biscuit dough wrapped around stick and 
baked by fire. Turn stick periodically 


height and width as the oven. Some 
outdoor cooks find they can get the 
best fire for this sort of cooking by 
burning the sticks vertically against a 
rock or green crosspole. A little ex- 
perimentation will teach you the right 
size for the fire and the right distance 
to place the oven. Reflector ovens can 
be bought for about $4 to $7, depend- 
ing on size and construction, or you 
can make one from sheet aluminum. 

Baking with a reflector oven is fair- 
ly simple. The prepared biscuit, corn- 
bread, and similar flours are ideal fare. 
Just follow the directions on the box, 
and put the dough or batter into your 
reflector oven as you would into your 
oven at home. 

If you'd like to try making your own 
biscuits instead of using the prepared 
mix, here is a recipe that I have used 
with good results. This quantity makes 
plenty for one man, so double or triple 
as you wish, just as long as you in- 
crease all ingredients accordingly. Here 
are the one-man amounts: 1 cup of 
ordinary flour, 2 tsp. baking powder, 
rounded 14 tsp. salt (some may like 
more, others less), 1 tbsp. butter, and 
about % cup water and about % cup 
milk. 

Mix the flour, baking powder, and 
salt together, and then mix in the 
butter with your fingers until it ‘“van- 
ishes.” Now add the liquid slowly, a 
bit at a time until you have a dryish 
ball of easily handled dough that can 
be picked up without sticking to your 
fingers (too much liquid makes it un- 
manageable). I use an empty soup 
can to roll the dough about % in. 
thick, then use the open end as a 
biscuit cutter. Such dough can be 
easily rolled or flattened on a flour- 
covered table, board, or paper bag. 

After cutting, the biscuits are put 
into a tin or onto a sheet of metal foil 
and set on the shelf of your reflector 
oven. Baking will take about 20 min- 
utes, depending on how hot the fire 
and how close the oven. When the 


Reflector oven is propped about 8 inches 
from flaming fire (not coals). The heat 
is reflected up and down onto the shelf 





biscuits begin to brown on the top, 
test them with a clean, dry sliver. 
When it comes out without any wet 
dough sticking to it, they’re done. 

If you want to make a bread-twist 
on a stick, use this same recipe but 
with a bit more liquid mixed in. Roll 
the dough into strips 1 ft. or more in 
length, and wrap these around a couple 
of green sticks from which the bark 
has been removed. These sticks should 
be about 2 ft. long, about 2 in. thick, 
and sharpened on both ends. After 
you remove the bark, heat the sticks 
over the fire before you wind the 
dough about them. This dries the 
green wood and heats it. Some out- 
door cooks whittle these sticks roughly 
square before heating, to hold the 
dough better. Shove the sticks into 
the ground close to the coals. 

As the dough cooks, turn the sticks 
so all sides get exposed to the heat. 
If the lower end of the dough cooks 
faster, turn the sticks upside down. 
Test it as you would biscuits. When 
bread-twist is done, break it away 
from the stick and you'll have some 
hearty food you can spread with jam 
or butter, or dunk in your soup. 


f you decide that the homemade 

recipe for biscuits or bread-twist is 
what you'd like to use, make up sepa- 
rate batches ahead of time—all but 
the butter and liquid—and carry each 
batch in a plastic bag all ready to add 
butter and liquid. As a precaution, you 
might want to try this recipe at home 
to see if you like the results. Have 
your home oven at about 450°F. 

Corn bread can be cooked in your 
reflector oven before the open fire as 
easily as biscuits can, and prepared 
mix saves a lot of fuss. Pour the bat- 
ter into a tin plate or a plate you 
make on the spot from metal foil, and 
bake it in the reflector oven. Or use 
a covered frying pan buried in the 
coals. 

Aluminum foil is a big help in open- 
fire cooking. You can make baking 
pans oi it, wrap food in it for baking 
and steaming, or use it as a cover to 
keep ashe out of food. If you’re going 
to cook certain foods in foil in camp, 
you can save time and trouble by pre- 
paring and wrapping the portions at 
home, all ready for cooking. 

Foil makes it a cinch to bake pota- 
toes in an open fire. Just wash them 
and wrap in foil before you bury them 
in the coals. If you don’t want to eat 
the skins, eliminate the foil. Either 
way, bake the potatoes at least half an 
hour. Another neat way to bake pota- 
toes in the coals is to save your soup 
cans, leaving a little hinge when you 
cut the tops open. Rinse the can out 
well, put washed potatoes inside, shut 
the top, and bury the can in the coals 
for at least half an hour. Regardless 
of what method you use to bake pota- 
toes in the coals, be sure to prick holes 
in the skins before baking to prevent 
tneir exploding from the heat. 

Potatoes, of course, can be prepared 
in many other ways to give variety to 
your campfire meals.. Even a first-time

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can easily boil potatoes. Just peel, cut 
into several smaller pieces, and boil 
in salted water until they no longer 
stick to a fork jabbed into them. After 
draining off the water, you can either 
eat them as is, or mash them with a 
fork. Add a bit of butter and milk 
(water if no milk is handy) and you 
can whip them into creamy mashed 
potatoes. You can use mashed pota- 
toes as the basis for one type of po- 
tato pancakes. Form them into cakes, 
roll the cakes in flour, and cook them 
in a well-greased pan. 

If you want to make what they call 
“tacky fries,’’ cut peeled potatoes into 
slices 14 in. thick, place them in a pan, 
and cover with cold water for half an 
hour. Pour off the water, mix in 
chopped onions, and add salt and pep- 
per. Put the pan on a slow, even fire, 
and cover with a tight lid or metal 
foil. No grease is needed, but check 
from time to time so that when one 
side is browned you can turn the 
slices over. 


Fe hashed-brown potatoes, let peeled, 
sliced potatoes stand for half hour 
in cold salted water, then put them into 
a pot of boiling water and leave them 
for five minutes after the water starts 
boiling again. Pour off the water and 
let steam escape. Then chop the po- 
tatoes into pea-size bits. Mix in 
chopped onions if you like, and mold 
the works into a flat cake. Fry this 
cake in a hot greased pan set over 
coals, and brown on both sides. 

Roasted potatoes are simple. Just 
peel and halve the spuds and put them 

into any pan in which you’re cooking 
meat that takes considerable time. 
Some like to soak the potatoes before- 
hand in cold, salted water for half an 
|} hour. Put the potatoes in with the 
| meat about 40 minutes before the meat 
| will be done, and baste them with the 
juice of the meat. If any are left over, 
save them and pan-fry for breakfast. 

Eggs are another food you can cook 
|in several ways over an open fire. 
| Poaching, for example, is simple. Just 
| put about 1 in. of water in any shal- 
| low pan, and bring to a boil. Crack 
your egg into the boiling water, and 
spoon the hot water over the yolk until 
it’s opaque. Remove and serve on hot 
toast. 

Hard-boiled eggs are even easier. 

| Bring deeper water to a boil and drop 
|in the unbroken eggs. Let them boil 
| gently for about 12 or 15 minutes. If 
| you like eggs solf-boiled, take them 
out after 3 to 5 minutes. Experience 
| will tell you how long for the way you 
| like them. 
For something really eye-opening in 
| the morning, try “nest eggs.” Simply 
| toast a slice of bread with a 3-in. hole 
| torn from the center, put it into a well- 
| greased pan, and drop a raw egg into 
| the hole. Salt the egg and then cover 
| the pan until the yolk is opaque. 

Omelets are not too difficult. Just 
| beat two or three eggs with a fork 
until they’re frothy. Put in a bit of 
water to thin the mixture, add salt and 
pepper, and dump into a hot, well- 
greased frying pan over the coals. 


Cook until the omelet begins to curl 
slightly away from the sides of the 
pan. Fold half of the omelet back over 
the other, and hold it there with a spat- 
ula until it sticks. Again grease the 
uncovered half of the pan with butter 
or bacon fat, and turn the folded 
omelet back onto this half of the pan 
to cook the other side until browned. 

Scrambled eggs are beaten up as for 
an omelet, but are poured into the pan 
and constantly stirred and turned until 
they’re rather dry and fluffy. Cook 
quickly and remove to serve as soon 
as they are done or they'll become 
tough. 

Fried eggs are easy to cook. To keep 
an egg from spreading out too much, 
have the greased pan hot before you 
start cooking. 

When you use an open fire to cook 
meats, they seem to taste better than 
ever. Outdoor cooks usually use either 
a frying pan or a grill for meats. 
Steaks, however, seem to taste best 
when broiled right on the live coals 
without any kind of utensil. Start with 
a deep bed of hardwood coals and rake 
them so they’re level and cover an area 
larger than the steak. Blow off the 
white ash, and place your steak right 
on the live coals. Such a steak should 
be at least 1 in. thick to prevent the 
inside from being too well cooked be- 
fore the outside is nicely browned. 
Turn the steak frequently and cut it 
occasionally to test the inside. 

Hamburgers, of course, can be 
cooked in a pan, in a grill, or in a 
wrapping of foil with a slice of cheese 
to make a cheeseburger. Don’t try to 
cook hamburg on live coals; it will 
stick to the coals and fall apart. 
Usually there’s plenty of fat in ham- 
burgers, so no grease is required in pan- 
frying. If you like well-done ham- 
burgers, make them thin. 

To cook bacon over an open fire, all 
you need is a sharpened green stick, 
with or without a forked end. Or if 
you have metal foil, you can combine 
it with a forked stick to make a simple 
frying pan (see illustration, page 118). 
If you like crisp, dry bacon, place it on 
paper towels, paper napkins, or on a 
flattened paper bag to drain as soon as 
it’s cooked. A slab of bacon keeps 
better on a long trip than does sliced 
bacon. Slice it as you need it, and use 
the rind to grease pans. 


ooking fresh-caught fish is always 
one of the highlights of a camping 
trip, and there are many ways to do it 
over an open fire. For small fish such 
as trout, all you have to do is slit the 
belly, scrape out the innards and blood 
along the backbone, rub the inside with 
a bit of salt, and cook the fish in a 
greased pan. If you like the outside 
browned, roll the fish in bread crumbs 
or corn meal before cooking. If you 
have no pan, you can still cook fish 
beautifully by impaling them on green 
sticks after cleaning and turning them 
before a campfire. Support the roast- 
ing stick in the crotch of a forked 
stick and turn it at short intervals 
until the fish are done. 
You can dress up such fish by wrap- 





ping strips of bacon about it and pin- 
ning them with sharp twigs, or you 
can bake such a cleaned fish by cover- 
ing it with a layer of wet clay and 
putting the “package” right into the 
coals to bake. When the clay is hard 
and dry, take it out of the fire and 
crack it away from the fish. 

If you’re lucky enough to catch a 
large fish, you can plank it. This is 
done by removing head and fins, split- 
ting it down the middle, and spread- 
ing it out on a flat piece of softwood 
with the skin next to the wood. Tack 
the fish with sharp skewers of hard- 
wood through the edges of the skin. 
Rub salt into the flesh, and then rub it 
with a piece of bacon or a bit of butter. 
Prop the board up facing the fire so 
that a maximum of heat reaches it 
without burning the fish. Keep check- 
ing to see how it’s doing. A good, even 
fire will cook this fish (up to 4 lb.) in 
about 30 minutes. 

If the fish is not too large, you can 
steam it by cleaning, salting the in- 
side, and wrapping the fish in double- 
thick foil and sealing the ends tightly. 
This prevents steam and grease from 
escaping, and the fish is steamed in- 
side the foil envelope. If you have 
bacon, wrap a strip or two around the 
fish before putting it into the foil. 

Hot dogs, of course, are favorites 
with most young campers and can be 
cooked over an open fire on a green 
stick, as well as split or whole in a 
pan. They can also be boiled. 

If you want to try something new 
with hot dogs, make a hot-dog shish 
kebab. Cut 1-in. sections of dog and 
thread them onto a slender green stick, 
weaving a strip of bacon in and out 
between the sections (see illustration, 
page 118). You can make it fancier by 
adding a few bits of steak, onion, pine- 
apple, tomatoes, or cucumbers. 


~ for that all-important matter of 
camp coffee. There’s nothing that 
smells as good to me as a pot of good 
coffee cooking on an open fire. With a 
little practice, it’s just as easy to make 
good coffee as bad. Instant coffees are 
fine if you're in a hurry, but wherever 
possible I'll make a pot of camp coffee. 
Every camper seems to have his own 
recipe, and I'll tell you mine. 

Guessing has ruined far more coffee 
than inexperience has. So measure the 
water by the number of cupfuls you'll 
want to drink, then add a bit more to 
allow for what will boil away. Bring 
the water to a hard boil, and then add 
1 rounded tbsp. of coffee for each cup of 
water, plus 1 extra. If you can spare 
an egg, break that into the pot and 
toss in the shell as well. Let this all 
boil for just 1 minute longer, and then 
set aside where it will stay hot but 
won't boil. It will settle in a few min- 
utes, and then you can add a dash of 
cold water to clear the grounds. 

Cooking over an open fire may not 
be as simple as using a camp stove, but 
it can be an interesting change, and a 
challenge to those who have never tried 
it. Many ordinary foods seem to taste 
better when cooked in, on, or over the 
glowing coals of a campfire. 


Just remember to cook from the up- 
wind side, and use coals instead of 
high flames, except for your reflector 
oven and for fast boiling. Of course a 
few bits of hardwood coals sticking to 
a steak only make it more authentic, 
and most people are willing to over- 
look some things from an open-fire 
cook that they wouldn’t tolerate at 
home.—C. B. Colby.

who lived alone on Admiralty Island 
for 50 years and was probably the 
greatest brown-bear hunter of the cen- 
tury, told me he had never seen brownies 
breed. June is the mating season, and 
at this time males and females are often 
seen together. Invariably the boars are 
following or pursuing the sows, but in 
the actual case of breeding that I ob- 
served this process was reversed. 

I was hunting with Durland Daron, 
of Luzerne, Pa. We were watching a 
likely looking cove one evening when 
a bear came out of the woods and dis- 
appeared around a point at the head of 
the cove. At the time we had no way 
of knowing its sex, but it was quite 
badly rubbed and we didn’t shoot it. 
A short while later another bear, small- | 
er than the first, came moving fast} 
along the trail. My friend and I walked | 
to the point for a look and, although 
only a couple of minutes had elapsed, 
the bears had already joined. Several 
times while we watched, the male cuffed 
the sow on the side of the head with 
his right paw. They were still together 
when we left 10 minutes later. 

The longer I study brown bears the 
more amazed I am at their complete 
unpredictability. They are highly in- 
telligent animals, and every one is an 
individualist. There isn’t a year that I 
don’t see bears do things that I have 
never seen one do previously. I have 
always assumed that mature brownies 
were never playful, but last fall I saw 
one adult amusing itself by tossing a 
sun-dried salmon in the air and catch- 
ing it in its mouth. 

A wounded brown bear, in agony 
from the results of a poorly placed 
shot, will attack any fisherman, berry 
picker, or deer hunter it meets. And 
when one of these suffering bears at- 
tacks a man in Alaska, rare as it is 
and regardless of the circumstances, 
the occurrence rates headlines in every 
newspaper in the state. Many Alaskans 
don’t like brown bears and shoot at 
every one they see without following up 
and finishing off any they have wounded. 
Limits and seasons mean nothing to 
such persons, nor are they concerned 
with potential danger they’ve created. | 

One confirmed bear killer once asked | 
me, “What are bears good for?” 

The easiest way to answer that ques- 
tion is to ask another much more diffi- | 
cult. What are human beings good | 
for? That one has puzzled philosophers 
ever since the first cave man stopped 
beating the brains out of one of his} 
fellow men long enough to look up at 
the sky and wonder about that very 
thing.

his eyeteeth to own came from 

behind to capture the 1960 Na- 
tional Shooting Dog Championship held 
on L. B. Maytag’s Sedgefields Planta- 
tion near Union Springs, Alabama, in 
February. The winner was Storm 
Harrigan, a_ liver-and-white pointer 
owned by Mrs. Donald P. Ross, Wil- 
mington, Del., and handled by Leroy 
Upshaw, Hurtsboro, Ala. This was the 
eleventh trial run by the National 
Shooting Dog Championship Associa- 
tion, which rates as the largest and 
probably the best-run bird-dog event 
in the nation. 

Gun dogs from half the states were 
brought to the trial, and at times a 
gallery of close to 300 riders followed 
the dogs over the rolling, pine-studded 
acres. While 1959 showed a record 
number of mounted spectators, 491 
counted in one day, 1960 set a record 
for dog entries. Last previous high of

64 was exceeded when 75 were braced 
the night of the drawing. One dog was 
subsequently scratched. 

Persons attending the trial for the 
first time can’t understand what makes 
it-so big. It’s held far from big popu- 
lation centers, it has no official recog- 
nition by any organized dog registry, 
and its entrance qualifications are so 
liberal as to be almost nonexistant. 
Why all the excitement? 

Once a man has spent a few days 
watching the trial, replete with horses, 
dogs, and friendly folk, the reasons 
become obvious. 

First let’s consider the dogs. They 
are good, and veteran observers feel 
they’re getting better each year. They 
aren’t the ground-gobbling, seldom-in- 
sight bird dogs that have to be hunted 
just as diligently by handlers and 
scouts as the dogs themselves seek 
birds. These are gun dogs, handled as 
a hunter mounted on a horse would 


handle them day in and day out during 
the South’s long quail season. 

In fact, according to trial officials, 
the runner-up dog, defending champion 
Paladin’s Handyman, hadn’t been run 
in a field trial since he won the 1959 
championship. But he had been hunted 
and showed it by setting a blister- 
ing pace which established him as top 
dog from the first day. He was 
dethroned only by Storm Harrigan’s 
superlative performance on the final 
day. Handyman, a son of National 
Champion Paladin, is owned by T. J. 
Smith and handled by W. P. (Bill) 
Swift. Both men hail from Selma, Ala. 

Another finalist, Santee Sam, a 
young pointer owned and handled by 
R. P. Skinner, Sumter, S. C., had had 
1,262 quail shot over him prior to 
entering the trial. 

These are the kind of dogs that run 
in this race, which is truly a hunter’s 
event. While dogs come predominantly

from the South’s quail country, dozens 
of Yankees, who've taught their dogs 
to handle off horseback in one-course 
trials held in the North, pit their dogs 
against the best the South has to offer 
because they stand a fighting chance. 

This is an opportunity few North- 
erners could expect in some of the other 
so-called “big-time open trials’—chief- 
ly because of the restricted coverts, 
short seasons, and lack of birds in the 
North. Not that the shooting dogs dis- 
played here were pottering shoe-polish- 
ers—far from it. They exhibited drive, 
stamina, nose, plenty between the ears, 
and excellent style. But they were 
usually in sight of the gallery, giving 
the not-too-expert observer a chance 
to see really good dog work and to un- 
derstand how a dog is rated, rather 
than wonder what kind of hocus-pocus 
the judges use to arrive at a decision. 

This is a difficult trial to judge, not 
only because the gallery can see more 
than it usually does, but because own- 
ers and handlers are amateurs. In 
most cases, the dogs are their own or 
ones they’ve hunted over, and it’s hard 
for a man to see any shortcomings in his 
own dog. But each year the event has 
some of the nation’s most respected 
judges. This year they were Henry P. 
Davis, Fairfield, Conn., and Boyce A. 
Williams, Leesburg, Fla. 


he surprisingly large number of good 

riding horses is another feature of 
this trial. Where wranglers Billy Orr 
and George (Bubba) Harden III man- 
age to round up their remuda is a mys- 
tery, but much of the herd is due to the 
generosity of plantation people and 
stockmen who contribute mounts. In 
many cases there isn’t much doubt that 
youngsters and not a few adults get 
more fun from the cross-country horse- 
back jaunts than from the dog work. 

The gallery is an extraordinary sight 
as the great wave of horses and rid- 
ers sweeps along, up hill and down. 
And when two dogs come on point at 
different places on the course, the gai- 
lery becomes a pinwheel of color as 
everyone gallops off in different direc- 
tions to the staunch dogs. But while it’s 
colorful and fun, the horseback riding 
can also be work. If a man is to ride 
every brace, he will cover an estimated 
40 miles or more a day. 

The trial grounds and organization 
are unsurpassed. The 14,000-acre plan- 
tation is the private hunting ground of 
L. B. Maytag, Colorado Springs, Colo., 
who sat in the judicial saddle himself 
until an accident forced him off horse- 
back. Each year he opens the planta- 
tion to trialers and serves as host. 
George L. Harden, the plantation’s 
manager and another qualified judge, 
serves as chief marshal and plots the 
trial courses over the rolling game 
cover which contains an_ estimated 
1,000 coveys of quail. 

Paper work and management details 
of the trial are the province of four 
Union Springs businessmen, Lamar 
Blow, A. H. Hembree, F. W. Chappell, 
Fred B. Wilson, and a 25-man board of 
directors.

All dogs called back were pointers, 
Long Ago and Lady Bess being the 
only bitches. This was a pointer dom- 
inated trial. Of the 74 dogs that com- 
peted, 66 were pointers, only eight were 
English setters. No other’ breeds 
entered. The explanation of this prob- 
ably stems from the terrific develop- 
ment field-trial and hunting pointers 
have undergone during the past quar- 
ter century. Setters simply haven't 
kept up. Add to this the fact that this 
is a Southern-oriented trial and the 
pointer has proved much more popular 
than the setter in the South. The 
birds, the grounds, and the time to de- 
velop the best are here, and no one can 
dispute the South’s claim to having 
the best quail dogs. 

Joan Lawrence, wife of a Seattle doc- 
tor, was one of two women handlers in 
the trial, and in this, her first year, 
she took a dog into the finals. The 
other woman handler was Pat O’Neall, 
wife of John O’Neall Jr., Knoxville, 
Tenn., who also handled his own dog. 
Mrs. O’Neall took her dog into the 
finals in the first crack she took at the 
National in 1956. In the 1960 finals, 
Mrs. Lawrence’s charge, Long Ago, 
was handicapped by a bad shoulder, 
and her eight years seemed to weigh a 
bit heavily on her. 

Final braces ran 114 hours. Starting 
fast and furious, the ‘stylish defending 
champ set the standard of excellence 
the others were going to have to shoot 
for through the rest of the finals. 
Handyman hit erect and positive on 
six coveys and three singles, but a 
pair of unproductives were later to 
prove his undoing, though this could 
not be forecast until the new champion 
set his blistering pace on the final day. 
Although lacking the range of his out- 
standing bracemate, Brandywine Mark 
gave Handyman some stiff competition 
and the two dogs put on a show that 
made watching them worth the trip. 
Brandywine handled six coveys in addi- 
tion to two singles.

hand. By the time I had completed 
seven of the arrows, and my hands had 
become somewhat moist, that’s exactly 
what happened. 

Last fall, a few weeks before the 
deer season opened, I was shooting the 
breeze with a veteran of 12 years of 
bowhunting and tackle making. He 
talked to me about deer as he worked 
on some hunting arrows, his mind on a 
certain tidewater whitetail heaven 125 
miles away. Darned if he didn’t slice 
through his hand exactly as I had 
done. Of course, he knew better than 
to handle razorlike broadheads care- 
lessly, but he was so engrossed in our 
conversation that he failed to concen- 
trate on the safety angle while he was 
working. 

A simple procedure like sharpening 
broadheads with a file is another source 
of accidents—not fatal ones, but lacer- 
ations which invite infection if not 
properly treated. When bearing down 
with your file, manipulate the tool and 
the point so that neither can slip and 
spear your hand. 

All good field-archery courses are 
laid out in such a way that the chances 
are remote that stray arrows will strike 
the shooters. Still, field archers must 
always be alert, since it’s possible for 
a group of bowmen, excited by the 
heat of competition, to forget to prop 
their bows against the target while 
searching for arrows that missed. 

Bowstrings should be given regular 
inspections, and replaced at once if 
there’s enough wear to be apparent. 
Broken nocks and cracked arrow shafts 
also can cause trouble. Every time 
you brace your bow, check its tips care- 
fully to be sure the string is secure in 
the grooves, otherwise you may suffer 
a surprise smack in the face on your 
first draw.

also varies because of food supply. 
For example, if squirrels are living on 
a meager diet in midwinter, there may 
be no breeding season then, and con- 
sequently no litters. Later, as spring 
food develops and the squirrels are in 
better condition, they may begin to 
breed and young are then born in late 
summer. Sometimes there are two 
litters—one in late winter, one in late 
summer. Thus, the breeding season 
may be anywhere from December 
through October. 

Ordinarily, however, most squirrels 
are born from about January or Feb- 
ruary through April. They develop 
rather slowly. Fox squirrels, as a rule, 
weigh about three fourths of a pound 
at 10 to 12 weeks. Gray squirrels may 


be lighter, and may not reach full ma- 
| ture weight until they’re two vears old. 
| Otherwise they develop about the same 
|} as fox squirrels. 


“These young squirrels are delicious 
” I told Mike, “but you have to 


that is, baby squirrels, during this 
warm-weather hunting. And you also 
have to watch out that you don’t shoot 


| mother squirrels that are nursing late- 
| born young.” 


Here again, I pointed out to him, the 
binoculars come in handy. With the 
glasses you can get a close look and 
pick your squirrels. If you pass up the 
real big ones and the real little ones, 
you won’t go far wrong. 

I didn’t tell Mike so, but one of the 
reasons I think summer squirrel shoot- 


| ing is an excellent place for a lad to 
begin hunting is that he can be taught, 


by having to appraise each animal and 
pass up some, not to be trigger happy. 
Learning to select his game gentles a 
boy’s natural impulsiveness and gives 
him rudiments of conservation. 


There are some other angles, too. 


| Spring and summer squirrel hunting 


gives both man and boy good shooting 
practice at a time when there’s no 
other game to shoot. And for father- 
son teams, it comes at a time when 
they both usually have more leisure 
time to spend together. School is out; 
dad isn’t committed to other adult 
hunts, as in fall. Besides, the woods 
are empty of other hunters. The hunt- 
ing is relaxed, and the budding hunter 
doesn’t get so jumpy with squirrels as 
he may when a rabbit or bird suddenly 
breaks cover. We were whispering 
about this. when we were pleasantly 
interrupted by a squirrel chattering 
about 100 yards away. 

The oaks here were very open. I 
spotted the squirrel a long way from 
a tree, and we got up and sprinted 
toward it. Fortunately, although squir- 
rels have good eyesight and acute hear- 
ing, they depend more on their ears. 

This young one, busily working on 
some fallen green acorns, didn’t hear 
us because of the soft grass under- 
foot. When he finally caught sight of 
us, he fled to the first tree. It was 


| separated from others too far to jump. 





I’d had a good look at him, and he 
was definitely of shootable size. It was 
my turn now, and I quickly let fly with 
my 20 gauge Winchester pump from 
directly below. He came hurtling down 
before I could get clear, and I flung up 
my gun for protection as Mike laughed 
at me. Regardless, we had our second 
squirrel. It was a good start on the 
afternoon. 

Not all states allow spring and sum- 
mer squirrel hunting, of course, and in 
those that do, the seasons can shift a 
bit from year to year. Enough states 
have these warm-weather seasons, 
however, to make this different kind of 
sport available over wide areas to a 
great many hunters. Even though your 
home state may not have a shirtsleeve 
squirrel season, there very likely is 
one within fairly easy driving distance. 
Keep in mind the possibility of getting 
a bit of summer hunting along with 
your fishing. 

Suppose, for example, that you have 
planned a summer float trip for small- 
mouth bass in the Missouri Ozarks. 
Unless there’s a law change this sea- 
son, you can also hunt squirrels there 
in the heart of some of the nation’s 
best squirrel woods starting May 15. 
Incidentally, it’s possible to have un- 
usual sport by hunting as well as fish- 
ing, while floating. Over in Oklahoma, 
if you go after bass let’s say at famed 
Tenkiller or Grand, again—unless the 
law changes—you can also add squir- 
rels to the menu after May 15. 

I know a few avid squirrel fans who 
nowadays make the fishing secondary. 
They take a summer squirrel-hunting 
vacation and do a little sideline casting. 
If you go into a neighboring state, or 
pause while on a summer tour, often 
you can buy a trip hunting license that 
saves money. And of course shirtsleeve 
squirrel hunting doesn’t all occur in 
summer. It depends on where you live 
or travel. For instance, mid-fali open- 
ings in Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
and Florida guarantee plenty of 
warmth and sunshine. Likewise for 
the traditional opening in Tennessee 
and South Carolina about September 
1, and mid-September openings in 
Arkansas, Nebraska, and Ohio. Sep- 
tember is about the peak of the warm 
weather in these areas. 


tar September, I went to Tennessee 
to fish. Big white bass were going 
crazy on the surface each evening, and 
so were the black bass. But I was 
back in the hills at one of the im- 
poundments and got talking with a 
squirrel hunter whose enthusiasm was 
boundless. Then I watched as this 
expert in .22 rifles and squirrels swung 
into action. Without moving from his 
tracks, he potted a day’s limit from a 
single nut tree. That sold me. 
Checking last year’s openings, here 
are some other areas that offer excel- 
lent prospects.

August 29. Texas opens in some coun- 
ties on May 1, and in some never has 
a closed season. In east Texas and the 
central ‘Hill Country,” there is excel- 
lent squirrel shooting. In South Dakota 
residents may shoot squirrels all year. 
And, in Oregon either native or visitor 
may get in on some most unusual 
squirrel hunting, for the regionally re- 
stricted big silver grays. In several 
Oregon counties there is no closed 
season on these. Caution: check game 
laws for any possible last-minute 
changes. 

Because Mike and I had by now dis- 
turbed this patch of oaks too much, we 
got into the car and drove to another 
pasture where a group of big oaks 
were ranged along a fence near a crop 
field. We parked back from them. I 
handed Mike the binoculars and told 
him to have a look. 

“Pay most attention to the ground,” 
I said. ‘Fox squirrels spend a lot of 
time there, remember.” 

We had often talked about the habits 
of the various squirrels. Mike knew 
well, having been with me when I 
hunted gray squirrels, too, that though 
the two species are closely related and 
have many similar physical character- 
istics, they differ widely in habits and 
habitats. A youngster starting his 
hunts where both species live, as they 
do in many states, should be well 
briefed on these points. 

The grays get up with first light. 
After they’ve fed a couple of hours, 
they seek shelter and usually lie low 
until late afternoon. Although fox 
squirrels may also arise early, they’re 
more likely to start feeding later, and 
to be active all day. The gray is far 
more alert than the fox squirrel, runs 
through the treetops more than on the 
ground, and isn’t so likely to hide in 
the same tree where he’s discovered. 

As we looked hard to see if any 
squirrels were operating here, I re- 
minded Mike of a hunt I’d taken him 
on when he was just six. This was in 
a mid-South area where there were 
woodlots bordering cornfields, and 
other open woods that fox squirrels 
love. There were also dense timber 
stands with heavy undergrowth, the 
favorite home of the more retiring 
gray. In this area I killed several 
squirrels that at first glance seemed to 
be crosses between the gray and the 
fox squirrel. Besides, I shot one black 
specimen. 


knew, of course, that black squirrels 

are simply color phases of the 
gray, and not uncommon. I knew also 
that fox-squirrel color and gray-squir- 
rel color vary widely over different 
parts of the country. I had never hap- 
pened to see any “crosses” before, but 
local hunters assured me that the 
squirrels did crossbreed. But I was 
still not satisfied, and I later did a lot 
of boning up from scientific sources. 
I learned some interesting facts. 

In all the squirrel studies done by 
expert biologists in numerous states, 
never has an authentic cross been 
found. Further, the easiest way to tell 
infallibly what variety of parents a 
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squirrel had is to cook the squirrel and 
eat it. If the bones (after cooking) 
are white, the squirrel was a gray. If}

Not 
just green acorns, but all the nuts— 
hickory, walnut— are eaten when still 
pulpy. Among acorns, however, the 
well-versed summer hunter will look to 
the various white oaks first, if there’s 
a choice, and to the less-appetizing 
black oaks only if no white-oak acorns 
are available. All squirrels prefer the 
whites. Remember, too, that during 
various fruits are ripening.

doesn’t get a good bite on the bottom. 
A mushroom anchor, for example, 
sometimes refuses to take hold, partic- 
ularly if the line happens to be short. 
This happens when the shank tilts up, 
away from the bottom. By using a 
piece of heavy chain between the line 
and the anchor ring, you can add 
enough weight to the shank to hold 
it down. The disk at the crown end 
will then tend to dig~into the sand. 

One more point about the use of a 
single anchor. If you let out the recom- 
mended amount of line, your boat will 
take a wide swing in a changing wind. 
Pick a spot to drop that single hook 
which will allow you to travel the full 
360° of a circle without hitting any- 
thing. 

If you plan to tie your craft at a 
mooring buoy, you'll do well to buy a 
boat hook. Lying prone on the for- 
ward deck and dangling an arm for 
the buoy ring can be dangerous. I 
know of one girl who lost a leg when 
she was pulled off the deck and struck 
by the turning propeller. If your finger 
gets stuck in a buoy ring somehow, 
and if the craft is heavy or traveling 
too fast, over you go. A boat hook on 
a smooth-handled pole will be yanked 
out of your hands, however, and no 
harm will be done. These hooks are 
frequently sold without the pole, so if 
you have to supply the handle buy one 
six to eight feet long and make sure 
it’s smooth. 

If you plan to spend much time tied 
at a dock or to another boat you'll 
need fenders. They always seem to be 
in the way aboard a small craft, but 
they save a lot of paint and tempers. 

A new boat is a thing of beauty and 
something to be proud of.

other advantages. Its extra length 
makes it easier for you to work a bait 
on top of the carpet. Also, I’m con- 
vinced that the long rod helps me to 
make accurate casts—an essential in 
this kind of fishing. 

Your choice of lures for duckwort 
bass has limitations. The lure can’t 
have treble hooks, for instance, and 
it has to be of a shape and weight that 
will help it ride on top of the wort. 
| Most satisfactory is a medium-light 
spoon with a single weedless hook. A 
pork frog on a weedless hook is an- 
other standard. Such lures slide across 
duckwort in good shape, yet have ac- 
tion for open-water areas. I usually 
fish duckwort without a leader, be- 
cause the line is out of the water most 
of the time, and a leader knot may 
give way and rob you of a good fish. 

Just as important as how to fish is 
where to fish. Look at any U. S. map 
and you'll see that the Mississippi 
separates Illinois and Wisconsin to the 
east from Iowa and Minnesota to the 
west.

ILLINOIS—Port Byron, Cordova, Al- 
bany, Thomson, Savanna, Hanover (a 
new public launching site has just 
been opened a short distance from 
here), and Galena. 

WISCONSIN—Potosi, 
haven, Bagley, Wyalusing (here’s a 
beautiful state park with camping 
facilities), Prairie du Chien , Lynx- 
ville, Cold Springs (a new launching 
site was opened here last year), Ferry- 
ville, De Soto, Victory, Genoa, and 
LaCrosse. 
In or near most of these towns you'll 

find good motels and fishing resorts. 

One of the items that I always carry | 
in my tackle box is a 64-page booklet | 
put out by the Blackhawk Chapter of 
the Izaak Walton League, because it 
contains numerous large-scale maps of 
much of the river where duckwort fish- | 
ing is best. It shows the landmarks, | 
and the many sloughs and backwaters | 
in good detail. 

In past years, the states with com- | 
mon boundaries on the Mississippi 
River have had reciprocal agreements 
permitting the holder of one state’s li- 
cense to fish the main channel and the 
running sloughs of the river, without 
regard to the exact boundary. I sug- 
gest, however, that you check the lat- 
est regulations. 

After work one Friday last July, 
Roger and I drove 185 miles north from 
our home in East Moline, Illinois. | 
Then we caught four or five hours sleep | 
in the air-conditioned hotel just half a} 
block from Sweeney’s boat dock at the| 
foot of the main business street of 
Lansing, Iowa. Here’s the rundown} 
from then on. 

It’s just about bird-wakeup time of | 
what promises to be a fresh, clear | 
day. We've fortified ourselves with | 
coffee from the vacuum jug, and rolls} 
bought last night; the restaurant isn’t | 
open yet. Roger, at the stern, pulls on| 
the starter rope and says, “Let’s get | 
going.” | 

The canoe heads upstream and under | 
the high bridge that carries traffic | 
across from the Wisconsin side. Then, 
around a bend, Rog cuts the motor. 
We drift into a quiet eddy, just below 
a pair of rocky islets at the entrance 
to Big Slough. Across this slough, the 
U. S. Army Corps of Engineers have 
dumped many tons of rock to slow 
the current’s washing action, and this 
man-made reef is a favorite spot for 
bigmouth and smallmouth bass, wall- 
eyes, white bass, and rock bass. My 
rod is working as we glide to a stop,

strike. The first fish is on, and we've 
been on the water less than five 
minutes. 

The battle is brief. It’s a bigmouth 
bass of only about a pound. This is 
open water—no duckwort—so I’m using 
a shallow-running plug with treble 
hooks. Roger, flinging his pork-chunk 
wobbler, nails another small bass on 
his third try, then another. It’s fun, 
but he says, “They’re sure running 
small. Shall we move on?” 

I’m already snipping my leader— 
changing to weedless gear—because I 
know where the next stop will be. 


De the slough the 10-horse motor 
pushes the 19-foot canoe. We slide 
under the highway, and on another 
half mile. Then a left turn takes us 
to a wide, shallow, sand-bottomed 
slough. And 100 yards farther, where 
the current starts to divide into three 
separate side flows, we slide in with 
the motor still. Here’s a place where, 
very early in the morning, you'll often 
find fish feeding. 

We never roar into such a spot full 
throttle. Instead, the canoe drifts in, 
urged by silent paddle thrusts and cur- 
rent. Around us, in the cool predawn 
quiet, we can hear the splash of broad 
tails and see the frantic top-water 
leaping of minnows. Bass are prowling 
the pickerel weed that grows in flowing 
water hardly deep enough to float the 
canoe. 

“Boy, they’re here,” Roger says 
quietly. For some reason this faintly 
lighted setting with big fish slashing 
the glass-smooth water has put a spell 
on us, and we talk almost in whispers. 

Ahead of us, now, there’s a great 
swirl and the slap of a tail. Our reels 
sing a duet, and our lures land almost 
at the same instant in the middle of 
the widening circle of ripples. Roger’s 
lure has hardly hit water before there’s 
another great splash, and it’s no one- 
pounder. 

“Attaboy!” I yell, 
broken. 

Away zips the bass, trying desperate- 
ly to reach lily pads. Roger gives line 
grudgingly, then snubs him down, short 
of the pads, and turns him back. Then 
another run, a frantic top-water flurry, 
and it’s all over. A three-pound beauty 
goes into the ice chest. 

We look at each other, all grins. It’s 
a great beginning, and—we hope—a 
sample of what’s ahead. 

“Let’s take time out for a cup of 
coffee,” I suggest. 

Out comes the jug, and for five 
minutes we relax to enjoy one of those 
rare times when all’s right with the 
world. The red sun moves up out of 
the cragged limestone palisades on the 
Wisconsin side, three miles away, and 
slowly brightens to a gold that bathes 
the green Iowa bluffs with yellow. A 
mallard herds her fleet of ducklings 
into the current, then scuttles them 
back as she sees us. A pair of musk- 
rats make twin V’s on the shadowed 
backwater. Roger and I pick up our 
tools to go to work again. Work? 

The sun climbs higher, well above 
the eastern rim. Open-water feeding 
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for the spell is

ends as the bass move out of the glare. 
Soon it’s jacket-shedding time. Now 
as less-fortunate bass anglers else- 
where resign themselves to endless 
casting with small reward under a hot 
sun, we move in on our duckwort 
treasure trove in one of many side 
currents. 

There’s one cardinal rule to remem- 
ber in this backwater fishing: stick 
to the current, and eventually you'll 
come out to the main channel or to one 
of the broad, deep, well-traveled 
sloughs. But until you’ve learned not 
to be afraid of solitude, of water 
hemmed in by trees, of wide, trackless 
expanses of lotus beds with no land- 
marks, you'll be happier if you stick 
to the close-in places. You can get lost 
in backwater fishing, it may take you 
half a day to thread your way out. 

But after you learn the ways of the 
backwaters, you’ll discover dozens of 
bass hideaways far back from where 
the towboats, cruisers, and water skiers 
chop up the main channel. And you'll 
leave behind the sloughs where crappie 


and bluegill fishermen take big catches. | 


Incidentally, in my experience, a 
canoe can’t be beat for duckwort fish- 
ing. It sneaks easily through narrow 


passages and shallows that stop heavier | 
it can be lifted across a| 


craft, and 
sandbar, snag, or beaver dam. A 
paddle is much handier than oars in 
these tight, winding, flowlets. 
with a motor mounted on a side 
bracket or a square stern, a canoe 
moves fast across open water. 

So now Roger heads our bow into a 
current that snakes back through deep, 
clear water, past a long neck of tree- 
studded black silt. At the end of the 
neck, the current turns, and there we 
see that duckwort has floated in, com- 
pletely bridging the flow. This is the 
supreme type of cover for duckwort 
bass. We call such places “Fritz-spots,” 
because Ken Fritz first showed me 
their value. A clean, current-com- 
pressed edge of duckwort, with 
gentle current sliding under the green 
“bridge,”” has tremendous attraction 
for big bass. 

We sneak up on this patch. Thirty 
feet away, Roger backpaddles to hold 
the canoe. I lay my spoon carefully on 
the solid mass of wort, a couple of feet 
back from the front edge. Slowly, I 
pull it over the green pad; at the edge, 
I give it a gentle flip. It falls off with 
a tiny wiggle into dark-green, shad- 
owed current, and starts to flutter 
down. Then, one more flick, and: 
kachowf! 


At the slashing strike, I haul back 
hard, and it’s an open-water fight. 
While I’m slugging it out with my bor- 
ing lunker, Roger casts to almost the 
same place and sinks his hook into a 
big, broad lip. 

“Take yours on the port side,” he 
yells—always a navy man. “T’ll try 
to keep mine away.” 

Five minutes later, we sit with cold 
drinks in our hands, relaxing. We had 
to take the bottles out of the ice chest 
to make room for two four-pound bass.

Sometimes a Fritz-spot only 10 or 15 
yards across will yield three or four 
good bass. You don’t get 12 to 15- 
inchers here. One spot we found last 
had a rim of current-brushed 
yards long m a 
huge semicircle. From it we took six 
bass averaging close to three pounds, 
and we each lost one of at least four 


| pounds. 


While a Fritz-spot is a prize, it may 
not last long. High water mav 
out your best spots, or a contrary wind 
may drift the wort away. Yet, there’s 
always another spot to make up for 
the loss. 

In the backwaters where there’s no 
current, or fringing the sides of endless 
channels, the rim of this magic “scum” 
pays off. You drift along, slow and 
easy, pushed—like the wort—-by wind 
or current. You make random casts 
onto the surface of the green carpet. 
Eventually you drag your lure over a 
bass. He’ll bust through the ceiling, 
scare you half out of your seat, and 
come back for more if you don’t hook 
him the first time. 


t’s lunchtime now, and we’ve come in- 

to a sand-bottomed slough where the 
current spreads out, 100 yards wide, a 
quarter of a mile long, and averaging 
about two feet deep. Right in the 
middle, a clean sandbar invites us to 
stretch our legs, and here we chomp 
our sandwiches. Then we take our 
rods and wade into the current. 

In this shallow water, we've spent 
hours in midsummer heat, wading and 
catching big bass. The secret: pickerel 
weed, fluttering on top of the water, 
traps patches of duckwort. Some of 
these areas may be only a few square 
feet, others may be 10 feet wide and 
50 feet long. Under those floating, 
fragile, cooling roofs the bass lie. A 
couple of hours here, and we start 
working our canoe back. Just before 
dark, we pull into the reef where the 
fun started early this morning. We 
cap off a great day by dragging a pair 
of lusty walleyes off the rocks—just 
dessert for a day of fishing in magic 
scum. 

You see duckwort starting to make 
green patches in June. Day by day 
the areas grow. Wort reaches its great- 
est extent around late August of a 
normal year. Then, when frosty fall 
comes, the tiny plants turn 


tree leaves do. When duck hunters 
move in, duckwort is just about gone 
but not quite. 

Late last fall, after the nippy frosts 
of late October had turned the foliage 
on the river bluffs to brilliant gold and 
scarlet—and guns were blazing out of 
backwater blinds at Mississippi River 
mallards—Roger and I heard the ex- 
plosive kachowf! again and again. In 
eight cold hours, we caught 27 and kept 
nine big, frigid bass, right out from 
under sparse, blushing-red, near-freez- 
ing duckwort. 

My finger tips still tingle as I recall 
the cold of that trip. Or maybe it’s just 
anticipation of the next trip. THE END
